RUSSIA’S ATTITUDE CAUSING 
MUCH UNEASINESS. 

fHE SITUATION STILL ACUTE—RUSSIAN 
SATISFACTION AT THE PROSPECT— 
GERMANY’S MILITARY BILL PASSED. 

Prsra, Dec. 16.—The Austrian press are 
tnanimously of the opinion that the article pub- 
lished in the St. Petersburgh Official Military 
Gazetieé “in relation to the military prep- 
arations of the powers has greatly in- 
creased the acuteness of the situation. 
The Pester Lloyd says Austria must make 
military preparations involving large expense. 
The paper also states that it is untrue that Rou- 
mania will, in the event of war, place two ariny 
corps on the Russian frontiers. Roumania will 
in any event remain neutral. Well-informed 
persons believe that Russia may threaten, but 
that she will not venture to challenge the triple 
alliance. 

St. PETERSBURG, Dec. 16.—The Official 
Bilttary Gazelte’s article favorably impressed the 
public mind as exactly expressing the national 
feeling. Russia neither desires nor fears 
War. , The Journal de St. Pétersbourg 
says: ‘Every impartial judge will admit 
that Russia is not: respensible for the 


continuous reinforcements and the condition of 
armed peace. It is true that the central powers 
allege that the sole object of their alliances and 
armaments isthe maintenance of the pacific 
@tatuo quo based upon existing treaties. 
iy, therefore, Russia associates herself 
with this guarantee of peace by _ taking 
defemsive measures to preserve the equilibrium 
of the forces, it remains: to be decided to what 
point this abuse of the principle, si vis pacem, 
para bellum, which weighs heavily on 
the finances of every country, while ex- 
citing passion and alarming the public 
mind, is the best means of preserving peace, 
which all the world appears to desire, and the 
maintenance of which we believe to be assured 
for a long period, thanks to our good relations 
With eur neighbors.” 


Beruin, Dec. 16.—The Reichstag dis- 
eussed the Military bill te-day. Gen. von 
Scheliendortf, Minister of War, contended that 
it was unpecessary to extend the lia- 
bility .to service in the Landsturm to 
the age of 45 years. A distinction 
is to be made between trained and untrained 
men. All the sneakers, excepting Her Bebel, 
supported the project. The bill was referred te 
a committee. 

According tothe Feichsanzeiger’s version of 
Gen. von Schellendorfi’s speech, he said that the 
object of the bill could be perfectly summed up 
in the words of the Emperor on the opening of 
Parliament, that the empire, by God’s help, 
should become so strong that it could meet 
every danger with calmness from wkratever 
quarter it might be attacked. The Minister, 
continuing, said that danger threatened, not 
from the warlike disposition of allied powers, 
tor German people always leaned toward peace, 
buttfrom attacks by other people. The em- 
ire was strong, and it had allies, but 

n war its might depended only upon its 
own strength. It must be made so powerful 
that it wouid be feared asa foe and courted as 
anally. The bill aimed to increase considerably 
the numerical strength of the army through ex- 
tension of the term of service in the landsturm. 
The additional strength given will be of great 
value, and with the physical hardiness of the 
Germabds no difficulty will be experienced in 
giving effect to the provisions of the bill. The 
Germans, he felt sure, would not be sparing of 
their power when the time came for beating 
ef the enemy. After referring to the 
technical military arrangements required 
uuder the bill, the speaker concluded 
by expressing the wish that the day 
when it would become necessary to put the 
measure to practical use was far off. Still, he 
said, everything must be ready, if an attack 
were made, for the German Army to enter upon 
the warpath, armed in the most perfect manner, 
80 that their fags would again lead the German 
people to victory. 
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NOT OF A CANCEROUS NATURE. 
THE NEW GROWTH IN PRINCE FRITZ’S 

THROAT—HIS CONDITION IMPROVED. 

San Kemo, Dec. 16.—The new growth 
which has made its appearance in the throat of 
tis Crown Prince is not of a cancerous nature. 
it causes no difficulty in breathing. No opera- 
Tion is deemed necessary at present. The right 
Side of the larynx is wholly sound. 

Dr. Mackenzie states that he considers the ap- 
pearance of the Crown Prince’s throat better 
than when he examined it in the beginning of 
November. It is true a small growth has formed 
higher upin the throat, but it has not the ma- 
lignant appearance of the growth which ap- 
peared toward the close of the Crown Prince’s 
stay at Baveno, but which has since diminished. 
The swelling’ of the glands has entirely disap- 


peared. Dr. Mackeuzie is about to make a pro- 
fessional visit to Algiers. He will return after- 
ward to San Remo. He would not go to Algiers 
if he considered-the Crown Prince’s case urgent. 

Numbers of inhabitants of Zillerthal, in Tyrol, 
fent an address of sympathy to the Crown 
Prince of Germany, to which a lady in waiting 
to the Crown Princess replied. She said: ‘*The 
Prinee desires to return his thanks for your ad- 
dress. The universal egg nce shown greatly 
comiorts him. We almost believe that the sin- 
cere wishes ana prayers in his behalf have hada 
healing iwfiuence. {To the doctors’ surprise his 
health is wonderfully good. The swelling which 
uppeared three weeks ago has normally healed. 
£0 far, there is no trace of a fresh 
growth, but, owing te the unanimous 
opinion of the doctors, we'may not yet dare to 
hope. We must be thankful for every day that 
passes without fresi symptoms. Since 'the 
Crown Prince has taken open-air exercise he has 
a tresh, healthy complexion. He has grown thin- 
ner since Spring, and this gives him an almost 
youthful appearance. Any one seeing him can 
scarcely believe him to be alost man. Hisgreat 
tranquiility of mind, almost cheerfulness, ines- 
timably helps us ail.” 


BERLIN, Dec. 16.—The correspondent of 
the Cologne Gazette at fan Remo says: “rhe 
formation of flat granulations in the Crown 
Prince’s throat, which was observed last week, 
aid not imply that there was fresh danger ef the 
formation of edema, which would result in 
Gifficulty of breathing. The formation seems 
beyoud qvestion tobe a new appearance on the 
surface and isnot working up from the inside. 
The Crown Prince suffers no particular pain 
or inconvenience. The probability of per- 
furming the operation of tracheotomy is 
remote. Dr. Mackenzie attended the Crown 
Prince until 11 0’clock this morning. He then 
walked with the Crown Prince and Princess 
through thetown. The Crown Prince looked 
very well and walked briskly. He at times 
stepped and conversed with persons whom he 
met.” 

The San Remo correspondent of the National 
Zeitung telegraphs: ‘At the examination of the 
Crown Prince’s throat to-day, Drs. Mackenzie 
and Krause, and the other physicians found a 
slight increase of the swelling.”

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

Paris, Dec. 16.—Mn McLane, United 
States Minister, has gone to Cannes. 

M. Edwards, manager of Le Malin, has fought 
a duel with M. Mayer, manager of La Lanterne. 
Both duelists were slightly wounded. 

The Senate to-day approved the provisional 
budget. The session closes to-morrew. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day Gen. 
Logerot, Minister of War, asked a military 
credit of 11,000,000f., and was supported by the 


Budget Committee. The Chamber, however, by 
a vote of 295 to 225, adopted an amendment by 
M. Brice granting only 4,000,000f,. 


St. PETERSBURG, Dec. 16.—A student 
named Sinjavski has been sentenced to three 
years’ service in the military prison battalion 
for assaulting an inspector of the Moscow Uni- 
versity. 


RomrF, Dec. 16.—The Duke of Norfolk, 
who will represent Queen Victoria at the Pope’s 
jubilee, to-day visited Cardinal Rampolla, Papal 
Secretary of State. The Pope will receive the 
Duke to-morrow with great ceremony. 

The Chamber of Deputies to-day approved the 
new commercial treaty with Austria by a vote 
of 231 to 22. Premier Crispi deciared that the 
treaty was the outcome of an economic political 
agreement between Italy and Austria. The 
Chamber also authorized the Government to ne- 
gotiate provisional treaties with France, Spain, 
and Switzerland. 


BERLIN, Dec. 16.—The Reichstag to-day 

assed without debate the measure for the pro- 
ongation of the commercial treaty with Aus- 
tria. 

A new bill has been introduced in the Reichs- 
tag authorizing the expuision of all Socialists 
who have incurred penalties for violations of 
the anti-Socialist law or by belonging to secret 
societies which is forbidden by existing laws. 
In accordance with the provisions of this bill 
most of the Socialist members of the Reichstag 
may be expelled from Germany. ‘The bill also 
permits the punishment of any one taking part 
in a Socialist congress.

A COMEDIAN’S DEATH. 
et et 
JOHN HOWSON REPORTED AS DYING 
SUDDENLY AT TROY. 

A dispatch was received in this city last 
night announcing that John Howson, the come- 
dian, had died suddenly yesterday while with 
the Lotta company at Troy. Mr. Howson had 
been suffering for several years with aneurism 
of. the aorta. In June, 1884, Dr. T. 8. 
Robertson, Mr. Howson’s physician, had 
discovered that the comedian had heart difficul- 
ties, and attended him afterward. He advised 
him to give up the stage, but as the actor did 
not feel, for flnaneial reasons, that he could do 
so, he did not follow the physician's advice. Dr. 


Robertson did not think that he would live over 
18 months, and was surprised that he has kept 
up selong. He said last nigkt that he had been 
informed of Howson’s death by some of the 
latter’s friends. 

Mr. Howson began his stage career in Aus- 
tralia. He came to New-York in 1872, when he 
played the part of a young German musician 
with success in Boucicault’s “* Mimi,” at Wal- 
lack’s old theatre. He afterward became 
well-known in light operas, and made a 
“hit on the road” as the Miserin “The 
Chimes of Normandy.” He sang in “ Olivette,” 
with Miss Catherine Lewis as a member of the 
Comly-Barton company, at the Fifth-Avenue 
Theatre. Afterward, under the management of 
Col. MeCaull, at the Bijou and Casino, he made 
a hit in John Wellington Wellsin “ TheSorcerer.” 
In the season of 1884-5 he was low comedian 
at Wallack’s Theatre. This season he was 
with Lotta’s company, which was to ap- 
pear last night ta “The Pawn Ticket” at 
Troy. Mr. Howson was married and’ had 
ene child, 10 years old. His home was 
at Mamaroneck, Westchester County. His 
brothers are Charles E. Howson, Frank Howson, 
the leader of the orchestra at the Madison- 
Square Theatre, and William Howson, .a pho- 
tographer. One of his sisters, Emma Howson, 
is well Known on the light opera stage.

PRESIDENT WRIGHT'S MISTAKE. 

CuHicaGo, Dec. 16.—The Directors of the 
Board of Trade took a fall out of President 
Wright to-day that that enemy of the bucket 
shops will be likely to remember for a while. 
By President Wright’s orders, all the Board of 
Trade wires running into the La Salle- 


street conduit were cut Tuesday night to 
prevent the Open Board%getting quotations. It 
happened that the wires cut included those con- 
necting the board with the fire alarm service, 
and when the Real Estate Committee and Com- 
mittee on Market Reports learned of it they were 
highly indignant. At their instance the meeting 
of Directors was held to-day. The Directors 
passed 2 resolution taking away President 
Wright’s power to issue such orders and vesting 
the same with the Market Reports Committee. 
This resolution was adopted by a vote of 
11 to 3. Mr. Wright protested against 
1ts adoption on the ground that it would piace 
him in the position of being censured by 
the board, but he was told that no censure was 
intended. President Wright declared later that 
there was bo controversy between him and the 
Directors and added: ‘*The Directors have 
no authoriy to give or take away any of the pow- 
ers of the President. His duties are defined in 
the rules of tke association, as are also those of 
the directors. They cannot confer any special 
power on the executive or deprive him of any of 
the powers vested in him by the rules.” 


SHOT DEAD FROM AN AMBUSH. 
BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Dec. 16. — Deputy 
Revenue Collector Tutwiler of this city returned 
to-day from a raid in Marion and Franklin Coun- 
ties, where he destroyed two illicit stills. He 


brought the first news received here of 
a terrible tragedy which oecurred in Marion 
County last Saturday. About one month ago 
a party of revenue officers made a raid in Mar- 
ion Connty and were guided to several stills by 
two young farmers named Bannister and 
Terrell. Last Friday night these young 
men were orn their way to meet the 
revenue ofheers to again serve them as 
guides. They spent the night at a farmhouse, 
and next morning found their mules gone. 
They started in pursuit of the animals, aud 
when only a few hundred yards from the 
Rouse both were shot down by men in 
ambush, Bannister was instantly killed, two 
loads of buckshot taking effect in his body. Ter- 
rellis still alive, but is dangerously wounded. 
A load of buckshot struck him in the back, 
and owe shot ledged in his spine, and he 
is paralyzed in every limb. It is not known 
who did the shooting, but there is strong cir- 
cumstantial evideuce against three desperate 
moonshiners,

STARTING A TARIFF DEBATE | 


MR REED OF MAINE WAKES 


UP THE WRONG MAN. 

AND GETS TWO RETORTS THAT SERI- 
OUSLY DAMAGE HIS ARGUMENT — 
OPPOSITION TO LAMAR. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Mr. Reed, who 
has waited patiently around for the incautious 

Democratic lamb every day that Congress 

has been in session, thought he had caught him 

to-day. Mr. Hatch of Missouri submitted a con- 
current resolution for an adjournment on Mon- 
day, Dec. 19, to Jan. 5. Mr. Reed took this as 
his cue for eating the lamb. He enticed Mr. 
Hatch by a question put in his blandest tones to 
explain the reason for the submilssion of the 
resolution. Mr. Hatch replied thatit was usnal; 
that the Speaker’s time was being so taken up 
with the preparation of the committees that 
it would be impossible to announce them until 
after the holidays. He had submitted the reso- 
lution in the interest of public business as much 
as for the convenience and comfort of the 
Speaker. Mr. Reed smiled his broadest and 
most partisan smile at the mention of “ business 
interests.” The non-action of the Democratic 
side, he deliberately and reproachfully went on, 
was matter of legitimate comment and without 
precedent. With tantalizing smoothness and his 
usual drawl rather emphasized, he alluded 
te the neglect to act upon amendments 


proposed to the rules, and the = un- 
readiness of the majority to take steps to 
reduce the surplus embarrassing the Treasury 
and the finances of the country. More provok- 
img, however, was his announcement that the 
Republicans stood ready to reduce the surplus 
by reducing the tobacco tax. There was a great 
deal of laughter on the Republican side when he 
went on to say that if the gentlemen on the 
other side found it somewhat difficult to arrange 
themselves alongside of the recent message 
which had been sent them, the Republicans 
could well understand and could give their as- 
surances of most profound sympathy. Then he 
rallied the Democrats upon their lack of sym- 
pathy with the President, whom he referred to 
as ‘‘their pioneer brother at the end of the 
avenue,” and closed with # sarcastic suggestion 
that after they had destroyed “a few of our in- 
dustries,” that would be time for such a mo- 
tion. 

When he attacked Mr. Hatch, however, Mr. 
Reed had not caught a lamb. The Missouri mem- 
ber promptly reminded the new member who 
was laughing at Mr. Reed that it was nis old 
speech and not truthful in its pretense, for the 
Maine member had had opportunity during the 
Forty-ninth Congress to vote for reduction and 
had always stood to resist it. He ridiculed 
Mr. Reed’s inquiry as to why they did not go to 
work now as being clap-trap, and reminded him 
that nothing could be done before the commit- 
tees were named. 

Mr. Cox chimed in with Mr. Hatch as if he 
Was glad to get a chance to engage with Mr. 
Reed. He likened Mr. Reed’s conversion to 
that of Saul of Tarsus. He insisted that the 
Speaker should have time carefully to make up 
the committees. It was knowar|, said he, that 
the Treasury had a plethora which paralyzed 
the channels of trade and hurt the farmer and 
artisan, and that there must be some relief, 
and it came with littie grace from the gentle- 
man from Maine to make this sinister and 
ironical and sarcastic objection to the message 
of the President. _He could recall the time 
when the most eminent men on the other side 
of the House had insisted upon the reduction 
of the tariff to prevent the accumulation of a 
surplus. Among the rest had been the gallant 
mau from Maine, with the white plume. Among 
them had been Frye and Hale, insisting on the 
reduction of the tax on salt and other articles, 
exceptlumber. He would like to see every man 
in the House regard this fiscal question as out- 
side of politics. It was a business question in 
every sense of the word. There were members 
of the Congress from Republican States, like 
Minnesota, demanding a reduction of taxes, but 
this could not be done by picking out ons 
article. It must be general; it must be stable 
and permanent. He hoped that when a tariff 
bill was considered all parties would unite and 
act for the best interests of the whole people 
aud not for the aggrandizement of one man or 
one set of men, or one party. 

There was a round of applause from the Dem- 
ocrats at the close of Mr. Cox’s remarks, and 
then the House agreed toa modification of the 
resolution so as to make it provide for an ad- 
journment from Thursday, Dec. 22, to Wednes- 
day, Jan. 4. While all the Democrats appeared 
to have indefinite information Mr. Randall man- 
ifested his superior knowledge of the Speaker’s 
purposes by stating that he understood the 
Speaker would announce the Committee on 
Rules on Monday.

Erastus Wiman will attend from New-York, and 
Mr. Leopold Morse says he will get Mr. Wilson 
and Mr. Breckinridge, who are to attend the 
tariff reform dinner, tobe present also at that 
given by the commercial union dinner men. 


Some of the opponents of the Star Chamber

In answer to a resolution adopted by the 
House at the close of the tast session the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to-day sent te that body 
@ communication embodying the results of an 


inquiry made by the Supervising Inspector- 
General of Steam Vessels into the meth- 
ods of constructing and heating passen- 
ger cars and steamboats so as to pre- 
vent loss of life and property by 
fire. The Secretary says that «a cireular 
was sent out in February last inviting sug- 
gestions from car puilders and persons com- 
petent to give information on the subject. Two 
hundred and sixteen answers were received 
which were classified as follows: Twenty- 
eight contemplated heating cara by steam from 
the locomotive; 12 heating by hot air from the 
locometive,23 heating by heat from an independ- 
ent car, 26 heating and lighting by electricity, 
34 heating by tmproved heaters or stoves in 
cars, 8 prevention of disaster by fire by means 
of specially constructed safety cars; one heat- 
ing and lighting by gas, and 84 miscella- 
neous. The Supervising Inspector-General re- 
ports that many of the plans presented are, in 
his judgment, theeretically adapted to reduce to 
the minimum the danger of loss of life and prop-

The attention of the Treasury officials has 
been called to a case somewhat sensational in 
character. A few days ago Mrs. Schulz, of this 
city, called at the Treasury Dapartment and 


made the statement that Rudolph G. Cowing, a 
clerk in the Register’s office, had attempted to 
blackmail her. She said that Cowing had been 
intimate with her, and knowing that she had a 
little money, desired a part of it. With this end 
in view, she said, he wrote her a letter reauest- 
ing her to meet him in Armory-square at dusk. 
She complied with his request, and on arriving 
at the appointed place of meeting, found not 
only Mr. Cowing, but Mrs. Cowing as well. The 
latter was furiously augry and attempted to 
stab her with a penknife. Mrs. Schuiz says 
that Cowing brought his wife to the place of 
meeting to aid him in frightening her out of her 
money. Cowing, whois from Indiana and gets 
$1,800 a year from the Government, has made 
a statement denying all the allegations of Mrs. 
Schulz. He charges that she had attempted to 
break up his home and had told lies to his wife. 
In order to show his wife what sort of a woman 
Mrs. Schulz was, he says, he wrote the letter 
asking her to meet him. His wife was very 
angry, but no attempt was made to extort 
money. Mrs. Schulz suys she is determined to 
bring Cowing to justice. 

On Monday next the President will transmit 
to the Senate the nomination of Lieut.-Col. 
Charles Page, Surgeon, to be Assistant Surgeon- 


General of the army, with the rank of Colonel. 
Dr. Page is at present stationed at Fort Leaven- 
worth, and though upon the confirmation of his 
nomination he will be entitled to an assignment 
as Surgeon of a division, he may possibly desire 
to remain at his present station. He is the 
senior Lieutenant-Colonel of the corps. As 
usual, there was quite a scramble for the place, 
and the. man who strove for it the least got it. 


The Navy Department has ordered the Rich- 
mond, Atlanta, Dolphin, and Beston into dry 
dock at New-York. The Atianta is to have a 


new propeller and other repairs that it will be 
difficult to specify before she has beenexamined 
by a Board of Survey. 
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Secretary Lamar’s friends are not worried by 
the resolution opposing his confirmation, said 
to have been offered to-day at the convention 
of Republican clubs in New-York. They do 


not understand that the resolution was adopted, 
andif it was they would not regard it as likely 
to control the action of the United States Sen- 
ate. As telegraphed here, the resolution reads 
to the Lamar supporters verv much like a Re- 
publican campaign document, and they have 
all along expected the nomination of Mr. Lamar 
for the Supreme Court Justiceship to be made 
the most of by the Republicans in a 
political way. This is the reason for that sort 
of thingin Washington. Itis noticed that Sen- 
ator William M. Evarts is the President of the 
New-York convention, and the adherents of Mr. 
Lamar say to-day that they have excellent rea- 
sous for expecting the Senator’s vote in the Ju- 
diciary Committee to be cast for confirmation. 
If this expectation is well founded the commit- 
tee’s report will be in Mr. Lamav’s favor, for 
the four Democratic Senators and Mr. Evarts 
make a majority of the committee. Chairman 
Edmunds, Mr. Hoar, and Mr. Ingalls are sup- 
posed to be ready to sign an averse 
report. Mr. Wilson of Iowa seems to have suc- 
ceeded in keeping to himself his intentions on 
the subject. Some of the Republican Senators 
say they will vote as the committee may request, 
on the ground that the majority of that body 
was put there for the express purpose of guid- 
ing the Senate’s action on all matters referred to 
it, and ought, therefore, to be supported by the 
majority in the Senate. There are enough Sena- 
tors, however, able to decide for themselves to 
secure the confirmation ef Mr. Lamar, aud while 
the friends of the latter expect a good deal of 
opposition, they have learned nothing to-day to 
shake their confidence that the Secretary will go 
trom the Interior Departmert to the Supreme 
Court Bench by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate. 

There is an impression that there is something 
wrong about the Trenton. The information 
thatshe was about to be docked at the Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard for repairs was very surprising 


to naval officers. Before the vessel went to Rio 
de Janeiro with the relieving crew of the Lan- 
caster she had been in dry dock at Norfolk for 
about a year. During that time a considerable 
sum of money was spent on her, it being the in- 
tention of the Secretary to put her in condition 
for three years’ service. Upon the completion of 
the work on the vessel it wus reported to 
the Secretary that she was thoroughly repaired 
and would do creditable service for three years. 
This report was, Of ceurse, accepted by the Sec- 
retary in good /aith, and he ordered the vessel to 
proceed to Rio de Janeiro. The trip was a short 
one, but yet on her return to New-York it was 
found upon inspection that her seams needed 
calking, and there was other important work 
required to put her in serviceable condition. 
When this report reached the Navy Department 
the Secretary was surprised, and ordered that 
an investigation be made to ascertain who was 
responsible for the unfinished condition of the 
vessel. There was envuugh money spent on the 
ship to put her in condition, but it seems but 
little of it was used in calking her. 


Mrs. Logan presided at a meeting of the Gar- 
tield Hospital Board to-day, held at the house of 
one of its wealthy members.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 16.—It has been as- 
certained that in the secret sessions of the Gen- 
eral Executive Board of the Knights of Labor, 
which have been held at the North Broad-street 
headquarters lately, General Treasurer Fred- 
erick Turner has been ordered to render an 
itemized statement of the amounts expended 
during the past year by General Secretary 

Litchman for the printing of the order, and 

that further demands for an itemized account of 

all other expenditures will be made soon. Gen- 
eral Secretary Litchman has charge of the entire 
printing of the order, and, as published Sept. 

30 last, in a dispatch from Boston, he has 

had the bulk and cream of the printing 

executed in his own printing office at Mar- 

‘blehead, Mass., by himself and son, un- 

der the firm name of “Litchmar & Co.” The 

total bill for the printing of the order 


for the year ending Julv 1 last, as rendered in 
the General Treasurer’s report at the Minne- 
apolis session of the General Assembly, amount- 
ea to $49,000. This billis lumped in the total 
sum, and no opportunity was given the dele- 
gates to investigate the items, Since that session 
of the General Assembly in October, the 
scandal created within the order because of 
this, and because of a similar lumping of other 
latge expenses, has had a most Qemoraling 
effect on the members. The anti-Administra- 
tionists have openly clamored for an itemized 
account of the general expenses, 

this has ateadily been refused. 

the lumped account rendered = at 
neapolis the expenses were set 

im this way: General officers and Executive 
Board, $28,140 32; General Executive Board 
assistants, $6,591 35; General Executive Board, 
hotel expenses, $3,095 43; organizers and lec- 
turers, $10,038 06; special work, $3,819 52; 
printing, $49,000; postage, $11,000. 

General Master Workman Powderly recently 
promised that an itemized account would be 
rendered to the order, but this has not been 
done. The “kickers,” or those opposed to the 
administration of the general officers, were ac- 
cused of demanding this accounting merely 
out of hostility to Mr. Powderly and 
his colleagues, and inasmuch as among the chief 
“kickers” who met in Chicago after the Min- 
neapolis Convention and drew up the circular 
issued, byjthe ‘“‘provisional committee” were dele- 
gates who had favored the resolution asking for 
ciemency for the condemned Anarchists, the 
anti-administrationists were designated in the 
official organ of the order as Anarchists. 

William H. Bailey, a member of the General 
Executive Board, was seen to-day and said: 
* Would it be an Anarchistic actif the taxpayers 
of Philadelphia would ask’for an itemized ac- 
count from the officials of this city as to how the 
revenues had been expended? Would the ex- 
cuse that it would require so many pages upon 
which tv print such an account be 
taken as an adequate one? Would those 
who demand an accounting be branded 
throughout the land as anarchistic and seces- 
sionists for asking this? I,say no. Then, if 16 
isn’t anarchistic for the taxpayers of a munici- 
pality to make such a demand,it is not aa- 
archistic for the members of the Knights of 
Labor, having the right to know where their 
taxes have gone, to make a similar demand. 

ithas been ascertained elsewhere, as stated 
above, that an itemized statement of Mr. Litch- 
mnan’s account has been demanded by the Gen- 
eral Board, and that detailed accounts of other 
expenses will be demanded in afew days. In 
case the items should be refused, itis learned 
that the board intends to carry the case into the 
criminal courts. 


A NEW FISHING BOAT. 
MR. BURGESS’S FINE CRAFT, THE CAR- 
RIE E. PHILLIPS. 

Boston, Dee. 16.—The new Burgess ftish- 
ing boat Carrie E. Phillips arrived at her dock 
to-day after a four days’ fishiug trip. The 
weather was rough, and a fair idea of her sta- 
bility and seagoing qualities was obtained. On 
her tirst trip she experienced only pleasant 
weather. Capt. Maurice Powers, who was in 
command of the vessel, speaks very eutha- 
siastically of the new craft. He says he does 
not know of an easier vessel in a seaway. She 
stood up under her lower sails very well, and, 


considering their large size for Winter weather, 
it shows that the new vessel has good stability 
and will be a very weatherly craft. She is 
very dry forward; does not dive or 
pitch, but goes through the water very 
easily.4; She is just as stiff a vessel 
as there is in the fleet, and will carry sail until 
allis blue. Regarding her sailing qualities Capt. 
Powers says: *‘I never before believed that a 
schooner could sail within seven points of the 
wind, but this vessel did last nignt. Sheis a 
great vessel close hauled. In a heavy sea ‘heve 
to’ she acted very well. The only out about her 
is that she doesnot pay off well. We found 
that out, so we had to reef her mainsail 1n order 
to work her up the harbor this morning. Unless 
Tam greatly mistaken, she will scandalize the 
entire fleet going to windward. With sheets off 
she is very fast, and with the exception of not 
paying off quick she is entirely satisfactory.” 

One of the crew, who'was at the wheel during 
one of watches last night, says that she is the 
greatest vessel by the wind that ever he saw; 
that she sailed im two tacks within seven points 
of the wind, heading in one of the tacks north- 
west by west, and on the other northwest. The 
Phillips came across the bay from the Highland 
Light to off Minots in a little over four hours, 
which is very fast. Not a reef was taken 
durmg the beat across. To-morrow morn- 
ing the Phillips will be hauled out 
on Lockwood’s ways, East Boston, to have her 
bottom smoothed up. Possibly she may have 
too much forefoot, which prevents her paying 
olf, or that she is ballasted too much at the 
head. Mr. Burgess will be there when she is 
hauled out, and will make such changes as he 
deems for the best. She will remain on the ways 
for a short time, after which she will be lowered 
into the water and then sail for the Geerges. 
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INSURING OLD PEOPLE. 
PAUL, Minn., Dec. 16.—There has 
been a good deal of newspaper comment at 
home and in other cities over the action taken 
by Insurance Commissioner Shandrew relative 
to the Old People’s Mutual Insuranee Company 
of Elkhart, Ind. An insurance paper in New- 
York City lately devoted a large amount of 
space to an exposition of the methods of the 
company, and scored Commissioner Shandrew 
mercilessly for allowing the company to trans- 
act business in this State. Some little time ago 


the license of the company to transact business 
in Minnesota was revoked, and it was under- 
stood that there were good grounds against the 
orgapization. But it is evident that the Elkhart 
Company doesn’t propose to be snowed 
under, and this morning it bobbed up 
serenely, through its agent from  Elk- 
hart, at the office of Insurance Com- 
missioner Shandrew. The resultgor the con- 
ference is that the order revoking the license of 
the company will be recalled, and the company 
will be permitted todo business again in this 
State, at least temporarily. The understanding 
is that the company will comply with certain 
requirements of the State officers as a condition 
of reinstatement.

During 
the past week the mails and express have been 
laden with messages of love and congratulation 
trom many friends scattered in a)l parts of the 
country. Among these are tributes from George 
W. Childs, Walt Whitman, and many others of 
note. To-day many friends will crowd Oak 
Knoll to extend their congratulations. 

At the meeting of the Essex Club, held at Bos- 
ton Nov. 12, a proposition was made to have the 
club, in some fitting manner, take note of the 
coming anniversary of the birth of the poet and 
extend some token of their appreciation of his 
life work. It was afterward decided that the 
memorial should takejthe form of a congratu- 
latory letterto be signed by members of the club, 
State and United States officials, Judges of 
the courts and others. A letter drawn by the 
Hon. George B. Loring was adopted. The me- 
morial has been prepared in the form of an ele- 
gant album a foot and a half long by afoot 
square, bound in russet morocco, with 
reund corners and padded covers, bearing 
the poet’s name in gold leaf. The 
leaves are of extra quality paper, gilt-edged, and 
bearing the autographs.

AN UNHEALTHY COMPLICATION. 

Boston, Dec. 16.—Residents of the Back 
Bay along Columbus-avenue, Dartmouth and 
Buckingham streets, whose palatial residences 
back on an alley, are just now in a heapof 
trouble. Some months ago the alley was closed 
up by building goperations in such a& man- 
ner aS to prevent the city carts from 
entering to remove ashes or offal. At 
that time the abuters sought to 
obtain another exit and entrance way for city 
carts, but they were restrained by the owner of 


theiestate at the proposed entrance, Who claimed 
that by arranging a driveway in the rear of his 
estate he would be seriously damaged, so he 
obtained an injunction from the courts for- 
bidding the construction of the driveway. 
Meanwhile the ashes and offal remained in 
the alley, and Superintendent Forrestdale re- 
fused to removes them unless they could be 
placed where his teams could reach them. Ac- 
cordingly the Board of Health stepped in, 
brought all the interested parties together, and 
endeavored to persuade them to make some 
arrangements so that the alley could be opened. 
The residents appointed a committee of their 
own number to make arrangements for opening 
the alley, but nothing has been accomplished, 
and the alleyis nowcovered with ashes and 
offal, making a nuisance. 

This morning the Board of Health caused 
notices to be served on 50 of the householders 
there, informing them that a nuisance existed 
on their premises, and unless the same was re- 
moved attheir own expense within 24 hours, 
they would be prosecuted. The law provides that 
ifthe owner or occupantof such premises neglects 
or refuses to comply with the board’s orders, he 
shall forfeit a sum notexceeding $20 for every 
day during which he thus permits sueh nuisance 
toremain. There isa prospect of a lively time 
iu the courts unless this difficulty is satisfact- 
orily fixed up and the nuisance abated by the 
owners of the estates. 


A JUROR HELD FOR BRIBERY. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Dec. 16.—Last Winter 
Russell Godwin, the son of John R. Godwin, the 
President of the Mercantile National Bank, and 
one ef the wealthiest men in Memphis, shot to 
death a young man named Tom Dalton in the 
rotunda of the Peabody Hotel, the leading house 
in the city. The cause was the alleged slander 
of Godwin’s sister by Dalton. The murder was 


a most cold-blooded one, but when the case was 
tried Godwin was deelared not guilty. The 
foreman of the jury was Frank Ozanne, a dealer 
in stoves and tinware, and a man of high intel- 
ligence and local standing. Although his place 
of business was within two blocks of where the 
killing occurred he qualified as a juror, claiming 
that he haa never formed or expressed an opin- 
ionin the matter. The sequel to his ignorance 
came to-day. When tne Grand Jury, on the tes- 
timony of V. H. Staples and R. H. Matthews, 
two men who were onthe jury with Ozanne, 
went before the Grand Jury and indicted him 
for bribing them to vote for acquittal. Mat- 
thews claims that Ozanne offered him $1,000, 
and Staples says he received a like amount. 
Ozanne was arrested, and gave bond in the sum 
of $15,000.

THE MICHIGAN WHEAT CROP. 

DerTrRoitT, Dec. 16.—The Michigan month- 
ly crop report for December, issued by the Sec- 
retary Of State to-day, snows that wheat goes 
into the Winter in poor condition compared 
with the average years, the condition being 86 
per cent. in southern counties, 85 in central, and 
93 in northern, the average for the State being 
88 percent. One year ago the figures for south- 
ern counties were 95, for northern 102, and for 
the State 97 ‘This loss in the condition of 
wheat is due to the continued dry, cool weather 
during November. Tne rainfall during the | 
month was less than the normal, and from 
March 1 to Dee. 1 was 7.56 inches below 
the normal. There were very good and general 
rains the last few days in November and for 
several days in the present month, but the 
grouud so far is bare of snow, and the prospects 
are decidedly unfavorable.

Resolutions now began to shower down upon 
the Chairman. Gen. John C. Robinson of Birg- 
hamton came first with a resolution declaring 
it to be the duty of the Government to provide 
adequate coast defenses, and demanding that 
part of the surplus be spent in their provision. 

Mr. Grosvexor of Obio now called for the read- 
ing of one of his products. It was as follows: 

Whereas, It is the opinion of the National Conven- 
tion of Republican Clubs thatno mar who at any 
time denounced Abraham Lincoln, while he wags 
President of the United States, asa “ butfoon aud 
clown,” or who declared from his seat in the United 
States Senate that ne man should denounce Jeifer- 
son Davis as a traitor in his presence and go unre- 
buked by him, or who in his official capacity as Sec-, 
retary of the Interior ordered that the flag of the 
United States should be displayed at half mast on 
the occasion of the death of Jacov Thompson, or whe 
as a Senator of the United States many years after 
the war refused to vote that the thirteenth, four- 
teenth, and fifteenth amendents to the Constitution 
were valid and binding, ought to be appointed to or 
hold the high oftice of Justice of the Supreme Court 
of the United States; 

Resolved, That L. Q. C. Lamar ought not to have 
been appointed Justice of said court. 

Ex-Secretary Chandler presented a resolution 
to the effect that ‘the colered laborers and arti- 
sans of the South have the right freely to organ- 
ize labor associations, and, by co-operations, te 
secure from their employers adequate wages 
for their iaver. That such associations are en- 
titlea to full and ample protection from the 
legal authorities. That we denounce any nu- 
lawful attempts to suppress colered Knights of 
Labor by murder as crimes disgraceful to civil- 
ization, and that we urge all such associations 
to proclaim to the world the facts of all such 
murders, and to appeal for protection and de- 
liveranee to the people of the United States. 

John Mitchell, colored, of Richmond, hada 
resolution demanding the passage of the Blair 
educational humbug. Then a New-York dele- 
gate caught the eye of the Chairman, and was 
recognized as ‘Mr. Burchard of New-York.” At 
once every live delegate began to yell and caper 
about as if a strong electric current had touched 
the base of his spine. “Yah! Yah!” “Pat him 
out!” “R. R Ri” “ Whooee!” mingled with 
jeers and groans filled all the house. Col. Ryan 
rectified this mistake by announcing that the 
delegato was Osborn Birdsall of Biushamton. 
Mr. Birdsall wanted the tariff and the whisky 
and tobacco taxes retained, the latter to be di- 
vided among the States according to population, 
and applied to the payment of State taxes. The 
convention greeted the resolution with greane, 
and promptly voted to send all other resolutions 
to the committee without hearing them read. 

Congressman Conger of Iowa reported that 
Senator Wiliam M. ‘Evarts had been selected for 
permanent Chairman of the convention, and for 
Secretaries the following: Charles W, Johnusou 
of Michigan, W. M. K. Olcott of New-York, R. A. 
Southworth of Massachusetts, Henry 8. Pauil of 
Pennsylvania, Johu Mitchell of Virginia, C. 8. 
Forbes of Vermont, J. E. Kendrick of Rhod@s Isl- 
aud, W. G. Dunlap of Kentucky, and F, C. Farns- 
worth of Michigan. Senator Evarts was 
conducted to the chair by ex-Gov. Alger of Michi- 
gan and James P. Foster, President of the Re- 
publican Club of this city. : . 

When the applause had subsided Senator 
Evarts delivered an address of thanks one hour 
inlength. In the course of his address he said 
he would assign some heads to the discussion 
which would characterize the pending campaign. 
The first was the Honest Tuffrage head, which 
was stated so eloquently that all the Southern 
delegates cheered, while the Northern dele- 
gates looked weary. They plainly  indi- 
cated py their countenances that this old 
chestnut should not, in their judg- 
ment, be chewed over in this campaigu. 
The next great head was the Labor and indus- 
dry head. For all the pains lapor ana industry 
suifer the Senator’s speciti¢ was a high tariff. 
And the fact that money from import duties 
came into the Treasury too freely Indicated 
that the duties were not highenough toe keep 
the goods out and encourage domestic manu- 
facture. Another head was Shipping, Com- 
merce, and the Foreign Trade—a sert of three- 
headed freak of politics, This was dismissed 
with very general remarks, 

«IT must make the most graceful acknowledg- 
ment I can,” he said, ** for the honor done the 
State of New-York, and in some sense tue honor 
you have done me, in electing me the Presidenp 
of the first meeting of this association of Re- 
publican clubs, You are here for the tirst time 
as ah organization, with large duties to periorm

and large possibilities of honor and achieve- 
ment. You do not interfere with nor encroach 
upon any other established authority of 
the Republican Party. You do not ap- 
proach the question of 
‘tor the reason that 
not to be named until the lines 
are formed and the time for the 
contest has arrived. And for the further rea- 
sons that no candidate is not good enough that 
the Republican Party might name and that no 
candidate 1s greater than the Republican Party. 
Whoever he may be he will receive the support 
of this leagne. It has been the habit of tha 
Demooratic Party, in all the nominations that I 
ean recall, to haye prided itself that it had nom- 
inated a candidate who was better than the 
party. and they kept on doing so_ until they had 
gotone that was better than they. Now that 
they have him they are notso much pleased 
with himas we would suppose. That illusion 
has passed out. That net cannot be 
seb in sight of any bird the secona time. 
Our patty has never had a_ candidate 
and never will have a candidate who is hostile 
to any of the great interests of the country. The 
most important possible issue has been defined 
between the great parties, and we have taken 
position upon it and are going into action. If 
on the great day when the battle comes to be 
fought there shall be some citizens who desire 
to vote upon some issue not yet raised between 
the great parties those citizens will, in my judg- 
ment, misconceive the genius of our institutions 
and their duty as citizens in remaining out of 
the contest because phe issue is not raised for 
which they want to fight. Itis a great mistake 
that they cast votes that help the party they 
are most at enmity with and, that injure the 
party they adore. All their pet theories and all 
miner questions should be put beyond and be- 
’ hind the Presidency.” 

Having consumed his five minutes, the Sena- 
tor informed the delegates that he was aware of 
the fact, but, having something important to 
say to them, he would proeeed to say it. Some 
of the delegates went visiting and some went to 
the land of nod, while the main body listened 
respectfully to a declaration of party principles. 
Then, without employing the word “pension” 
in any manner, the eloquent Senator declared 
the duties of the Republic to her defenders. 
And then he said, ‘“‘And now for a last word,” 
at which there was much rejoicing. Slightly 
nonplussed, but not disconcerted, he said: “Well, 
I aid not suppose any one would object to a last 
word,” and then he went on fer 10 minutes long- 
ex before reaching the last word, which was a 
reminder that in the term of the next President 
the centennial of constitutional government 
would be celebrated. The first century had be- 
gun with a good man, let the second century be- 
gin likewise with a good man—ergo, a Repub- 
lican. 

NATIONAL AND STATE LEAGUES. 

James Boyle of the Cincinnati Commercial- 
Gazette read to the convention the report of the 
Committee on the Organization of a National 
League and of State Leagues, saying that the 
committee had drawn largely upon the plans 
drafted by the Republican Club of this city. 
That portion ofthe report relating to the Na- 
tional League, and which, in fact, will be the 
constitution for that body when it is organized, 
is as follows: 


The National Convention of Republican Clubs, 
held at New-York City on Dec. 15, 16, and 17, 1887, 
bereby forms a national organization and adopts the 
following constitution: 

I. The name of the organization shall be “The Re- 
publican League of the United States,” 

Il. The league shall consist of the State and Terri- 
twrial leagues, which may be duly admitted as here- 
imafter provided. ; 

Ili. The objects of the league are to enconrage 
and assist in the formation of permanent Republican 
clubs and State and Territorial leagues, to unite such 
clubs and leagues for effective and organized work, 
and generally to advance the principles of the KRe- 
publican Party. 

{V. The otticers of this leacue shall be a Presi- 
dent, a Vice-President from each State and Terri- 
torial organization in the league, a Secretary, and a 
‘Treasurer, all of whom shall be elected at the con- 
vention of the league, and shall hold office until the 
election of their successors. : 

V. Any permanently organized State or Territo- 
ee league shall be eligible to membership in this 


{ 
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aie The convention shall be composed of four 
delegates fromeach organization in the league, to- 
gether with the President of eavh of such organiza- 
Lions, who shall be ex officio a delegate. Each or- 
ganization shall cast one vote upon all questions. 


VII. The convention of the league shall be hela 
annually, (aniess the previous convention or the 
Executive Commiteee shali otherwise direct,) at 
such time and place as may be designated by the 
peeve convention, or, if no such designation has 
peen made, by the Executive Committee. Notice of 
the time and place of meeting shall be given in writ- 
ing by the Secretary to all organizations in the 
league at least 60 days prior to the day of meeting. 

VIII. The convention shall be the sole jndge of 
the qualifications of its own members, and shall 
have power to admit and expel organizations, to 
overrule the action of the Executive Committee, 
and to levy an assessment on the several organiza- 
tions composing the league.4 

1X. There shall be an Executive Committee, com- 
posed of one member from each organization, who 
shall be elected by the delegates from such organ- 
ization presentatthe convention. The President, 
Secretary, and Treasurer of the league shall be ex 
oficie members of the committee. The committee 
shali have power co fill vacancies in its own number 
or any of the offices. 

The Executive Committee shall have the general 
management of the affaira of the League when the 
tonvention is not in session, and shall have control 
of all the funds of the league, subjectto the direc- 
tion of the convention. It shall have goneral super- 
vision of the organization composing the league, 
and shall be charged with the | of organizing 
aew clubs and city, county, and State leagues 
wherever in its opinion advisable. 

The committee shall be called together by the 
President of the league immediately after the con- 
vention, and shall then organize. It shall make its 
own rules, and shall hold meetings at such times and 
places as it shall determine. A meeting may be 
called at any time by its Chairman, and must be 
called by him when requested by ten members in 
writing. 

The Suites of the officers shall be such as are 
usually performed by like officers, and may be regu- 
lated by the Executive Committes. The Secretary 
shall receive a salary, the amount of which shall be 
fixed from time to time by the Executive Committee. 
He shall have charge of the headquarters of the 
leagne, subject to the directions of the Executive 
Committee. The Treasurer shall be required to give 
bonds in snch amountas the K xecutive Committee 
may from time to time determine. The Executive 
Committee may remove any officer or member of 
the committee for cause by the vote of a majority of 
all its members. 

One league from each State or Territory may be 
admitted to membership in this league upon its 
own application in writing by the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

This league shall not in any manner endeavor to 
influence the action of any national, State, county, 
or municipal convention, nor shall it indicate as a 
league any preference for auy candidate before any 
political convention, nor shail itasa league recom- 
inend any person as an applicant for any official 
position. 

The constitution may be amended at any conven- 
tion by a majority vote of the organization present, 
but 60 days’ notice in writing of any proposed 
amendment shail be given by the Secretary to each 
organization in the league. 


The officers and Executive Committee provided by 
this constitution shall be elected by the State 
leagues at the National Convention of Republican 
Clubs at New-York on Dee. 15, 1877, each organiza- 
tion casting one vote, and the clubs prezent at such 
convention where no State league or organization 
shall then exist shall jointly cast one vote for Presi- 
dent, Secretary, and Treasurer, and shall jointly 
elect a Vice-President and member of the Executive 
Committee from such State; and the officers and 
Executive Committee so elected shall hold office 
until their successors are elected at the first con- 
vention of the league which shall be called to- 
gether by the Executive Committee during the year 


S88. 
The plan for the State leagues is as follows: 


We, the clubs whose names are hereunto sub- 
scribed, do hereby form an organization and adopt 
the following constitution: 

{. The name of this organization shall be ‘‘The 
Republican League of the State of * 4g 

II. The objects of the league are to enconrage and 
assist the formation of permanent Republican clubs, 
to unite each club tor effective and organized work, 
and generally to advance the principles of the Re- 
publican Party. 

Iit. Any permanently-organized Republican elub 
in this State, having adopted a constitation and hav- 
ing not less than 20 members, shall be eligible to 
membership in this league. 

{V. The officers of this league shall be a Presi- 
dent, three Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, and a 
Treasurer, all of whom shall be elected at the con- 
vention of the league and sball hold office ;until the 
election of their successors. 

V. The convention shall be composed of three del- 
egates from each club in the league. Each club 
shall cast but one vote upon the question. 

VL. The convention shall be held annually at such 
time and place as may be directed by the previous 
convention, or, ifno such direction has been made, 
by the Executive Committee. Notice of the time 
and place of meeeting shall be given in writing by 
the Secretary to all clubs belonging to the league 
at least 30 days prior to the day of meeting. 

Vil. The convention shall be the sole judge of the 
qualifications of its own members, shall have power 
to admit and expel clubs from the league, and sball 
have power to overrule the action of the Executive 
Committee. 

Vill. The convention may levy an assessment on 
the several clubs comprising the league. 

IX. There shall be an Executive Committee, com- 
osed of one member from each Congressional, Sena- 
orial,and Judicial district or county in the State,who 

shall be elected by the delegates of the clus from re- 
spective districts present at the conventiec u. The offi- 
cera of the league shali be ex-officio memLers of the 
Executive Committee. The committee shall have 
power to fill vacancies in its own number or in any 
of the offices. A majority of those presentat any reg- 
ular or called session of the Executive Committee 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness. 

X. The Executive Committee shall have the gen- 
éral management of the affairs of the league when 
the convention is not in session, and shall have con- 
trol of all funds of the league, subject to the direc. 
tion of the convention. It shall be charged with the 
duty of organizing new clubs wherever in its opin- 
ion advisavie. The committee shall be called to- 
gether by the President of+ the league immediately 
after the annual convention, and shall then organ- 
ize. It shall make its rules and hold meetings 
at such times and places as it shall determine, A 
ineveting may be calied at any time by its Chairman. 
&nd must be called by him when requested by five 
members in meeting. . 

XI. The duties of the officers shall be such as are 
Nsnally performed by like officers, and may be rega- 
lated by the Executive Committee. The Treasurer 
shali be required to give bonds in such amount as 
the Executive Committee may from time to time de- 
termine. The Executive Committee may remove 
any officers or member of the committeo for cause 
by the vote of a majority of all of the members. 

XII. A club may be admitted to membership in 
this league upon its own application in writing by 
the Executive Committee.

XIV. This constitution may be amended at any 
en ae by a majority vote of the clubs present

Club in the league. 


Za conclusion. vour committee recommend that 
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the officers and Executive Comuiittee provided for 
by this constitution shall be elected by the clubs 
signing it at the National Convention of Republican 
Clubs, at New-Yorky on Dee. 14, i6, and 17, 1887, 
(or at any special convention ealiled to form a State 
league,) each club casting ove vote; and the officers 
and Executive Coimmittee so elected shall Lolt of- 
fice until their successor, shall be elected at the 
lirst convention of the league, which shall be called 
together by the Iixecutive Committee during 1888.

THE PLATFORM. 

After adopting the plans for the leagues 
the convention took a recess for an hour and a 
half. The Committee on Resolutions was not 
prepared to report when if reassembled, but

In appearance he some- 
what resembles ex-Sheriff “ Jimmy” O’Brien. 
It was easy to see that he was a favorite with 
the ulrat-Blaine men and that they expected 
something pointed from him. He pictured the 
rise aud progress of Republicanism in West Vir- 
ginia and scored his first triumph when he boldly 
declared that the men who had fought against 
the stars and bars had followed the old 
flag, ‘‘and in the last national canvass 
were devoted to James G. Blaine.” Of 
went the delegates and madly they yelled and 
cheered. The General had given the Sherman 
men a black eye, and he swung round and faced 
the Obio quarter to note the effect of his shot. 
When the tumult had ceased, he blandly de- 
claréd that he was not aware that a man was 
prohibited from mentioning the names of Re- 
publicans. If that wasn’t allowed, what could 
aman talk about ¢ 

** Now,” said he, “ (’'m not going to nominate 
any man, but only to talk of men.” The Ohio- 
ans braced themselvesin their seats and he be- 
gan. ‘ Withsuch men as Ailison of Lowa, [ap- 
piause,] Lincoln of Illinois, {some applause,]| 
Harrison of Indiana, {faint applause,| Sherman 
ot Ohio, [great applause,} Hawley of Connecti- 
eut, [a rattle from the Connecticut delegates 
which was echoed somewhat,}] Senators Evarts 
and Hiscock of this State, [mild applause,]| and 
last but by no means least, Blaine of Maine, 
{wild apniause, rolling like biJows through the 
hall,] with any of these names on our standard 
there need be no fear of failure in the next cam- 
paign.’ 

Ohio sullenly watched the New- Yorkers in the 
gallery, two-thirds of whom were on their feet 
and were madly shouting for Blaine. The Gen- 
eral had given his thrust, and, with a smile and 
& bow, he stepped down and out. He was re- 
warded with three of the heartiest cheers that 
have been heard during the convention. 

The platform was presented by John A. Kas- 
son oflowa. The Ohio delegates had scented 
danger, and had kicked vigorously in committee 
against the adoption of any declaration of prin- 
ciples, but fate was against them and Sherman. 
The platform was at lts opening dreary to listen 
to. it was, in fact, a recital in commonplace 
composition of what the Republican Party had 
done in its earlier and braver history, and it 
was listened to with ill-concealed indifference, 
for the story is a familiar ove. It was dedicated 
to the young men of the country, and it was so 
absolutely uninteresting that it will be 
‘* skipped” by the very audience to which itis 
directed. Not until the portion whichis hitherto 
appended was reached did the delegates begin 
to pay respectful attention to Mr. Kasson: 


We, therefore, appealing to the foregoing history 
of the Republican Party apd that of the country 
identitied with it, make the folowing declarations: 

I. We emphatically refuse to abandon the policy 
of home protection, ou which our unexampled 
nationai progress and prosperity are founded. 

II. The effectof the Democratic policy would be 
disastrous by transferring many of our industries 
to England, and robbing our work people of their 
employment and wages, for the benetit of British 
manufacturers, by exhausting our accumulated cap- 
ital in the payment of foreign debts incurred for im- 
ported merchandise, and by deranging the entire 
system of our industrial and commercial inter- 
course. We protest against it in thé name of all 
American labor and of all American enterprise. 

Ill. We recognize in the message of the head of 
the Democratic Party a tender to our country of the 
choice between supporting the laborers ani the in- 
dustries of Great Britain and Europe generally on 
the one hand, and on the other the support of the 
laboring men and the industrial enterprises of 
America, We respectfully decline the former, which 
he recommends, and will stand by our people when 
we elect a President. 

LV. The principle of protection is net founded 
upon the interests of any one section, or of any one 
class of individuals, but upon the interests of the 
entire country, its supreme object to render 
America independent of Furope; to render the 
United States entirely self-sustaining; to keep our 
money at home and give employment to our own 
working people; to substitute home competition for 
foreign; to build up towns and villages; to encour- 
age agriculture and enhance the value of farms; to 
provide home markets for the farmer; to adapt our 
manufactures to our domestic wants; to promote 
the opening of rapid and cheap communication 
between the States and Territories; to open mines 
and to develop all the vast resources of our country, 
so richly blessed of God in all that is needed to make a 
people great, contented, and happy. While the Re- 
publican Party has since the war repeatedly cut 
down taxation, and has uniformly, when in power, 
kept the surplus within safe limits, the Democracy 
have shown themselves incompetent for either 
duty, and, by persistently refusing any reduction of 
taxes unless coupied with a destructive assault on 
American industries, are responsible for the ac- 
camulation of the existing surplus and all the dan- 
gers itinvolves. We believe that only the restora- 
tion of Republican supremacy gives assurance of 
uniting reduced taxes, a revised tariff, and limited 
surplus with the preservation of the policy which 
alone saves us from becoming the commercial slaves 
of Europe. 

Vi. The continued refusal of the Democratic 
House of Representatives to admit Territories 
having a population of high character and intelli- 
gence, exceeding in number that of several States 
of the Union, old and new, should arouse the indig- 
nation of all true Americans who believe in home 
rule and constitutional rights. 

VIL. We condemn the hostility of the Democratic 
Party in the House of Representatives to all means 
for the advancement of broad popnlar education, 
and denounce ita arbitrary conduct in thwarting 
every eflort to conside: any measure for this pur- 
pose. 

VIIT.—Reviving no past issues, we insist, as a 
living question and ab indispensable bulwark of 
national security, upon a free, honest ballot, and a 
fair count in all the States of this Union. 

IX,.—-We charge the Democratic Party with failing 
to provide, out of the abundant resources of the 
nation, tor the upbuilding of @ more efficient navy 
for the protection of our defenseless) seacoast, for 
the restoration of our commercial marine, so essen- 
tial to the training of American seamen, and to the 
extension now of American trade, aud we urge the 
necessity of prompt and energetic measures for 
those important objects. 

X. We charge the Democratic Administration 
with culpable weakness in guarding Americaa in- 
terests and individual rights on the high seas ang in 
foreign lands, while the vessels and property of our 
citizens have been seized and ascrificed in foreign 
ports, and information of what they were justly en- 
titled to nnder our treaties witnbeld from them or 
made dependenton foreign interpretations, and we 
demand a more vigorous assertion of American 
statesmanship, which shall restore the respect once 
accorded to thejust demands of our Kepnblic. 

XI. We charge the Democratic Party with being 
recreant to the Republic and pledges of the Presi- 
dent in prostituti:g the civil service to partisan 
ae) a pa Ve hold that those professed friends of 
civil service referm who accept and follow this faith- 
less action, in preference to the party which placed 
the civil service law on the statute book, are them- 
selves untrue to their professions. We condemn any 
backward step in this reform and all hypocrisy in its 
adininistration, 

XII. Wecharge the Democratic Administration 
with trampling upon the just claims of the soldiers 
of the Republic, and with reopening the accepted 
settloments of deplorable sectional strife by order- 
ing the removal of the emblems o7 such strife from 
the place where they quietly reposed in the archives 
of the Nation, anc yielding only after the indignant 
protests of the American people. 

XIII. Upon this history and these declarations 
we confidently summon to our aid not only the 
patriotism of the country but its labor, its industry, 
its commerce, und its statesmanship. 

The platform had no sooner been read than a 
hundred delegates clamored to be heard. The 
wild, untamed orators of the West all wanted to 
make speeches. Fraser of Michigan was recog- 
nized. He moved the adoption of the report, 
and then, seizing the opportunity, launched into 
a vehement campaign speech, which was vocif- 
erously applauded. Nothing likeit is ever heard 
hereabout, not even on the stump in the Adi- 
rondack region. Wolf of Washington followed 
with the declaration that all the Germans (he is 
a German himself) would again be found in 
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the Republican fold. Then came A. Lowden 
Suowden, ex-Director of the Philadelphia Mint, 
with a wildly-expressed desire to get at the sur- 
plus, Marine of Maryland, who was next given 
the floor, was a type of the roaring Diizzard 
which disturbed the South during political cam- 
paigus. He stumped up and down the aisle, and 
finally the convention had to laugh at his en- 
thusiasm. Rice of Massachusetts was on his 
feet long enough to sneerat President Cleve- 
land as “the monumental huinbug of civil serv- 
ice reform of the nineteenth century’—a 
timent which, of course, was rapturously 
plauded. 

His colleague, Mr. Noyes, called ahaitin this 
wild outburst of “oratory” by declaring that 
he had supposed that this convention was not 
to be the talking department of the party, but 
the working department. Mitchell of Rich- 
mun, told the convention from 
the yvallery that Virginia ought to be the next 
battleground, for things were changing very 
fast in that State. In other words, the war 
should 
be a war for a free baliot and a fair count. 

This was enough, so a delegate moved the pre- 
vious question and the platform was gulped 
down. 

The delegates were preparing to leave the 
hall, when Eustis of Minnesota called for the 
passage of the Lamar resolution. Old Boy 
Evarts had his eye onthe gun. He promptly 
ruled that the resolution, not having been re- 
ported by the Committees on Resolutions, could 
not be taken up except by unanimous consent, 
This seemed to give satisfaction and a motion 
was made to adjourn. 

Suddenly State Committeeman Brockett of 
Saratoga, who had been elected Chairman of the 
New-York delegation earlier in the day, called 
for a@ vote on the same resolution. Immediately 
the sons of thé West aud South joined in the 
ery. 

“IT think,” shouted Rice of Massachusetts, 
‘that this assembly has something better to do 
than to stop and throw bricks at individuals. I 
nove that we adjourn.” 

There was a barbaric yawp from the front row, 
and Cunningham of Washington, the Sergeant- 
at-Arms of the convention, a noisy fellow, de- 
manded the blood of Lamar. Noyes of Massa- 
chusetts said the committee had disposed of the 
subject altogether by declining to reportit. I’. 
W. Halles of New-York said it would be a stigma 
on the committee to take up the resolution now. 
_ Senator Evarts was equal to the emergency. 
He calmly reminded the convention that it had 
fixed no hour to adjourn to and, in a winning 
tone, said he would hear a motion bearing upon 
that point. The storm was quelled. The hour 
of 10 was fixed, and then the Boy of the Empire 
State. with inconceivable rapidity, put the 
motion to adjourn, and, backed by a strong 
affirmative vote, declared it carried. Lamar is 
theretore safe until to-day. 

The New-York clubs have selected Robert R. 
Hefford of Buffalo as President of the State 
League, Richard Bright of Utica and Edward A. 
McAlpine of Westchester Vice-Presidents, and 
James S. Lehmaier of this city Secretary. The 
New-Yorker selected for one of the Vice- 
Presidents of the National League is James 
A. Blanchard of this city. State Commit- 
teeman Edgar P. Brackett of Saratoga 
was elected member of the National Executive 
Committee. Brackett is a Platt-Hiscock Repub- 
lican. The New-York delegates also caucussed 
upon a candidate for President of the National 
League. Chauncey M. Depew received 40 votes 
andj James P. Foster of this city 13. Mr. De- 

ew will probably not he pressed, because the 
information was imparted to the New-Yorkers 
that he could not possibly serve even if elected. 

The Illinois delegation selected as their mem- 
bers of the National League, D. Barry Hammer 
of Chicago, Vice-President, and W. W. Tracy of 
Springtield, member of the Executive Commit- 
tee. They resolved to vote for Chauncey M. 
Depew for President of the National League if 
he ceuld be got to accept, and if not, then James 
P. Foster, President of the Republican Club of 
this city. 

The West Virginia delegation 1s for the Hon. 
Nathan Goff of its own State for President of 
the National League. Other candidates men- 
tioned are John A. Kasson of fowa, Senator 
William Ek. Chandler of New-Hampshire, and 
Gov. Foraker of Ohio.

CHEERING THE MAGIC NAME. 
A MASS MEETING WHICH WAS NOT EN- 
THUSIASTIC OVER SHERMAN. 

Chickering Hall held a small assemblage 
last evening, but its members were enthusiastic, 
atleast about two things—the nomination of 
Blaine and the extermination of the independ- 
ents. Incidentally, when the political graves 
had yawned and Galusha A. Grow and Roswell 
M. Horr talken about protection, they applaud- 
ed loudly, butit was nothing to the vociferous 


cheers with which the magic nameof Blaine 
was greeted whenever it was pronounced. 

Judge King of Ohio, the leader of the Sher- 
man force, thought he would try it on once 
more and see how Honest John’s name would 
take. He gotafair response. But when, later 
on in his speech, he bappened to allude to the 
campaign of 1884 and the party’s leader there- 
in there arose such tempests of cheers, again 
and again, and then once more, that he gave 
the contest up, and said in mourntul accents: 
“Although I am charged by the newspapers 
with coming here to boom Senator Sherman, 
you mustn’t think that Iam not with youin all 
the admiration you express for the great states- 
man of Maine.” This started the cheering again, 
anfl when it closed John Sherman’s boom 
ceased—at least as far as the Republican League 
ls concerned. 

Col. John Atkinson of Michigan presided, and 
the speakers were himself, Galusha A. Grow, 
Roswell M. Herr, Judge King, Wallace Bruce, 
the Poughkeepsie poet; Andrew J. Lester of 
Tilinois, and Congressman Kobert La Fol- 
lette of Wisconsin. The only man of 
national fame present, exeept the speak- 
ers, was Col. Fred Grant. He sat 
on the platform awhile. But none of the audi- 
ence recognized him, at least enough to applaud, 
and he went away while the Poughkeepste poet 
was reciting his prose ode to Blaine and protec- 
tion. 

Col, Atkinson, having spoken himself mainly 
upon the President’s hatred of the soldier and 
the necessity of giving every one who served in 
the Union Army a liberal pension, allotted to 
each speaker a theme. To Mr. Grow he gave the 
history of protection on the natural supposi- 
tion, probably, that a political ghost would 
like to dealin reminiscences of the time when 
he did walk the earth and was not limited to re- 
visiting the ‘pale glimpses of the moon” at 
apasmodic intervals. Mr. Grow fulfilled his 
mission. He hada little paper filled with fig- 
ures and for 15 minutes he poured upon the 
devoted heads of his hearers stratistics by the 
hundreds and thousands and millions. His chief 
idea seemed to be that the sole use of the rest 
of the country was to pay high duties in order 
that Pennsylvania may make pig iron and steel 
rails, and to buy them of her after they are made. 

Folk began to be a littie restless under Mr. 
Grow’s eloquenee, and Col. Atkinson wisely 
gave them a humorous treat by ailotting to Mr. 
Horr the task of denouncing the Prohibitionists 
and vindicating the right of the Republican Party 
to the title of the only real temperance reform- 
ers. Before Mr. Horr’s constituents concluded 
that they did not care for his further appear- 
ance as their Representative in Congress his 
chief oceupationin Presidential campaigns was 
to go around the country telling stories on the 
stump. His nature bas not been changed by 
his political interment. He was never funnier 
than when last evening he denounced the sa- 
loon keepers and made the Democrats respon- 
sible for all their wickedness. Mr. Horr 
hates the Mugwumps, however, even more 
than he detests the liquor sellers. He wouldn’t 
allow them to vote with the Republican Party 
even if they should want to. His audience sym- 
pathized with bim, and cheered about as loudiy 
as they did for Blaine. NoMugwumps for them 
and no Shermanand no Prohibitionists. Nothing 
but a compact little party veting for Mr. Blaine. 

Judge King was altogether the best speaker of 
the evening. Buthe did not receive anywhere 
near the applause accorded Horr, except where 
he made his aceidental allusion to Blaine. He 
defended Foraker und bis bloody shirtcampaign, 
but said that the Obio Republicans had no 
hatred for the South; that Foraker would not 
have flaunted the shirt if Gen. Gordon had not 
come there from Macon after the enlegy on 
Jeff Davis. His friendly expression for the 
South was a mistake nearly as bad for himas 
his allusion to Blaine. His hearers didn’t want 
any friendship for the South, and they didn’t 
want any Sherman in theirs. They wanted 
Blaine, protection, and death to Mugwumps and 
rebels. 

The Poughkeepsie poet and Messrs. Lester and 
La Follette saw this, and not caring in the 
least for the special subjects allotted to 
them by Col. Atkinson, they fired hot shot 
into the rebel ranks in the most daring 
and relentless manner. No rebel Brigadier 
could have listened to them without falling 
at once from his saddle, begging for some merci- 
ful person to put him out of his misery. Mr. La 
Follette “brought down the house” by likening 
free trade toacow with her hind quartersin Eng- 
land and her fore feet in this country; Ameri- 
cans must feed her and Englishmen need get all 
the milk. This unique simile brought the meet- 
ing to an end. 

Gen. Nathan B. Goff was tospeak. But the 
Chairman announced that he was “in hiding” 
and could not be found. Senators Ingalls and 
Spooner were invited tospeak. They sent let- 
ters breathing the very soulof high protection 
patriotism instead. 

It should be mentioned that every speaker ex- 
cept Judge King several times loudly foretold 
victory at the next national election. They fore- 
told it so loudly and so often that tari? reform- 
ers and rebels, which terms were synonymous in 
the meeting, might possibly suspect they were 
performing the great act knownas “whistling 
to keep your courage up.” Judge King, before 
he made his fatal slip about Mr. Blaine, had got 
so far as to claim that the Republicans 
could carry Ohio next year—under John 
Sherman’s leaderskip of course—but after the 
cheering for Mr. Blaine had stopped, he hadn’t 
the heart to resume the prophet business, and 
simply brought his speech to a close as quickly 
as he could with grace.

| the foot of the hall wasa delegation of under- 


graduates, and the youth of Columbia was fur- 
ther represented bya glee club of nine young 
meu, Who sang college songs with the dash and 
vigor that made the older Alumni feel young 
again, because the singing had the same 
sort of harmony that used to mark their vocal 
efforts 30 or 40. years ago. But, while many 
songs Were sung, there was one that recurred 
very often. It was a chorus and it ran: ‘* H’ray 
H’ray, H’ray, H’ray, C-O-L-U-M-B-I-A !” 

This is the official way of spelling it, even if it 
sounds a little different. The cheer rang out 
time and again—before courses, after courses, 
and sometimes in the middle of them—always 
enthusiastic, always full-volumed, and always 
satisfactory, because it fully expressed the feel- 
ings that swell the Columbia heart. 

Up above in the little balcony that fits into one 
end of the hall an orchestra made mer, 
ry music. But the decorations of the hall 
were few. The only discoverable one was 
just above the head of the Chairman, 


Frederic R, Coudert, who sat under a big 
blue and white banner that said ‘* Columbia” in 
the biagest kind of letters. At his right, at the 
table which ran across the hall, was C. A. Silli- 
man, and at his left was C. R. Agnew, while 
among others in the same part of the hall were 
Judge Cullen, Prof. Newberry, Prof. R. M. Smith, 
George W. Root, Seth Low, 8 M. Nash, T. Wood- 
hull, R. 1. Brock, Chauncey M. Depew, President 
ot the Yale Alumni Association; W. C. Schermer- 
horn, W. EB, Potter, A.C. Monson, Mayor Hewitt, 
J. W. Harper, A. F. Cushman, W. R. T. Jones, the 
Rev. Dr. Van Dyke, President of the Princeton 
Alumni; Edward Wetmore, President of the 
Harvard Alumni; Prof. A. Alexander, 
J. E. Burrill, Elbridge T. Gerry, the Hon, 
W. 8. Boardman, John Duer. C. Cruger, 
Julien T. Davies, A. E. Vanderpoel, Judge Bart- 
lett, W. B, Cutting, ex-Benator T. C. E. Eccle- 
sine, William G. Lathrop, Jr., P. H. Dugro, G. G. 
De Witt, Jr.; A. L. Beabe, and Stewart L. Wood- 
ford. Guy Richards, Captain of last year’s uni- 
versity crew, and R. C. Sands, President of the 
college dramatic club and managing editor of 
the Spectator, both of ’87, headed the younger 
men. 

It was along road, but a pleasant one, well 
sprinkled to lay the dust, that led down the 
way the menu pointed out to the cheerful time 
of after-dinner speaking, a way so long that the 
timepieces had voted 10 o’clock an ola story, 
whben Chairman Coudert began the formal talk- 
ing of the evening. 

Every time the speaker paused in the gener- 
ally even flow of his address he was encouraged 
by rapturous applause. Every witticism and 
every humorous bit--and these were not few— 
was laughed at as only after-dinner speeches 
can be laughed at. Mr. Coudert referred to 
the year 1887, and said: “This year is 
memorable, for it has not only been the year in 
which the class of ’°87 was graduated, but it has 
been the year in which Columbia College has 
celebrated its centennial. After referring to 
the exercises of that celebration the speaker 
gave the following gentle hit at the cele- 
bration at Harvard: “Although by our 
poetry on that oceasion we did not 
drive any divine forth from our halls, yet I 
venture to say that that was not the fault of our 

oet.” Hethen went on te the subject of ath- 
etica, a change whith was greeted with uproar- 
fous applause from the ‘‘extreme left,” where 
the undergraduate diners were situated, 

“T think you will admit that if football were 
played in Latin, busebaliin Greek. and rowing 
were done by complicated mathematical calcu- 
lation, we would always ke victorious, Perhaps 
it is with this view in mind, and hence in 
order to aid in the playing of foot- 
ball, that the authoritiess have recently 
decreed that academic caps and flowing gowns 
should be worn. Perhaps it 1s with the inten- 
tion of encouraging rowing and to obtain suc- 
cess there that they have abolished the system 
of marks. 

Letters of regret were mentioned as having 
been received from H. T. Dickey, ’380; Dr. W. 8. 
Baker, ’27; A. 8. Hamersiey,’35; Charles Sey- 
mour and the Hon. John Jay, ’36; Messrs. 
Nichols, ’°39; Romayne and Faulkner, °40; 
Stanton, 45, and many others. 

A letter of considerable interest was also read 
from President Barnard in which he called 
attention to the way in which the col- 
lege was hempered by the smallness of 
its quarters. “Tho college’s great em- 
barrassment is its own prosperity. What 
chiefly hampers it is its lack of accommodations. 
Let it be removed to some locality where it will 
not smother for want of room to breathe in.” 
President g Barnard referred to the site 
which had been bought 15 years ago by 
the Trustees, but which has ever since remained 
a dead weight on their hands, because they were 
afraid to transfer the college to a situation so 
tar removed from the pepulous centres of the 
city. Speaking of the present situation of the 
college, President Barnard said: ‘* The Germans 
would express the state of things by the words, ‘If 
things last long this way they will not last this 
way long.’” In closing, he offered the senti- 
ment, ‘‘Columbia, destined to be the leading 
educational institution of the Western Conti- 
nent.” 

Three rousing cheers were at once given for 
President Barnard. 

Mayor Hewitt told of a nice little speech 
which he had once sent to a meeting of the 
Alumni, and “which,” he said, “I was re- 
joiced to bear reproduced by our Chairman 
to-night. { can scarcely conceive New-York 
without Columbia College, or Columbia with- 
out New-York. New-York City is like Columbia 
at present. Its resources are overtaxed. Its 
growth has been so rapid that, unless relief 
comes, New-York will suffocate within its nar- 
row limits. Who will come to its relief? It 
seems to me that the graduates of Columbia are 
nearest to the heart of the city, the best fitted to 
come to its relief. 

“There was a time when every office was filled 
almost exclusively by Columbia graduates. It 
was De Witt Clinton who gave us the Erie Canal 
and helped to put New-York where she is bound 
to be, the metropolis of the world. The 
college in those times was almosta family affair, 
and, as to the city, nearly every office was in the 
nands of its graduates. [am sorry to say it is 
notso now. There are some Alumni 1n office 
now, and there isn’t a man among them 
who has not done his full duty. But they do 
not make up the ceollege’s full proportion, 
aud I say that it is the fault of the Alumni that 
the proportion is not greater. Times have 
changed, Before 1820 New-York was an Amer- 
ican city. Nowit isa foreign city, with 80 per 
cent. of its people of foreign descent. I have 
been reproached for selecting men for offices 
whose names began with ‘0’ or ‘Mc’ instead of 
‘Van.’ The fact is, there is nobody else to 
pick from. These men are active; you are 
not. You have got to take hold of this business 
if you mean that this country, which was in- 
tended for those born within its limits, sball bs 
governed by them. There will be no 
trouble if you do your duty. Why are 
you not Aldermen? (Cries of oh! oh!j It is 
ridiculous to talk about building up a 
great university when its graduates do not per- 
form their very first duty to their fellow-citizens, 
It takes little courage for the trained man to do 
his duty. He deserves infamy if he does not do 
it. Its unearned increment has made Columbia 
what it 1s,and it is your duty to give back 
a return to the city. The chureh and the 
State should derive support from Columbia Col. 
lege. Individual liberty is the right to acquire 
property, which means the duty todo good. So 
ft was taught and sv I believe. And it is the 
duty of Columbia College to make return tothe 
city for what Columbia College has received from 
the city by spreading this teaching.” 

After Edmund Wetmore had spoken for Har- 
vard, Cauncey M. Depew said: * Yale is first in 
war, and as Harvard is always second [ 
suppose she’s first in peace. But Co- 
lumbia is first in the hearts of our 
college countrymen. She always cheers 
impartially and then attends the winners’ ban- 
quet. The boys told me the money they won 
at the Polo. Grounds the other day they left 
with the Columbias before they got out of town. 
Such things have happened with countrymen 
before. 

“ Columbia fills exactly the gap no other does, 
No man with ambition stays in Boston or in 
Philadelphia. That's the reason the cream of 
the colleges comes to New-York. ‘There are four 
colleges destined to be the great universities 
of our eountry. They’re 2U represented here 
to-night. Two things are needed for a univer- 
sity—age and keeping pace with the times. The 
graduate must succeed by being equipped for 
the battle. I am doing what I can for Columbia, 
I send as many trains by her as possible and 
make them up In her neighborhood.” 

Then the Rev. Dr. Van Dyke spoke for Prince- 
ton, and expressed the good wishes of his col- 
lege for Columbia’s growth and success, and 
after him came ex-Mayor Seth Low, whose 
toast was ‘‘ Our Alma Mater.” ~

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WAR SHIPS NOWHERE 
COMPLETION. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—The contractors 
who have on hand the construction of ves- 
sels are not a little worried 
of the close approach of 
the date for the completion of their work as 
specified in the contracts. The contract penal- 
ties for failure to complete are rather severe, 
anid from the present outlook, unless they are 
waived, fora time at least, the contractors, in- 
stead of receiving anything for the construction 
of the vessels, will bein debt to the Government. 
The contractors and their representatives 
have been frequent visitors at the Navy 
late. They are using every 
argument toinduce the Secretary to be lenient 
with them and grant an extension of time. They 
assert that they have not been so much to 


blame as the department. Thesevere steel tests 
prescribed by the department have been the 
prineipal cause of the delay. The navy officers 
say that this may be true in some cases, but it is 
their impression that the contractors have 
neglected the Government for private work in 
the expectation that the penalties would 
not be imposed. It is difficult to 
predict What the departmental action 
will be, but it is probable that some 
allowances will be made for those who have ap- 
parently pushed forward the work as rapidly, as 
the delivery of steel would permit. Cramp, for 
instance, claims that his work has been greatl 
retarded by his failure to receive steel in suf. 
cient quantities. This failure, he asserts, has 
prevented him from employing a full force. The 
Baltimore, however, and Gunboat No. 1 are well 
on toward completion so far as the framework 
is concerned, but it is admitted that it will re- 
quire double the time remaining to do the finish- 
ing. The Charleston, which is being constructed 
by the San Francisco [ron Works, is also well ad- 
vanced, but here again it will be impossible to 
get the vessel ready for delivery to the Govern- 
ment in the time specitied. The vessels the 
time for the completion of which will soon ex- 
pire are as follows:

1887. This is the worst case of all. Construction 
officers say there is not yet enough of this vessel to 
see, though the contraet expires inafew days. At 
the present rate it will require two or three years to 
complete it. If the penalties are exacted in this 
case the Government Will realize a suflicient sum of 
money to compensate for the delay in getting the 
ship. 

A naval officer says that Secretary Whitney is 
a disappointed man. He had expected to see 
all the Vessels completed during his term, but 
now sees thatitis doubtful if any of them will 
have been accepted by the Government before 
he turns over his portfolio at the end of Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s first term.

Secretary Whitney does not find it easy to as- 
certain the true condition of some of the vessels 
recently condemned, but which interested per- 


sons pretend are not ready for condemnation. 
The Monocacy is an old rotten hulk, reported to 
be useless by a disinterested Board of Survey, 
and recommended to be sold by Chief Con- 
structor Wilson. The commanding officer is 
afraid that he is about to lose the command, and, 
having an influential friend at court, he has sue- 
ceeded thus tar in preventing action. From the 
report of the board it appears that the vessel 
is so rotten that the water rains through 
her sides on the men. The vessels of the train- 
ing squadron have also been reported as un- 
worthy of extensive repairs. It is said that one 
of the members of the board signed the report 
estimating the cost of the repairs of these 
vessels at $380,000 each against his will. The 
chief constructor recommends that only a few 
thousand dollars be spent on the vessels, and 
that they be kept close to shore, A strong effort 
is being made to secure the disapproval of 
these recommendations. An officer who was on 
board the training vessels says that their sides 
are sieves, and the men are being continually 
drowned out of their hammocks in heavy 
weather.

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THE JURY HAS THH UCASE. 


CONOLUSION OF THE ROBINSON MURDER 
TRIAL, 

Boston, Dec, 16.—The jury in the Robin- 
son murder trial went out abeut 6 this after- 
noon, but it is mot expected that they will re- 
turn a verdict to-night. As seon as the court 
was opened this morning the cross-examination 
of Mrs. Robinson, the prisoner, was continued, 
Nothing new was elicited. The defense rested, 
and the prosecution called several witnesses io 
rebuttal. Prof. E. 8. Wood testified that if pills 
containing arsenic had béen given to Willie on 
Monday and he was not taken sick until 
Wednesday afternoon his sickness would not 
have been caused by those’ pills, Mr. Jose, 
Belle Clough, and Jessie MeDonald testified 
that the loving relations which existed between 


the members of the Robinson family were enly 
noticeable when there were visitors at the 
house. Officer Carleton of Somerville testified 
to a conversation with Mrs. Robinson on the day 
of her arrest. She said that Dr. Beers had given 
Willie some pills and that what he had not taken 
were at her house, either in a sachel or & vase, 
but he did not find them. 

The evidence being all in, at 12 o’clock Mr. 
Goodrich began his argument for the defense. 
in addressing the jury hesaid: ** The most re- 
markable part of the case is that the evidence 
against the prisoner is merely circumstantial. 
No evidence is introduced to show that this 
mother administered any drugs to her boy, 
Willie. At the outset of this case you must 
consider the relations of mother and son. The 
crime charged is against nature, against rea- 
son, and againstinstinct. The evidence shows 
that she was affectionate to her son always. 
The Government witnesses testified to this 
without exception until in the rebuttal. 

‘‘ Has not the prisoner established her char- 
acter asa true mother? When the Government 
asks youto find that Willie was murdered by 
the prisoner they ask you to find that she was 
not a kind and devoted mother, while they have 
proved themselves that she was. We find that 
this son had just arrived where he was of ma- 
terial aid to her 1m rendering support to her. 
If there be a monster here, prove it by your ver- 
dict. Monsters do sot spend most of their time 
for years in the company of gentle, respectable 
people. Borgia asseciated with those of her 
kina. The prisoner also associated with those 
of her kind—gentle, Christian people.” 

Mr. Goodrich was followed by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Waterman for the State. The latter con- 
cluded his argument at 5:55 P. M., and Mrs. 

Robinson was given the usual opportunity to ad- 
dress the jury. She nervously beckoned Mr. 
Crane, of her counsel, to the dock and along con- 
versationensued, Then Mr. Goodrich was called, 
and a few minutes more were spent in con- 
sultation. Then she arose, and in a low and 
trembling voice said: ‘* Your Honor, my counsel 
advise me to say nothing, but I must say here 
that I am not guilty.” She resumed her seat,and 
the vast crowd then passed fromtheroom. Judge 
Field, after consulting with counsel, announced 
that another recess would be taken. At pre- 
cisely 6:45 the court came in, but a delay was 
saused by the non-appearance of the prisoner. 
The intense nervous strain of the afternoon had 
told on her, and as she was being led 
away from the court. room she faint- 
ed away. She came in at last, lean- 
ing on the arm of her brother, 
and accompanied by Mr. Crane. She looked 
weak and ill,and tremblingly took her seat in the 
dock. 

Judge Knowlton then charged the jury, and 
the court adjourned until 9 o’clock to-morrow 
morning. 


URS. BROWER'S CONDITION WORSE. 

The physicians in attendance on Mrs. Brower, 
the victim of the mysterious murderous assault at 
East Meadow, Long Island, on Saturday last, 


reported her condition yesterday as very un- 
favorable.

REDUCED FREIGHT RATES 


THE TARIFF BEIWEEN CHI- 
CAGO AND THE WEST. 

NO CHANGE IN THE ORDERS TO PUT 
THEM IN EFFECT DEC. 20—SOME OF 
THE PROBABLE RESULTS. 


The debate over the probability of the 
reduced tariffs on freight to Missouri River 
points, announced by the roads west of Chicago, 
going into effect Dec. 20, the day set for the 
change, is still going on in interested financial 
circles, It has been revived by a report that or- 
ders had been issued by the railroad companies to 
their agents to withdraw the reduced tariffs and 
maintain the existing rates, but the truth of this 
rumor in turn is stoutly denied by the repre- 
sentatives of the railroads. 


The proposed reduction amounts to about 20 
per cent. on the tariff on the higher classes, this 
allowance being gradually reduced as it goes 
down the classification, until at the bottom it 
amounts to a much smaller percentage. At 
present the rates vary from 90 cents on the 
highest class to 20 and 16 onthe two lowest. 
The reduction will put these aame classes at 75 
and 1712 and 16. These rates apply between 


Chicago and Missouri River points, Council 
Bluffs, Omaha, Atchison, St. Joseph, Leaven- 
worth, and Kansas City. On rates to the 
same places from Mississippi River points a cor- 
responding reduction is to be made, if the pro- 
gramme of the railroad companies is to be 
carried out. 

The general Eastern freight agents of the 
roads over which these cuts are to be made say 
that so far their instructions have been to make 
the reductions on Dec. 20, aceording to an- 
nouncements. The new tariffs will be applied 
to shipments which reach their destination after 
Dec. 20, even if the goods are shipped before 
that date. That this measure will result in 
fatter railroad treasuries the agents do not ad- 
mit. In fact it will be pretty sure to reduce 
revenues. But as far as was known in New- 
York yesterday the sehedule cuts were to Zo 
into effect on the day set forthem. But this 
does not end discussion on the subject. One of 


the financial authorities yesterday went on to 
explain: 


“The Mississippi River rates are the foundation of 
the rate system to the Missouri River, and hence 
the rates given from Chicago to the Missouri River 
are the local rates subject to equalization; that is, 
the rate from New-York to Chicago on first-class is 
70 cents, and from Chicago to Missouri River points 
is 75 cents, making a through rate of $145, against 
87 New-York to Mississippi River, and 55 cents be- 
yond, making a through rate of $142. Here is a 
difference of 3 cents, which is taken off the rate from 
Chicago to the Missouri River points. Some of the 
lines are already making this equalization rate,”

TOO MANY TO AGREE. 

CuicaGo, Dec. 16.—There was a large 
meeting of railway officials at Chairman J. W, 
Midgley’s office this morning, Presidents, Gen- 
eral Managers, and General Freight Agents of 
Western roads being outin force. It was seen 
at once that the numbers were too large 
to accomplish ahything toward warding 
off the proposed reduction in rates, even if it 
were possibile to do so under existing circum- 
stances, as pertinent discussion of the situation 
was out of the question. Another depressing 
circumstance was the absence of Receiver 


MecNulta, of the Wabash. He had _  re- 
¢eived a pressing invitation to attend, but sent 
word that he was illandin no condition to be 
present. There was some incredulity manifest- 
ed as to the indisposition of Mr. MeNulta, it 
being generally supposed that he had no sym- 
pathy with the object of the meeting, or rather 
could not be moved to change his policy, and 
did not wish to undergo the ordeal of resisting 
the importunities of the railway officials, 

In order to bring some order out of the session 
and crystallize the movement it was decided 
to refer the whole matter to a commit- 
tee, which was instructed to sugrent any 
expedient or plan which in its judg- 
ment would avert the full force of the 
impending disaster. Sueh a committee was ap- 
pointed, with Vice-President C. W. Smith of the 
Atchison, as Chairman, to report ata meeting 


later in the afternoon, but asit had accomplished’ 


nothing then, ifs time was extended to to-mor- 
row morning. 

The chances are ninety-nine in a hundred that 
the efforts of the managers will amount to noth 
ing. Each road will put in force its own 
Iiinois tariff without much reference to 
the action of competitors, this being done 
to avoid the semblance of uniformity, 
which would give the State Railway and Ware- 
house Commissioners an opportunity of using 
joint action as a precedentfor basing official 
Illinois tariffs. The Commissioners, who have 
been in session here for several days, adjourned 
this afternoon. From the remarks of 
Chairman Rinaker, it is inferred the 
commission will order a moderate 
reduction in Illinois rates, making the maximum 
something more than the rates proposed in the 
new railroad tariffs. Gen. Rinaker said that it 
would be unjust to base the official rates 
on war tariffs, and it was only when 
these became permanent that they would 
be adopted. He was emphatic om one 
0int—the illegality of making rates in blocks. 

or example, the Burlington, in its new tariif, 
makes a rate of 40 cents, first-class, to Quincy, 
282 miles, ard holds this rate back for 70 miles, 
or 210 miles from Chicago, before it begins te 
scaledown. By this means it harmonizes the 
Burlington (Iowa) rate and keeps a strip 
of local territory away from the effects of the 
reduction. This Gen. Rinaker pronounces un- 
lawful, and insists that the Burlington must be- 
gin its scaling down at points of five miles 
apart and that its distance tariffs must be made 
up on this principle, 

From the drift of the Chairman's remarks it 
is evident that the benefit of the low inter-State 
rates will inure to [illinois territory, and that 
the present maximum will be lowered.

SEEKING AN EASIER GRADE. 

IrwHaca, N. Y., Dec. 16.—The fact that a 
party of Lehigh Valley Railroad surveyors was 
reported to be approaching the village of New- 
field, a short distance. from Ithaca, from the 
north two weeks ago, together with the knowl- 
edge that the same party did make that place 
its headquarters last week, was of sufficient 
consequence to limber the tongues of nearly 
every one in this section to discuss the building 
of arailroad again. It seems to be established 


beyond question that the Lehigh Valley Railroad 
Company has come to the conslusion that it is 
necessury for it to obtain a trunk line on easy 
grade between Sayre and Butfalo, by way of 
Geneva, It already has the Geneva, Ithaca and 
Sayre Road, but the grade is so much like a hor- 
izontally suspended rope,espeeially between Van 
Ettenville and Trumansburg, that the running 
of heavy trains on this line cannot be done with 
profit. Therefore, to get substantial information 
as to whether or not an easier grade could be 
found, the company has sent out its surveyors 
to ascertain the grades, distances, topography 
ot the country, &¢., between Van Ettenville 
and Geneva and the lakes by way of the several 
different routes over which a railroad might be 
built. Four different lines will be examined. 
Three of these have already been gone over, and 
the remaining route will probably be surveyed 
this week and next. Whichever route proves 
to be of the easiest grade, the most direct and 
most advantageous to the company, will be 
chosen, and there the road will be built. 


TO DRIVE THE GOLDEN SPIKE. 

San Francisco, Dec. 16.—The California 
and Oregon Railroad is practically completed, 
the last rail having been laid and the last spike 
beingready. This afternoon the spike-driving 
party left this city for Ashland, near which town 


Col. C. F. Crocker will give the finishing touches 
to the great work to-morrow by three strokes on 
the head of the last spike. The weather 
has been favorable to the track-laying, 
and the last few miles were speedily placed. 
Ballasting of the track between Siskiyou Tun- 
nel and Ashiand is now going on, and the 
roadbed will be in a sufficiently solia 
state to permit of the passage of the 
train to-morrow. The excursion party will 
spend Saturday evening at Ashland, and 
Sunday. willrun to Salem, where preparations 
have been made fur a demonstration ona grand 
scale. Portland will be reached Monday morn- 
ing. The driving of the golden spike will mark 
the completion of direct railroad communication 
between Portiand and San Francisco, the chief 
cities of the coast from Seattle to San Diego, a 
distance of over 1,400 miles.

aN ALLEGED MIRACULOUS RE- 
COVERY IN BROOKLYN. 

ESTELLA WHITNEY’S FEVER VANISHES 
TRROUGH THE MYSTERIOUS INFLU- 
ENCE OF “DR.” DRESSER OF BOSTON. 

Brooklyn has had another case of ‘mind 
eure’ which was made public yesterday for the 
first time. The patient was Estella Whitnoy, 
the pretty ll-year-old daughter of Charles 
M. Whitney, «a wealthy lawyer, living 
at 565 =Henry-street. His office is in 
the Equitable Building in this city. Mr. 
whitney is a man abont 45 years of age, and his 
wife, a most intelligent iooking woman, is about 
35 years old. They have several children, the 
oldest a girl of 19. While traveling during the 
past Summer, Mr. Whitney and his family vis- 
ited Boston, and there met Julius A. Dresser, 
® “mind healer’ anda pupil of P. P. Quimby, 
the “father of mind healing,” who died many 
yeara ago. 

“Dr.” Dresser has a ‘faith school” in Boston, 
which, according to Mr. Whitney, is visited by 
many of the most prominent residents of that 
city. Mrs. Whitney and her daughters attended 
several of the classes and became deeply im- 
pressed with the ‘‘science” as expounded by 
“Dr.” Dresser. The family returned home and 
forgot all about the Boston episode until Thurs- 
day of last week, when Estella was 
taken = sick. The family physician was 
called in, and he pronounced her 


disease to be remittent fever. He could do very 
little for her, he said, and advised good nursing 
for 14 days, when the tever would have spent 
tself and the patient would begin to convalesce. 
nis did not suit Mrs. Whitney, who sent for two 
rominent physicians, one of Brooklyn and one 
m this city. Both of them agreed with the 
frat doctor that it was a case of remittent fever, 
and advised good nuraing. 

The child continued to grow worse, and on 
Monday last becaine unconscious. She endured 
great suffering, and sevéral times seemed to be 
at the point of death. On Tuesday Mrs. Whit- 
ney suggested telegraphing to “Dr.” Dresser, 
and Mr. Whitney did so. About 5 o’clock that 
afternoon the pen became very much worse 
and continued so for an hour, at the end 
of which time she regained her consciousness 
and, apparently, her strength. Ten minutes 
later a telegraphic answer arrived from ‘* Dr.” 
Dresser and on Wednesday Estella was able to 
sit up and eat cake and ice cream. She has been 
tatirely well since that time and, although it is 
only sight or nine days since the fever first ap- 
peared, she is as streng and as healthly as ever. 

Estella was sitting in the parlor last night 
When a TIMES reporter rang the bell and was 
admitted. Mr. and Mrs. Whitney spoke very 
freely about the case, and Estella said she was 
confident that ‘‘ Dr.” Dresser had saved her life. 
Besidea her, Mrs. Whitney has two other daugh- 
ters, May and Pearl, both of whom are now firm 
believers in the faith cure. 

Mra. Whitney said: “ My daughter’s recovery 
was truly a miracle. .She was at the point of 
death just before ‘ Dr.’ Dresser’s telegram came, 
and in half an hour she was as well as ever.” 

“ What did the telegram contain?” was asked. 

“Oh, never mind,” putin Mr. Whitney; “that 
is immaterial. It was during the hour that our 
daughter was so very low that ‘Dr.’ Dresser 
was working on her. When he got through she 
recovered.” 

“Yea,” said Mrs. Whitney, “the fever, you 
know. is only a fear, and * Dr.’ Dresser bad to 
drive out this fear. It was hard work, but wken 
he sent us word that he had mastered the fear 
we knew our daughter would recover. And she 
did, too, as any one can see by looking at her.” 

Mr, Whitney said that he had never before put 
any faith in mind-healers, but after this he 
would never scoff at them inthe future. ‘But 
I might have known it was a great thing,” said 
Mr. Whitney, ** because 80 years ago my mother 
was dying of consumption, when P. P. Quimby, 
the , great mind-healer, came along, and, 
although my motner had then been bed- 
ridden for a year, after one day 
of his treatment she came down stairs to dinner, 
and in three days she was out riding. She never 
had another attack and died finally of pneu- 
monia. Only three years ago my sister, who 
had suffered for 16 years from tumors, and had 
been carted around from one specialist to an- 
other experiencing all the horrors of the knife, 
was entirely cured after three ‘treatments’ from 
Dr. Dresser. She has never had a.tumor since, 
and is now a constant contributor to public jour- 
nals on this subject. 

“Tt may be that ‘Dr.’ Dresser had nothing to 
do with my daughter’s recovery and maybe she 
wasn’t sick at all, but nobody can make me be- 
lieve it.

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STILL SEEKING A PASTOR 


Pek ae ee 
A PRELIMINARY REPORT FROM 
THE COMMITIEEL, 

ASKING FOR FURTHER TIME—DR. AB- 
BOTT TO BE TAKEN AS TEMPORARY 
PASTOR—NEW OFFICERS ELECTED. 

At the conclusion of the prayer meeting 
in Plymouth Church last night the members re- 
mained to attend the adjourned session of the 
annual meeting, at which officers were to be 
elected. Thomas J. Tilney presided, and before 


receiving any names for election announced 
that the Advisory Committee, appointed to pro- 
vide some one to fill Mr. Beecher’s pulpit, had a 
report to make, This is the report as read by 
Prof. Raymond: 


“The Advisory Committee of Plymouth Church 
begs leave to submit the following report: 

“Originally appointed as a means of convenient 
consultation and Communication between the mem- 
bers and officers of both church and society, the 
committee has continued to exercise that function, 
considering and offering suggestions, privately or 
publicly, upon a number of subjects. In every case 
such suggestions have met witn gratifying approval 
from the officers and members of church and _ so. 
ciety. Theonly oue which need be mentioned at 
this time concerned the preparation of a memorial 
volume, to contain a record of the scenes and events 
connected with Mr. Beecher’s death and burial. 
This volume, as the committee is informed, is now 
just leaving the press, and will be published before 
Christmas. 

* The most important duty devolved upon the com- 
mittee has been that assigned to it some time after 
its formation of recommending to the church and 
society a suitable successor to our late beloved 
Pastor. 

“In the discharge of this trust the committee has 
had under informal consideration a large number of 
names, and had prosecuted to negative conclusions 
its inquiries concerning perhaps a dozen of these, 
when the arrival of Mr. Kerry and the instantane- 
ous enthusiasm of all our members in support of 
him rendered it, in the opinion of the com. 
mittee, advisable to suspend all work in other direc- 
tions until the questions whether Mr. Berry was in 
all respects suited to the needs of the church 
and whether he would accept a call to the Pastorate, 
could be definitely answered. The first of these 
Guestiens Was soon settled by abundant evidence. 
To the second Mr. Berry’s cable dispatch, read last 
Sunday to the church, has givéna reply contrary to 
the wishes and hopes of the committee, as of all the 
church and congregation. Mr. Berry’s letter is now 
on its way, anditis proper to await the receipt of 
that more formal communication before making 
a& reply, This committee desires, however, to say 
in justice to Mr. Berry that while he frankly 
acknowledged before he left Brooklyn the strength 
of the reasons impelling him toward an acceptance 
of a call to Plymouth Church he gave no assurance 
which oould hinder his full and free consideration 
of the whole case after he had reached home. such 
@ consideration, in the spirit of consecratiun and 
prayer, he has evic ently’ bestowed upon the subject, 
and there is no doubt that his decision is unseliish, 
sincere, and final. 

‘Immediately upon the receipt of thesdispatcn 
above mentioned, the suspended inquiries of this 
committee were resumed and are now in active 
prosecution. It néed hardly be said that they are 
conducted with the utmost privacy and delicacy. 
Any other course would simply expose all clergy- 
men, whose names had been even mentioned only, to 
& most annoying persecution of gossip. If some have 
supposed that the committee was inactive becanse 
it was silent. this misconception has been a small 
matter compared with the iutolerable interference 
in the affairs of the church which greater publicity 
would have entailed. 

“Itis evident to the committee that it will not be 
prestonee to present to the church another name 

»efore the usnal time for disposing of the pews, and 
that the spirit of loyal union and devotion which 
has so conspicuously animated the church since its 
great bereavement must be relied upon to moet this 
‘crisis With unfailing and undaunted zeal. in this 
connection the committee cannot forbear to con- 
gratulate the church and congregation upon (the 
mostaceeptable ministrations of Dr. Lyman Abbott, 
and upon the arrangement by which his services 
have been secured during the present exigency. 

“It is no doubt strictly true that this committee, 
having been appointed by a voteof the church and 
charged ‘with certain duties not yet fulfilled, must 
continue until discharged by the power which cre- 
ated it. On the other hand, the members of the commit- 
tee have no desire to go on without the cordial ap- 
proval of the church, and therefore request, although 
such a@ step be not technically necessary, that the 
wish of the church as to the continuance of the com- 
mitt be definitely expressed at the annual meet- 

ng.’ 

After this had been received in silence Thomas 
G. Shearman offered a resolution directing the 
clerk to calla meeting of the church, at some 
future date not yet determined, at which Dr. 
Lyman Abbott is to be called as temporary Pas- 
ter of the church, This was adopted, after 
which the following officers were elected:

A NEW CAB COMPANY. 


PROPOSING ,TO DO GOOD AND CHEAP 
WORK YOR THE PUBLIC. 

The Commissioners of the New-York “ Vic- 
toria Hansom” Company, (Limite d,) who have 
been duly licensed under the General Business 
act of 1875 of the State of New-York, held a 
meeting last night at Delmonico’s. Among the 
Commissioners of this proposed new cab 


system are Henry E. Abbey, F. J, Allen 
of the Astor House, Commissioner Eugene G. 
Blackford, Charles ©. Delmonico, J. Bruce 
Ismay of the White Star Line, and others equaliy 
prominent. The meeting last night was devoted 
to the consideration of estimates for working 
the new system, as well as of a proposed charter 
and by-laws. The Commissioners also reported 
as to the amount of stock each would himself 
subscribe for, and also stated how much capital 
they were able to influence in other quarters. 
Nothing definite was decided upon as to charter, 
&c., the meeting last night being of a purely 
preliminary nature. 

The New-York“ Victoria Hansom” Company will 
be capitalized at $250,000,the par value of shares 
being $100. It is proposed to run the new cabs 
at the rate of 25 cents per mile, as the crow 
flies. Thus admitting for the sake of argument 
that the New-York and Brooklyn City Halls 
are a wile apart in a straight line, the new cabs 
will convey a passenger from one point to the 
other for 25 cents, no matter how devious the 
ways by which the driver may haveto go in 
order to reach the destination desired. Mr. Rob- 
inson, the patentee of the Victoria cab, had one 
of his vehicles waiting for him at Delmonico’s 
last night. Inviting the reporter to enter the 
cab, which was quickly closed tight, the 
horse was started up the avenue at full trot. 

In less than halfa dozen seconds the coach- 
man on top had opened the roof and converted 
the gruesome hansom into alight and airy Vic- 
toria. Mr. Robinson and the Commissioners 
who attended Jast night’s meeting expressed 
themselves as very much encouraged at the sup- 
port already given to the scheme by the public.

CONSIDERING THE ELECTRIC BOLT IN 
PLACE OF THE ROPE. 

The commission which was appointed by 
the State Legislature two years ago to consider 
the subject of capital punishment and reporta 
more humane method than the one in practice 
will be heard frem this Winter. The commission 
is composed of Elbridge T. Gerry of this city, 
Matthew Hale of Albany, and Dr. Southwick of 
Buffaio. They reported progress at the last 


session, and further time was granted because 
Mr. Gerry was abroad. 

It is reported from Albany that the Commis- 
sioners, who were divided in opinion, are now 
agreed on a method of electrical appliance to re- 
place the gallows and rope, and will report the 
draft of an actin January. This conclusion will 
be supplemented by three reports, or three sec- 
tions of one. The Commissioners met in this 
eity last month and mapped ont the work 
of each. One of the gentlemen is  pre- 
paring a history of , executions, another 
is to give the result of his experiments with the 
proposed method on vagrant canines, and the 
third Commissioneris making a compilation of 
opinions, suggestions, and personal experiences 
of reporters, physicians, and expert hangmen, 
together with the story of aman whom a mob 
tried to lyneh, and whose recollections of the 
drawing halter are quite vivid in his mind. 

Mr. Gerry said last evening that the commis- 
sion was very much like the Court of Appeals, 
Nobody could tell what it was going to do until 
the decision came down for the benefit of the 
whole people. He was not prepared to say 
what the Commissioners are doing, except that 
they ure at work shaping crude materials and 
will meet the latter part of the month or early 
in January and report the latter part of that 


_month. They are required to incorporate an act 
‘to take the place of the one on the books.

A Baltimore paper says that it is under- 
stood by the congregation of Grace Protestant 
Episcopal Church of that city that its Rector, 
the Rey.

It is well known that the Senators and 
Congréssmen write theirown biographies that 
appear in the Congressional Directory. This 
fact makes them ali the more interesting. The 
statesmen are allewed in a general way to say 
what they please, but there are instanees where 
the compiler of the Directory has todo some 
pretty thorough pruning. One Arkansas Con- 
fressman wrote in answer to the usual request 
what weuld have filled a dozen pages of the 
Directory. He gave the full history of his and 
his wife’s families, the characteristics of his 
children, the names of the husbands and wives 


and children of those married, and intredaeed 
several illustrated sketches of incidents in bear 
and bee aud coon hunting. He introduced a 
poem on Spring written by his second oldest 
son, gave the names of two young fellows, rivals 
for the band of one of his daughters named 
‘‘Pink,” and described the distress he was 
suffering over the question of which she would 
choose. Thea compiler cut the “biography” 
down to 80 lines. A Kentueky Congressman in 
his biography described a stock farm owned by 
him, named the horses, gave their pedigrees, 
records, and prices. Another Kentuckian men- 
tioned, among other events of his eventful life, 
the number of fights he had been in, and gave 
descriptions of two,in each of which he had 
killed a man, and gave the names of the men he 
had slanghtered. One Ohio man gave the num- 
ber of sheep he owned, the fluctuations in the 
prices of wool in an elaborate table, and intro- 
duced a strong protest against a reduction of the 
duty on wool, all of which was sacrificed.

ft seems that Assemblyman SaxTon of’ 
Rochester has it in mind to introduce at 
the coming session of the Legislature a bill 
“for the reform of electoral methods, which

The need of this reform is 
most seriously felt in this city, where 
the use of money to secure votes through 
the necessity of furnishing and distributing 
ballots has reached vast proportions. 
There is a committee of the Commonwealth 
lab which has been charged with the duty 
of preparing a bill and pushing it in the 
Legislature for doing away with this evil. 
It will be glad to find Mr. Saxton inter- 
ested in the matter and ready to use his in- 
‘finence to promote it. 





One of the States which it is supposed 
would be specially affected by tariff re- 
vision, and which is certainly as much in- 
terested as any other in the question, is 
Yonnecticut. The manufacturers of New- 
Haven who have been visited by our corre- 
xpondent do not appear to be at all alarmed 
at the prospect. They take the President’s 
message as containing only a suggestion of 
moderate revision, which they could stand 
with the ntmost composure. They admit 
that free raw materials would benefit our 
rnannfactures, which is about equivalent to 
saying that two and two make four. The 
Bigelow Company, one of the largest con- 
cerns in the country engaged in making 
boilers and engines, has considerable export 
trade, which would be increased by making 
raw materials free. Apparently the New- 
Haven manufacturers do not anticipate 
much from this session of Congress, but 
expect the tariff question to become an issue 
in next year’s canvass. What the effect 
will be in their State they are not prepared 
to surmise. 





The contractors for the new cruisers and 
gunboats cannot finish them in the time 
agreed upon, and are accordingly liable to 
heavy penalties. They say they have been 
delayed by not duly receiving the promised 
supplies of steel, owing to the imposition of 
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tests which the Government itself after- 
ward abandoned. Whatever the facts on 
that point, it must be remembered that the 
making of steel war vessels is a new busi- 
ness with all of them. Probably the times 
fixed upon were based largely, even if with 
liberal margins, on the times usually taken 
to build similar modern war vessels in Eng- 
land. But there the art has no longer to be 
learned; the tools, appliances, and materials 
are familiar and at hand, and do not have to 
be laboriously collected; the workmen are 
versed in the precise labor required, and 
there is no need of cautious experimenting. 
The Navy Department itself undertook to 
build two 6,000-ton armored cruisers, and 
its first discovery was that it could noteven 
lay a keel. A time limit with penalties 
would cost the bureau authorities a good 
deal. After all, the main requisite is that 
the war ships should perform all they agree 
todo. It they do that, with no inordinate 
delay, their contractors) will probably not 
find themselves wholly impoverished by the 
exaction of time penalties. 





The Executive orders by which public 
Jands within indemnity belts had been 
withdrawn from settlement to await the 
convenience of sixteen railroad companies 
were revoked yesterday, and the lands were 
opened to settlers under the general laws. 
The roads of several of the companies in 
question are situated in the Southern 
States, and the orders in these cases are 
about thirty years old. For so many years 
these corporations were permitted to con- 
trol the disposition of lands to which they 
had no title. “Some of the companies,” 
said the Secretary in his latest report, but 
not with especial reference to the roads af- 
fected by yesterday’s action, ‘“‘have con- 
structed the entire line of their roads, others 
fragmentary portions only, and others, 
again, none at all; but the withdrawals of 


the lands were no less effective as a barrier 


against the settlerin the one case than in 
the other. It mattered not what might be 
his equities, acquired by years of toil upon 
what he believed to be a paré of the 
national domain. by 
the highest ex-

After a thorough inquiry the Austrian 
Government has canceled all those clauses 
of BELL’s telephone patent which relate to 
the telephone, allowing to remain in force 
only those which refer to multiple teleg- 
raphy.

The 
Austrian Government finds that certain 
clauses should be made null and void be- 
cause they claim for BELL discoveries made 
by other inventors and published years be- 
fore his application was filed, and that other 
clauses should be canceled because they 
seek to give to Beit the exclusive use of 
certain scientific principles which are not 
patentable. This decision deprives BELLand 
his greedy associates of a monopoly in Aus- 
tria, for they have pending in that country 
no collusive Berliner-Edison “interference” 
case by the amicable settlement of which 
they can regain control of the telephone 
business. It seems to us that the time has 
arrived for some statement from our Patent 
Office concerning the charges made before 
the Assembly committee, and not refuted 
by the Bell monopolists, that such an ‘ in- 
terference” relating to a very valuable im- 
provement in telephony has by collusive 
agreement been kept alive in the office for 
nine or ten years in order that the decision 
so long delayed may serve to prolong by 
seventeen years the monopoly’s term. 


NARROWING THE PARTY LINES. 

The efforts of zealous partisans to form an 
organization within the Republican Party 
would seem to indicate a lack of confidence 
in the vitality of the party organization 
itself. If the party has principles and con- 
victions which are in keeping with the 
spirit of the time and calculated to arouse 
zeal in their support, the whole organization 
must feel the impulse and move together. 
Clubs and local associations might be useful 
for the purpose of taking charge of campaign 
work and forming centres of political activ- 
ity, but when it comes to organizing clubs 
for the mere purpose of holding party men 
together and associating them in a general 
organization within the party, it must be 
because a lack of cohesion is recognized 
among the great body of Republican voters. 
It indicates that there must be a good deal 
of indifference in the ranks and a tendency 
to stray away from the party standard. 
But while the effect of the organization of 
clubs and their association into a league is 
to concentrate and draw closer together the 
zealous partisans who form them, it will be 
likely to increase the indifference and the 
straying propensities of those who are left 
out. 

The movement represented by the Chick- 
ering Hall Convention seems to be distinct- 
ly one for narrowing the lines of party and 
holding in a compact mass only those who 
display an unquestioning allegiance to party 
dictates, whatever they may be, to party 
platforms without reference to what they 
contain, and to regular candidates regard- 
less of their character or fitness. If Repub- 
licans of this type are drawn into a closer 
organization of their own, they will en- 
deavor to make their position that of the 
party as a whole, and the result will be to 
estrange all those who are unwilling to ac- 
cept the limitations imposed. It may in- 
crease within this select circle the zeal and 
enthusiasm which spring wholly from party 
spirit, but it will inevitably make the party 
itself smaller and render it easier for those 
who are on the ontside of the newly-drawn 
line to act independently. 

The convention in laying down the doc- 
trines of tho warty, which the league 


that is to be formed will, of course, do | 


its utmost to have accepted as gnid- 
ing principles, is also engaged in narrow- 
ing the party lines so as to exclude a 
large number of persons who have thus 
far regarded themselves as Republicans. 
It seems in the first place determined to 
keep up the sectional controversies. 
It is for setting up a Federal control of 
elections in the Southern States, a scheme 
which failed years ago when theze was far 
more excuse for it. The Northern people 
ther refused to support the policy of Federal 
interference, and they are heartily sick of 
the whole business of maintaining a dis- 
tinction between North and South, and at- 
tempting a system of coercion in one sec- 
tion that would not be tolerated in the 
other. Thousands of Republicans would 
be repelled by any proposition to stir up 
anew the antagonism of the Sonth to the 
national power. Thesame spirit is shown 
in the opposition to the appointment of 
Mr. LAMAR as a Justice of the Supreme 
Court. After he has commanded the respect 
of the country for years in the Senate and 
in the Cabinet these partisan opponents go 
back of all that and rake up the embers of 
the old contest between the North and 
South. The country is tired of all this, 
and it is caleulated to multiply indefi- 
nitely the number of those who will at last 
give up the Republican Party as hopelessly 
sectional. 

On the tariff question, too, the disposition 


seems to be to draw the lines rigidly. The 
position to which the party is being forced 
is a new one and anarrow one. Heretofore 
it has acknowledged the danger of a contin- 
ned surplus and admitted that the revenues 
must be reduced. It has repeatedly favored 
a revision of the tariff, though insisting on 
the preservation of the protective principle. 
The President has proposed a revision which 
would work no injury to American indus- 
tries but benefit them. Thereupon the Re- 
publican politicians, who are trying to make 
an association of clubs to take the place of 
the party, denounce the President and_pro- 
pose to keep the tariff intact, with all 
its inequalities anf enormities which 
foster monopolies and oppress labor. 
There are in the Republican Party a 
very large number of moderate revenue 
reformers who are not frightened by 
the President’s propositions, but who are 
likely to be disgusted by the intolerant and 
inconsistent attitude which the party threat- 
ens to take. If the ground is to be taken 
that the war tariff, with its extreme protec- 
tion for certain interests at the expense of 
others, is a sacred thing, and that an excess 
of revenne is to be raised and squandered, 
mapy Republicans will find themselves out- 
side the new party lines, and there will be 
none to take their place. If the plan is to 
limit the Republican Party to those who 
can agree in keeping up a sectional agita- 
tion, in maintaining the worst features of 
the present tariff, and in accepting Mr. 
BLAINE as the embodiment of statesman- 
ship, why then it may for a while keep up 
a show of zeal and. confidence, but it will 
become too small to serve the useful pur- 
poses of an eifective opposition, and some- 
thing will have to be found to take its 
place. 


CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 


It is announced that the commission ap- 
pointed two years ago to inquire into the 
method of inflicting capital punishment bas 
agreed to report in favor of inflicting death 
by an electric shock. It issafe to assume 
that only a very small minority of our 
people are in favor of abolishing capital 
punishment altogether. The minority is, 
however, so active and persistent that in 
several States it has procured the abolition 
of the death penalty. In all these cases it 
has happened that a more formidable agi- 
tation has sprung up in behalf of restoring 
it to the statute book than had been 
made for removing it. Disinterested observ- 
ers who were disposed to giye the experiment 
an entirely fair trial seem to agree that it 
has not been successful. It is easy to argue 
that imprisonment for life ought really to 
be more terrible than death on the scaffold, 
but asa matter of fact it is not so terrible 
or so deterrent. In the first place, while 
there is life there is hope, and searcely any- 
body who is sentenced to imprisonmerit for 
life expects to end his daysin confinement. 
There is always the chance of some accident 
that may set him free,and indeed, if he finds 
death really preferable to life in prison, it 
is always in his power to inflictit upon him- 
self. The very small proportion of convicts 
who take their own lives shows the 
view they take of the matter, whatever 
view they may profess to take. 

The only real danger of the abolition of 
capital punishment lies in the manner in 
which it is inflicted. The progress of re- 
finement and sensibility makes hanging 
seem a much more brutal means of putting 
a man to death than it seemed to the half- 
barbarous people who ordained it as the 
death penalty. In fact, it was by its bar- 
barity that it commended itself to them. 
The only argument used in behalf of re- 
taining it is based upon this barbarity. 
It is urged that the same _ reason 
which makes us prefer capital punish- 
ment to imprisonment should make us 
prefer hanging to a more decorous way of 
inflicting death. There is, it is said, an 
element of terror in the prospect of being 
choked to death which does not exist in the 
prospect of an euthanasia by electricity or 
otherwise. This argument proves too much. 
It would be valid not only for retaining the 
custom of hanging, but for reviving the 
customs of disemboweling and quartering 
and all the other horrors with which 
the medieval lawmakers delighted to 
surround it. No doubt a 
would prefer to be hanged without 
these accompaniments, and if the sole 
purpose of the law were to inflict upon a 
murderer the penalties which he most 
dreaded they would still be employed. 
But the progress of civilization has made 
those whom it has affected sensible that it 
will not do for the community in execnt- 
ing justice upon a bloodthirsty savage to 
be as bloodthirsty and as savage as himself. 
The greatest contrast ought to be ob- 
served in all circumstances between the 
of crime and expia- 
The terrors of the law should be 
retained while its mere horrors are abol-

ished. An execution by lynch law is itself 
an act of passion and revenge rather than 
of deliberate justice, and the gallows is its 
appropriate instrument. An execution un- 
der the law ought to be the more terrible 
for the solemnity and impressiveness with 
which it is performed. lt ought to be cer- 
tain, swift, and painless. At its best hang- 
ing ‘does not fulfill these requirements, 
while when it is bungled it becomes 
a spectacle which revolts. civilized 
spectators or readers and _ inspires 
them with indignation rather at the law 
and its ministers than at the law-breaker 
who is answering for his offenses. Elec- 
tricity supplies an agency which meets all 
the necessities of the case and puts out of 
the question the lingering struggles and 
contortions which so often deprive execu- 
tions of all their solemnity. There should 
be no doubt of the acceptance by the Leg- 
islature of the report of the commission. 
It will be creditable to the State of New- 
York to be the first community to substitute 
a civilized for a barbarous method of in- 
flicting capital punishment, and to set an 
example which is sure of being followed 
throughout the world. 

THE DUTY ON CARPET WOOLS. 

In the last fiscal year there were imported 
into this country for the use of manuiact- 
urers 85,352,295 pounds of carpet wools. 
The duty on such wools, when they are 
worth less than 12 cents a pound, is 215 
cents a pound; when their value is greater 
the duty is 5 cents. This tax is one of those 
absurdities of our tariff system which 
should be manifest to every intelligent citi- 
zen. 





There is in Connecticut a carpet company 
that employs more than 1,800 persons and 
uses 7,000,000 pounds of wool every year. 
Here is what the President of this company, 
a Republican and “a strong protectionist” 


‘by his own assertion, said a few days ago: 


“The tariff on carpet wools is a tarift simply 
for revenue, and not at all for protection. We 
cannot buy carpet wools in this country at dmy 
price, only in very limited amounts. Over 95 
per cent. of the raw material used by the Hart- 
ford Carpet Company is imported. We have to 
go to the countries of South America, to Russia, 
Egypt, Syria, and the East generally for our 
wools. They are not grown here atall, save 
only in some of the Territories of the West, and 
there not to any extent worth mentioning. The 
envirenment in no partof the country seems 
adapted to sheep of the cearser-wooled variety. 

“Since we cannot get this wool in the United 
States I see no harm to anybody in removing the 
duties on this class of wools, because the 
Government does not need the revenue. They 
protect no one, and they do, of course, handicap 
the carpet manufacturers in cempeting with 
foreign products, The removal of these duties 
would widen our markets and without doubt 
tend to increase our exports of all kinds. It 
would help greatly to open Canada to us as a 
market for our carpets and would generally 
broaden and improve the trade.” 


We shall not direct attention now to other 
objectionable features of the tariff on wool, 
but only to the absurdity of this tax on the 
material used in making carpets. The duty 
on these wools protects no one except the 
foreign manufacturer who sells in markets 
which onght to be supplied from our own 
factories.. That the foreign manufacturer 
is protected by it shown by the 
of the home manufact- 
urer whose remarks we have quoted, 
that ‘“‘the carpet market in this 
country is glutted,” and by the official state- 
ment that in the last fiscal year there were 
exported from the United States only 7,716 
vards of carpet.

The duty yields revenue 
which the Nation does not need; it raises 
the price of carpets to every householder at 
home;it enables the foreign carpetmaker 
to undersell our own carpetmakers in South 
America and elsewhere, and in this way it 
prevents our own manufacturers from seli- 
ing their carpets abroad and from employ- 
ing the additional workmen whose labor 
such a foreign trade would require. 





WHITTIER AT FPOURSCORE. 

Tender and chaste is the ‘‘ Youth’s Keep- 
sake” published at Bostonin 1835, with a 
frontispiece of Little Annie in fringed 
pantelettes and contributions from Mrs. 
SIGOURNEY, Miss LesLiz, and Miss H. F. 
GouLp. The last named chants the dole- 
ful history of Captain Kidd, and describes 
the humility of the silk worm. But in this 
year the cream of the small volume is “ Lit- 
tle Annie’s Ramble,” by the author of *‘The 
Gentle Boy.” no other than HAWTHORNE, 
and on this day more especially interesting 
is ‘* The Harvest Moon,” by J. G. WHITTIER. 

To-day WHITTIER comes of the very re- 
spectable age of fourscore. Looking back 
to the year 1826, when he made his first 
venture in print with the Newburyport Free 
Press, it may be doubted whether a poem 
better furnished with the qualities which 
have made him popular can be found than 
this transparent rivulet of verse for chil- 
dren: 

“The Harvest Moon is in the sky. 

See, William, through the old elm tree 
With what a broad and pleasant eye 

It looks on thee and me! 
I sometimes think it sees us walk 
Beneath its light, and hears us talk.” 

When this appeared he had edited news- 
papers in Boston and Hartford for short pe- 
riods, returned to his birthplace near Haver- 
hill, Mass., and represented his town in the 
State Legislature. He had also published 
at Hartford ** Legends of New-England in 
Prose and Verse,” and told in metrical form 
the story of Moi PrrcneEr, the heroine of 
Nahant. But he was hardly known outside 
of his State, and no one would have sus- 
pected in him the tireless and constant op- 
ponent of slavery he afterward became. 
Purely Quaker idioms like ‘‘ doesn’t thee,” 
and rhymes like *‘ now” and “ low” already 
indicated his religious faith and his indiffer- 
ence to certain niceties of verse. The spirit 
of WorDSWORTH broods over the simple 
and sweet lines. We have WHITTIER in 
embryo, less the fire which sometimes 
flashed from his later poems under the stress 
of the abolition crusade and the war of 
the rebellion. 

To-day ten years ago his Boston publish- 
ers called together many famous writers to 
do honor to WHITTIER at a banquet on his 
seventieth birthday. HAWTHORNE was gone, 
but EMERSON read “ Ichabod,” written by 
the chief guest; LONGFELLOW and HOLMES 
made up the quartet. In 1868 a Quaker 
school was opened at Salem, Iowa, with the 
name of Whittier College. In 1855 WRritt- 
TIER was one of the elect to whom the pub- 
lishers of New-York gaye a “ fruit and flower 


festival” at the Crystal Palace on Reservoir- 
square, a meeting to which came F11z- 
GREENE HALLOcK, Mor.tey, BRYANT, and 
WASHINGTON Irvine. As early as 1847 
the old firm of Witzy & Putnam pub- 
lished in New-York his little prose ‘‘ Su- 
pernaturalism in New-England,” which 
showed that he was searching the past for 
parallels to the evils of the times, evils 
which he summed as partial legislation, 
imprisonment for debt, immoral traftics, 
anjust social arrangements, distinctions on 
account of complexion and birth, abuses in 
almshouses and prisons, attempts to recon- 
cile freedom and servitude, “ vast prepara- 
tions for war,” and the death on the gallows 
of the ‘‘morally insane.” The immediate 
attack, however, was on the bigotry of the 
colonial period. “The Puritans of New- 
England, while yet smarting from the whip 
of Episcopal persecution, grubbed off the 
ears, scarred with hot irons, and strangled 
on the gallows, those of their neighbors who 
could not subscribe to their creed or pay 
tithes to their ministers.” He must smile 
now atthe dedication of the little volume 
to “Dear Sister.” It istrue that he had 
lived half his life, but the following years 
had much greater trials in store. 

* And knowing how my life hath been 

A weary work of tongue and pen, , 
A long harsh strife, with strong-willed men, 
Thou wilt not chide my turning 
To con, at times, an idle rhyme, 
To pluck a flower from childhood’s clime, 
Or listen at Life’s noonday chime 
For the sweet bells of Morning!” 

We are apt to think of Warttter as the 
placid author of idyls like ‘‘Snow-Bound,” 
“Maud Muller,” and “The Tent on the 
Beach,” without remembering his life as 
editor in Boston, Hartford, and Philadel- 
phia, his labors as one of the secretaries of 
the Anti-Slavery Society, and his work as 
corresponding editor on the National Era of 
Washington. The inner life of a poet is 
not always shown in the verses that most 
please the public. Were one to judge of 
WHittiER’s character from the poems 
which have received the honor of magnifi- 
cent iliustrated editions, the real man 
would not be so mnch as guessed. 

Critics have pointed out in WuittIER 
many departures from the strict canons of 
versification, but he holds a high rank as 
a lyricist and writer of idyls and ballads. 
He keeps his place in the popular heart, and 
is also beloved by men of his own guild. It 
is a truism to say that such men never die; 
but certainly it is with hearty gladness we 
realize that JOHN GREENLEAF WHITTIER at 
the age of eighty is with usin something 
more concrete and carnal than his beautiful 
works, 


CHINA'S GREAT DISASTER. 

It is somewhat remarkable that the news 
of the appalling inundations in China did 
not reach us earlier. The scene of the dis- 
aster is not very distant from Pekin, and 
it occurred at the end of September. The 
truth is that some account of it had been 
brought in private letters to San Francisco 
by the preceding steamer, but its full extent 
was evidently not then known. The loss of 
life and property now reported would be al- 
most incredible were not the Hoang-Ho or 
Yellow River famous in the annals of the 
Middle Kingdom for the prodigious disas- 
ters its overflow causes. 

The Great Plain of Northeastern China, 
nearly 600 miles long and denseiy popu- 
lated, is crossed by three large rivers, the 
Yang-tse-Kiang, the Yellow, and the Pei-Ho, 
and suffers from the inundations of all, but 
most from those of the Yellow, expressively 
termed “‘China’s Sorrow.” This is one of 
the great rivers of the globe, having a 
course of much more than 2,000 miles. 
Rising in Thibet, its\eastward rush is ab- 
ruptly turned north by a mountain barrier 
into Mongolia, but only to shift there 
again and take a long southerly reach. Its 
tortuous flow is directed by turns to all 
points of the compass, making almost 
islands of portions of land hemmed in by 
its windings. Its rapid current defied up- 
stream navigation until of late years Amer- 
iean and European steamers were built 
expressly for itand the Yang-tse-Kiang. At 
some points the Hoang-Ho passes between 
ridges and gorges which bring its surface 
above the great plateau through which it 
winds. It traverses also regions of yellow 
loam, cutting outachannel and carrying 
part of the sediment through to the Hoang- 
Hai or Yellow Sea. Buta great part of the 
undermined banks which tumble in are de- 
posited by it further down on its own 
shores, and thus it can be seen how this 
weakening of the banks in some places and 
increase in others, taken in connection with 
the turbulence of the stream, imperil the 
dense population inits basin. The present 
reported inundation of eleven cities, sweep- 
ing across 7,000 square miles, turning a 
populated plain into a lake from ten to 
thirty feet deep, and making millions of 
people homeless, is, if not exaggerated, 
probably the most ruinous of the many 
calamities it has caused. 





While blame is cast upon the Chinese 
Government in the dispatches fornot adopt- 
ing modern engineering devices to prevent 
this catastrophe, it is only just to say that 
for a great many years dikes and embank- 
ments have been built up to keep the Hoang- 
Ho in its bed, and the river has been a con- 
stant source of expenditure. It can be un- 
derstood how, when it once leaves its chan- 
nel, it may flank all barriers. Thirty-four 
years ago its mouth was far south of its 
present, or, at all events, its late one, 300 
miles distant therefrom in an air line and 
fully 800 miles by the windings of the 
coast. In 1853 it suddenly shifted 
its course, at a point about 200 
miles from the sea, and, leaving its 
ancient channel, turned northeast, be- 
yond the mountainous Shantung prom- 
ontory, into the Gulf of Pee-Chee-Lee. In 
doing this it appropriated the bed of a 
much smaller stream—the Tatsing. The 
dwellers in the province of Kiang-Su and 
their neighbors to the west saw a dusty 
ravine take the place of what had been 
their great river, while the people in the 
province of Chihli found themselves flooded 
with a tremendous intruder. In 1871 
Chihbli suffered severely from an inundation 
of its still unwelcome ‘guest, and it is now 


| mentioned among the recently afflicted re- 


gions, althongh Ho-Nan is the most devas- 
tated. In the mid of the nitv oecagioned 
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by the widespread distress, there is a feel- 


ing of curiosity to know what has become 
of this erratic stream—whether it has 
sought still another mouth or has gone 
back to its ancient bed. If the latter, it 
has forestalled the Chinese Government, 
which has at times considered the expedi- 
ency of returning it to its old channel. 


Prof. ELy of Johns Hopkins University, 
who is one of the most benevolent of polit- 
ical economists, yesterday gave the Feder- 
ation of Labor some very good advice. He 
deprecated strikes and counseled the ree- 
lamation of “scabs,” whom he seemed to re- 
gard as rather weak and misguided than 
necessarily wicked, by kindness and con- 
ciliation. The Federation heard him 
politely, but it does not seem to have 
been very much impressed with 
what he said. No action was taken re- 
garding the scabs, though a letter 
from the California cigarmakers, urging 
some action that would put a stop to the 
importation of Chinamen, was _ spread 
upon the minutes. It was ordered, subject 
to the confirmation of the local unions, 
that every member should pay five cents a 
week toa fund for the support of strikes. 
The Federation of Labor, like the Knights 
thergof, is much likelier to learn that 
strikes are futile from experience than from 
lectures on political economy. Those of 
them will be very fortunate who can keep 
their fees for tuition down to the moderate 
rate of five cents a week.

PRIZES FOR YOUNG ARCHITEOTS 


The first prizes given by the Architectural 
League, in the competition which is now pro- 
posed to be held annually, have been shown at 
the offices of the league, 14 West Twenty-third- 
street. While shown to the press the drawings 
were in process of removal to the new galleries 
on Fifth-avenue, above the Stewart house, where 
they will form part of the exhibition to open 
Saturday night with a reception to the architect 
Rieharé H. Hunt. 

So faras the arrangements permitted an esti- 
mate, the competing designs appeared to err 
for the most parton the side of elaboration. 
The subject was a bell and clock tower fora 
village green. Alas for the village in which any 
one but a couple of these towers shall dominate 
the horizon! Such a misuse of boulder work! 
Buch a propping, with Cyolopean masonry 
and arches heavy enough to support a 
mountain, a squat and toeo-ornate square 
tower, rendered yet more ridiculous with 
wrought iron “ fixins’’’. Perhaps’ the 


committee that ordered the subject for compe- 
tition did not realize the difticuity of the subject. 
Perhaps that committee sat with tongue in 
cheek chuckling over the efforts that architects 
not 25 years of age would make to devise a 
building rarely called for in the United States 
and not often successfully accomplished in 
Europe during the great era of architeeture. 

The gold medal is assigned to a design marked 
with a triple castle; thesilver to “‘Tuxedo.” 
Honorable mentions have been given to other 
designs. There is seldom question between gold 
and silver except on the part of the worst bilten 
of bi-metallists. But between the designs 
which took the gold and silver medals yesterday 
there is nothing to choose. Tuxedo’s is a tri- 
umph of bad taste, restless, crowded, and com- 
monplace. To escape his own lack of talent 
this young architect tas put as many turrets, 
windows, bays, arches, roofs, and rooflets into his 
design asatower could stand. He has cauged 
modern taste correctly; people want lots for 
their money. Who would dream that this Cock- 
ney lighthouse, this section of the absurdest 
house at Tuxedo Park, is meant fora bell and 
clock tower? The gold medalist has at least 
perceived that the clock is of some impor- 
tance. This is of wrought iron, dial and 
hands; it covers the four facades from 
the Cyclopean arch to the eaves under 
the bell room. The roof is to be of red tiles, the 
walls of boulaers. Here, again, we get weigkt 
and mass, show of wealth, the feeling of brute 
masses of money. For it costs a good deal to 
build these four unneeded arches of gigantic 
blocks. Why notspend half thesum only and 
give the other to an architect who studies lines 
for their beauty and knows how to be simple 
without being dull? 

The geld medalist has introduced a drinking 
trough of stone in his design at which Breton 
peasants are giving aeow todrink. Perbaps if 
this is put up some peasants will be imported. 
Some of the designs are interesting in one way 
or another. That marked with a star in a circle 
is possibly of all the worthiest to get a prize. 

t is Renaissance classical, and from the 
simple clock face on each of the four 
sides, below a bell chamber with three arched 
openings, run two bands in relief to the arch of 
the door. The Italian Campanilé effectis marked. 
Details of the exterior of bell chamber and pyra- 
midal reof are a trifle heavy; but, taken ali in 
all, the design is the most dignifled and restful 
of the whole set.

VERY PLAIN TALE.

So far as concerns the tariff and the reve- 
nue surplus the President came out squarely in

All that was done in Chicago early in the Sum- 
mer of 1884. What was done then and there 
must stand until another National Convention 
of equal authority with the one of four years 
previous meets and defines the principles of the 
party.

If a newspaper interview, based on a synopsis 
ofthe President’s message, is to be taken as 
more binding than the platform of the party, 
then it would hardly be worth while to hola an- 
other National Convention, and the eall for 
June 19 had better be canceled. I? Paris has 
done its share in furnishing the platform let 
Berlin or some other European capital namé the 
ticket. 

It is most earnestly to be hoped that the edit- 
ors, like P. Nixon and Whitelaw Reid, who seem 
inclined to see in the present tariff a sacred 
white aleppans which it would be sacrilege to 
touch will not persist in alienating themselves 
from the Republican Party. Some of them have 
done excellent service in the past, and all are 
capable of doing much good work in the future. 
The last National Republican platform pledged 
the party “‘ to correct the inequalities of the tar- 
iff and to reduce the surplus,” and that pledge 
cannot be violated without disloyalty to Repub- 
licanism. The monopoly trusts and rings which 
have combined to capture the Republican Party 
have undertaken a bigger “act than they 
can reasonably hope to carr on

BROOKLYN PHILHARMONIC, 


The programme of the Broo 
harmonic Society’s public Prete tet em 
Academy of Music yesterday was arranged with 
regard to the faet that the day was the anniven 
sary of Beethoven’s birth. The orchestral num 
bers were the “Leonora” overtures Nos. 1, 2, 
and 3, and the seventhsymphony. The E flat piano 
concerto was played by Friéulein Adele Aus dsr 
Ohe. All readers of musical bistory know that 
Beethoven spent much time and study over his 


instrumental preludes to “Fidelio.” The No. 1 
overture, which he wrote first, was 
once during his life, and that at Pare waheen 
When the opera was produced at the Theatre an 
der Wein on Nov. 20,1805, the No, 2 Creatans 
was played. The opera was performed only 
three times, and then withdrawn, It was 
reproduc at the Imperial private theatre 
on Mareb 29 and April 10, 1806, and on these 
occasions the great No. 3 overture was played. 
The one in E, known as the overture to « Ft- 
delio” and now always given prefatory to the 
Crete, was first played on May 26, 1806, at the 
drnorther Theatre, Vienna. The No. 1 over. 
ture is founded on different themes and con. 
structed differently from those which suceeeded 
it; but No. 3 1s sitaply an improvement—a grand 
one—on No, 2. e trumpet episode does not 
occur in the firstand is treated differently in 
the third from what it ig in the 
second. Though the same themes are 
used in No.3 as in No. 2, their elaboration 
in the measures immediately preceding the 
entrance of the trumpet is far more t oc and 
powerful in the former than in the latter, while 
the succeeding part of the overture No. 3 rises 
to a majesty barely suggested by the finale af 
No. 2. The performance of the three works in 
succession yesterday was not only instructive, 
but apd re a result to which the admirable 
werk of the orchestra contributea much, The 
E flat concerto is a noble work, and Frdulain 
Aus der Ohe deserves warm praise for her well- 
conceived, intelligent, and finished ‘ormauce 
of it. The composition is seldom played so ex- 
cellently. As for the seventh symphony no one 
needs to be reminded that in themes, develop. 
ment, and symmetry of form it is a perfect com 
position, which has not been surpassed by any 
one symphonic work composed since its date. 
r. [Thomas’s orchestra was in excellent form 
yesterday afternoon and the result was a most 
commendable performance. The same pro- 
gramme will be repeated this evening.

TO PURIFY THE BALLOT BOX 


ASSEMBLYMAN SAXION’S ELEO- 


TORAL. REFORM SCHEME. 
POINTS OF A PROPOSED BILL TO 'PRE- 
VENT BRIBERY AND TO SWEEP 

AWAY WORKERS AT THE POLLS. 
Rocuester, N. Y., Dec. 16.—The Hon. 
‘Charles T. Saxton, who next month will begin 
his secondterm as Representative of the eastern 
istrict of Wayne in the Assembly, has for some 
time past been studying the subject of electoral 
}eform, and intends to introduce during this Win- 
ter’s session of the Legislature a measure having 
such reform in view and possessing several 
striking, not to say novel, features. Mr. Saxton 
Jaa member of the legislative committee at 
present investigating the telephone companies 
ofthe State, and in that capacity visited this 
city, together with the other members of the com- 
‘mittee, to-day. A representative of the Roch- 


‘ester Herald improved the occasion to procure : 


Information regarding Mr. Saxton’s electoral 
‘reform scheme. 

»“ {tis my intention,” said Mr. Saxton, ‘‘to in- 
ftroduce at the next session of our Legislature 
\some measure to prevent or lessen the evils that 
now cluster around our elective system. The 
‘dea has been frequently suggested to me of late, 
‘and I think opinion is beginning to be aroused to 
the necessity of action in that direction. My ex- 
\perience during my short political career has 
wonvinced me that the bribery of electors is not 
ionly a great but a rapily growing evil. The 
armies of mercenaries about the polling places 
geem to increase with each recurring election. 


Tt is certain that the results of our elections 
are frequently determined by creatures who 
jare dead to all sentiments of honor and patriot- 
‘sm. The frequent spectacle of bribe-givers and 
pbribe-takers is annually presented in every elec- 
Aion district througbout the State, and cannot 
put be demoralizing to the mass of voters. We 

ot only wink at these things, but many of us 

ave come to think of them as the necessary 
and rather humorous concomitants of elections. 
‘Our present laws condemn and severely punish 
these offenses, but the worst of it is these laws 
are openly and persistently violated, and con- 
~wietion under them is next to impossible and is 
rarely attempted. 

“Can we or can we not make the use of money 
at the polls impossible, or at all events imprac- 
ticable? To do sois my aim. My general pur- 
pose is to secure toeach voter absolute inde- 
jpendence of action. The secret ballot was es- 
‘tablished with that end in view, but it has not 
‘accomplished its mission. A corps of ticket 
peddlers of each party surrounds the polling 
Place, and the voter cannot reach there with- 
jout being pulled and hauled about and per- 
haps insulted. The ‘workers’ are on hand to 
‘exercise their arts of coaxing and builying and 
openly buying votes. A ward worker places the 
ticket in the hands of his victim and walks him 
‘up to the polis like alamb led to the slaughter. 
The only way,in my judgment, to avoid these 
prils is tosweep away from the polling places 
these gangs of so-called ‘workers’ and furnish 
the voter with facilities for absolute freedom 
and secrecy, so that he may act upon his own 

udgment, uninfluenced by the various forces I 
ave mentioned. 

“Such is my idea in ontline. Itis not by any 
means original with me. The broad Australian 
Jaw ineludes many of the features that I aeem 
‘essential, and a somewhat similar system of 
elections is in vogue in the Dominion of Canada. 
‘The provisions of the California code prohibit 
any distribution of tickets within 100 feet of 

volling places. I do not know that any other 
state has as yet adopted a similar regulation, 
put it has manifest advantages. The main feat- 
ures of the Australian law I referred to are: 
The State furnishes all tickets for the election; 
and the voter retires to an absolutely secret 
siace, where he indicates the persons for whom 
e desires to vote. 

“This would tend to prevent the buying of 
votes, for no man or party would care to pay 
for what it would have absolutely no assurance 
of receiving. It would insure quiet, peaceful 
elections, and that opportunity for calm de- 
liberation on the part of the voter that would 

‘produce the best results. That elass of people 
who value the ballot only as they would a piece 
of merchandise would perhaps remain away 
from the polls. Thus the political power would 
fall into the hands of honest thinking men, and 
the netter portion of our citizens would take a 
correspondingly greater interest in politics. 

“Owing to press of business and other causes 
I have not yet so fully digested the matter as to 
feel warranted in trying to construct a formal 
bill Lam, however, gathering data on the sub- 

ect. I am certain that the people must take a 

<een interest in any honest attempt for greater 

purity of elections,and I have received en- 
couraging words from the persons with whom I 
have conversed on the subject. It is a matter 
that deserves and needs the attention of the 
press, and a thorough discussion of it by the 
newspapers of the State is desirable from every 
point of view. I will give you, however, what 
lo me seems should coustitute the salient feat- 
nres of the law; 

“ First—The Boards of Supervisors of the sev- 
eral counties should provide all ballots to be 
used within their respective counties at all 

_ elections, except, perhaps, town meetings, the 
expense to be borne by the counties the same as 
‘other necessary printing. They should delegate 
the person or persons who shall print the tick- 
ets, making such arrangements aa to terms, &c., 

they deem fitting, and provide for their dis- 
Yribution among the several election districts of 
the county. They should determine how many 
will be needed for each polling place, and fur- 
nish an adequate supply for the use of all 
electors. 

~ S2cond—Every nominating convention should, 
at least 15 days before the time appointed forthe 
election, send to each County Clerk in the State a 
certificate signed by the President ana Secretary 
of such convention, giving a full list of all can- 
didates named by such convention and the 
offices for which they are respectively nomi- 
nated. The County Clerk of each county at least 
10 days before the election 2S prepare a full 
and compiete list or lists, duly certified under 
his hand and seal, of ail persons named for each 
office by the several conventions, and deliver 
the same to the person or persons designated by 
the Board of Supervisors to print the ballots for 
such county. 

‘‘ Third—The ballots for use in any county 
shall be uniform in appearance, and shal! all be 
printed upon the same kind of paper, (which 
shall be white,) and with the same kind of type. . 
There shall be one ballot for State officers and 
one for county officers, one for judiciary, one 
for Congress, one for State Senator, one for 
member of Assembly, and one for School Com- 
missioner. The names of all the persons named 
by the various parties shall be printed upon the 
Btate ticket, a separate list, alphabetically ar- 
ranged, for each office to be filled, and headed 
by the title of office. The same method shall be 
adopted with the several other tickets. 

“ Fourth—The ballots allowed’ at each polling 
district shall be delivered to the Chairman of the 
Board of Inspectors of Election of that district 
on the Saturday before the election. They sball 
be brought to the polis at the opening thereof on 
election day (supposing, of course, that it willbe 
on Tuesday as at present) ready for the use of 
the electors, unfolded, and shall be distributed 
by the Board of Inspectors, one to each elector 
as he shall call for the same for the purpose of 
voting. Before delivering the ballot to the elect- 
or the Chairman skali place his initials upon the 
ballot in such a place that they can be seen after 
the ballot is properly folded. No elector shall re- 
ceive more than one ballot uniess he shows the 
board that the one delivered to him has been 
moutilated or destroyed. <A private room or 
rooms sball be provided (furnished with proper 
writing materials) where the elector, having re- 
ceived his ballot, can retireand prepare the 
same for voting. This shall be done by erasing 
witha pencil all names except those of the per- 
son he desires to vete for. The voter may, if he 
chooses, erase ali the names and substitute. 

others of his own choice. An eleetor who can- 
not read, either because of infirmity or igno- 
rance, (provided that he made oath that he can- 
not read the names on his ballot) may select one 
of the inspectors to go with Lim into this private 
room who shali fix the ballot as theelector shall 
dictate. Except in such a case only one person 
ehall be permitted to enter the room ata time, 
and no other shall enter until he has come out. 

“ Fifth—No person shall be permitted to re- 
main in the room where the voting is going on 

« Sixth—No elector shall take his ballot away 
besides the memopers of the Beard of Inspectors 
and two representatives of each party, to be 
designated in such mannerjas shall be provided. 
But one voter shall enter at a time. 
from the polling room before mentioned. No 
elector shall receive a ballot from any person 
other than a member of the Board of Inspectors, 
and no person other than members of said 

board shall deliver any ballot to such elector. 

No elector shall show nis ballot, nor shall any 

person be permitted to look at said ballot after 

it is ready to be voted.”

NEW INDUSTRY FOR GIRLS.

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THE NORTHERN WHEAT OROP. 


FIGURES AS TO THE AMOUNT NOW 
AVAILABLE. 

Sr. Pau, Minn.. Dec. 16.—The Pioneer 
Press bas made avery careful estimate of the 
amount of wheat in store in country elevators, 
and the result is here given below. These figures 
have been made up from the most reliable 
sources possible, and are believed to be nearly 
correct. There is nowin storein all country 
elevatorsin all lines of railroad in Minnesota 
and Dakota, outside of Minneapolis, St. Paul, 
and Duluth, 18,700,000 bushels. Of this amount, 
itis stated, 2,000,000 bushels are of old wheat, 
which was held over from the last cre), leaving 
about 17,000,000 bushels of the newcrop in 
store now. The greatest amount of wheat is 
held in the northern lines of railroads, nearly 


two-thirds of the entire amount being in that 
section of Minnesota and Dakota and north of 
the eastern and western lines through Minne- 


polis. 

The distribution tn the southern part of the 
State is very uneven. On some lines where 
the crops were thrifty there is very little wheat, 
while on others, where it was supposed crops 
were almost a failure, there is a surprisingly 
large amount. From the above figures, taken in 
connection with the amount of wheat that has 
been moved on this crop, it is very conclusive 
that all former estimates as to the extent of 
the crop of the North must have been con- 
siderably short of the mark. Tho Pioneer Press 
made up a very careful estimate of the crop 
about the lst of November, which indicated the 
total yield about 86,000,000 bushels in Minne- 
sota and Dakota. Tnere is no doubt now that 
if the above estimate of amount in country 
elevators is correct, that the crop is nearly 
86,000,000. 

The Pioneer Press has taken no pains on its 
own account to ascertain the amount still hela 
by farmers. Some of the most reliable and con- 
servative elevator men in Minneapolis have re- 
cently made careful investigation on this point, 
and the estimates of these gentlemen placed the 
amount in farmers’ hands at 35 per cent. Later 
estimates reduced this, the lowest figures he- 
ing 20 per cent., while the highest were 30 per 
cent. of the surplus above bread and seed. Tak- 
ing the lowest estimate, there is still remaining 
15,000,000 bushels in farmers’ hands, which 
will, in all probability, be marketed before the 
new crop comes in. Assuming that these 
figures are not far out of the way, or, at least 
Within conservative limits, the following state- 
ment will be: Crop received at Minneapolis since 
Sept. 12, 23,000,000 bushels; crop received at 
Duluth, 10,500,000 bushels; in country ele- 
vators, 17,000,000 bushels; in transit and on 
side track, 1,500,000 bushels; Southern ship- 
ments, 5,000,000 bushels; consumed by country 
mills, 5,000,000 bushels; in farmers’ hands to 
come out, 15,000,000 bushels; bread and seed, 
19,000,000 bushels; total, 96,000,000 bushels. 
Some of the best grain men in the country, who 
have been questioned in regard to the amount 
consumed by outside milis, say that the above 
statement is below rather than above the actual 
amount. : 

The country merchant millers have ground 
more flour this year than ever before during the 
sametime. Two mills at Winona alone have 
consumed nearly 1,500,000 bushels of wheat 
since the new crop began to move, and all the 
mills throughout Minnesota and Dakota have 
been rushed to their utmost capacity to keep up 
with their orders. - 

Of the correctness of the other items there can 
be little doubt. This will make the available 
surplus from now till the new crop about as 
follows: In store in Minneapolis to 12th at 
7,434,000 bushels; in store in Duluth, 4,326,000 
bushels; at St. Paul, 275,000 bushels; in country 
elevators to come out, 17,000,000 bushels; in 
country, 1,500,000 bushels; in farmers’ hands, 
15,000,000 bushels; total, 45,535,000 bushels. 

Minneapolis and Duluth are now receiving be- 
tween 500 and 600 cars per day and it will read- 
ily be seen that the movement cannot keep up 
at this rate much longer, or if it does that there 
isa supply of wheat still back in the country 
which nobody knows anything about.

NEwsurG, N. Y., Dec. 16.—The announce- 
ment made recently that the Government would 
not allow the ice companies to pay the thou- 
sands of boys and men they employ for two or 
three weeks to harvest the ice crop along the 
Hudson River with what are known as ice 
tickets has been the theme of much discussion 
and comment all the way between this city and 
Albany, on both banks of the river. During the 
season of 1886-7, and that ‘ice year’ may be 
said to be a fair criterion to go by, the 
various companies paid out at least $50,000 


for labor. This is a large sum, considering how 
short the harvesting season is and from the fact 
that the recipients of the money, or tickets, 
which mean the same thing, at once put it in cir- 
culation for necessaries of life. The correspond- 
entofTHE TIMES has obtained the views of 
merchants at various points along the shore, 
and with few execeptious they say they were 
satisfied with the ice-ticket system. The mer- 
chants receive the tickets, generally speaking, 
within afew hours after the laborers receive 
them, and there is never any trouble in having 
the pasteboards honored at their full face value. 

Superirtendents and managers of ice compa- 
nies say that if they will not be allowed to pay 
out tickets in lieu of money aa heretofore they 
will be compelled to resort totime cards, and 
speculation as to how that system would work, 
provided it were adopted, would be idle. The 
principal anxiety of the icemen at present is 
the extraordinary mild weather for this time of 
the year, and the constant croaking of weather 

rophets that the remainder of the Winter will 
oe mild indeed. The failure to harvest an ice 
crop between now and Spring, between here 
and Albany, would entail a prospective loss of 
$500,000.

‘FEDERATION OF LABOR. 


MANY SUBJECTS OF INTEREST DISCUSSED 
BY THE DELEGATES. - 

BaLtTimor¥, Dec. 16.—The first matter 
that occupied the attention of the American 
Federation of Labor this morning was a letter 
trom the Cigarmakers’ Union of California urg- 
ing the convention te petition Congress to adopt 
some measure that will effectually put an end 
to the importation of Chinese cheap labor. The 
letter was ordered to be apread upon the 
minutes, ana the convention resumed considera. 
tion of the new constitution as submitted by the 
committee. A discussion as to the best method 
of financially supporting strikes resulted in the 


adoption of a clause enforcing an assessment of 
5 cents per week per member, said clause, how- 
ever, not to become a law untilit has received 
the sanction of the minor organizations, It 
was decided to reduce the per capita tax 
for the support of the Federation from 
one-half to one-fourth of 1 cent per month on 
all members in good standing of minor organ- 
izations, and an annual tax of $25 on all State 
federations. There was a long discussion as to 
whether or not local unions should be compelled 
to form themselves Into State federations, and a 
clause was inserted in the constitution urging 
the importance of the formation of local organ- 
izations into State or central labor unions, and 
of their affiliation with the American Federation 
of Labor. The discussion developed a decidedly 
antagonistic spirit toward the methods resorted 
to by the Knights of Labor to increase their rep- 
resentation in State and national ‘conventions, 
and the Federation arraigned itself against the 
older order in firmly standing by its avowed 
purpose of allowing each minor organization the 
right to manage its own affairs. 

Prof. R. T. Ely, of Johns Hopkins University, 
was given an opportunity to deliver a brief 
address. He spoke on the advantages of united 
action, and of the recent awakening of public 
interest in the condition of the laboring classes. 
He deprecated strikes, and advised moderation 
in dealing with non-union men, many of whom 
he declared to be honest and worthy men. 

In view of the rapid advancement in the per- 
fecting of labor-saving machinery and the con- 
sequent decrease in the number of workmen 
employed in many industries, it was resolved 
that efforts be made to secure the enactment by 
case of laws that will reduce the hours of 
abor. 

The following officers were elected by acclama- 
tion: President—Samuel Gompers of New-York, 
representing the [International Cigarmakers’ 
Union; First Vice-President—Daniel McLaugh- 
lin, representing the Illinois Miners’ Associa- 
tion; Second Vice-President-—-William Martin of 
the Amalgamated Iren and Steel Workers’ Asso- 
ciation; Secretary—P. J. McGuire of the Phila- 
aelphia Brotherhoed of Carpenters and Joiners; 
Treasurer--Gabriel Edmonson of the Washing- 
ton Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners. 

The selection of & place for holding the next 
convention was taken up, and Chicago, St. 
Leuis, Pittsburg, and Toronto had each many 
advocates, but St. Louis was finally chosen, 
after which the convention adjourned until to- 
morrow, when it hopes to finish its work. 


AGAINST THE INSURANOE COMPANY, 

Maggie Callen, a servant girl, insured her 
brother’s life in the Metropolitan Insurance 
Company for a small sum in April, 1884, and 
paid the preminms until the following July. 


After that she didnot pay for 18 months, at the 
end of which time she paid the accumulated 
premiums in full. The agent collecting them 
credited the  geleccert to a policy held by Maggie 
on the life of another brother, and when, afew 
weeks later, the first brother died, the company 
refused to pay the amount of his policy. Maggie 
brought suit, the defense being that the agent 
had no right to collect premiums after a 
period of four weeks had elapsed without pay- 
ment. Stiilthe jury gave Maggie a verdict for 
$216, which, however, Justice Cullen set aside, 
on the ground thatthe agent had exceeded his 
authority and that the company was not bound 
by the payment because it had been credited to 
another policy. 

Yesterday the General Term handed down a 
decision reversing that of Justice Cullen and 
ordering & new trial, holding that the plaintiff 
could not be held liable for the misconduct of 
the agentin deceiving his company, but that 
the oe was distinctly bound by the act of its 
agent.

OF A WICKED BEAR 


UNCLE LEW SIMONS’S HISTO- 
RY OF A YOUNG CUB. 
HOW HE WAS CAPTURED, REARED, ED- 
UCATED, SOLD, RAFFLED FOR, AND 

EVENTUALLY FOUND DEAD. 

Sanp Cut, Penn., Dec. 16.—This settle- 
ment, in tho southwestern corner of Wayne 
County, within a few steps of Laekawanna 
County and almost within gunshot of the wildest 
portions of Pike, Monroe, and Luzerne Coun- 
ties, is the shipping centre for the tan bark, rail- 
road ties, telegraph poles, lumber, and other 
products of the forests of a large portion ot all 
these five counties. The railroad station is 
talled Gouldsborough, after Jay Gould, who be- 
gan his career asa partner of the famous Col. 
Zadock Pratt in the tanning business ubout 
35 yoars ago, six miles from Sand Cut, 
in the Luzerne County wilderness. This place 
boing a common centre, the tavern near 
the railroad station—a tavern built by Pratt & 
Gould in 1858—is almost daily the rendezvous 
of many quaint and curious citizens of the vari- 
ous mountain backwoods regions hereabout— 
lumbermen, bark .peélers, tie choppers, team- 
aters, hunters, and trappers. They are all hunt- 
t 8, as a matter of fact, and at this season of the 
year the burden of their grotesque conversation 
is the chase—the “ b’ar hunt,” the deer drive, or 
the bagging of the stealthy catamount. One of 
the prominent figures of the village of Sand Cut 


itself is Unele Lew Simons, who was a leading 
contractor in the building of the Delaware and 
Lackawanna Railroad through this difficult 
region more than 30 years ago, the first sta- 
tion agent of the road at Gouldsborough, and 
the firat lanalord of Jay Gould's tavern. 

The territic bear fights that backwoodsmen 
have had, sitting around the stove at the Sand 
Cut Tavern, and the wounded bucks that they 
have wrestled with, and the savage catamounts 
they have killed just in time to save their own 
lives, have probably no parallel in the entire 
range of wild adventure. At a@ recent spmpo- 
sium of this kind the assembled representatives 
of the mountains and swamps of five counties 
had handled the bears and wildeats with more 
than their usual harshness, and Uncle Lew 
Simons raised a voice of protest, 

*Thereia no doubt in the world,” said he, 
* but what you fellows haye obliterated a good 
many bears and things, but among all the bears 
you ever killed, saw, or heard of there never 
was one that could hold a candle fer wicked- 
edness and cussedness to a tame bear I once had 
the distinction of being the proprietor of. He 
appeared first in history as an eye witness to 4 
dreadful tragedy; his whole career was wicked, 
and hisend was ignominious. I will tell you 
the story of that wicked bear. 

“He was born in the Spring of 1867 some- 
where on the headwaters of the Ottawa River, 
in Canada. A French Canadian known among 
hunters as Jack Leatherlegs, was a famons 
cnide and hunter in that region, and he had 
come out best in many a fight with the wild 
animals that were numerous along the Ottawa 
in those days, and are yet, for that matter. One 
day in April, 1867, a party of hunters found 
Jack’s dead body in the woods not far from his 
eabin. The clothing was oe ail torn from it, 
every rib on the right side was broken, and there 
were bad wounds all other the body. A few feet 
away lay an enormous she bear, also dead. 
Three little cubs were nestled between here fore 
paws, whining piteously. The story was plainly 
told. Bold Jack Leatherlegs had met his match 
atlast. His body was taken to the nearest set- 
tlement and buried. The three cubs were carried 
off by the hunters. One of them was sent to J. B. 
White, who kept ahotelat Waymart, thiscounty, 
by a brother of his who was in Canada at the 
time and purchased the cub. A few nights after 
the bearjcub arrived in Waymart there was a ball 
at White’s Hotel. The baby bear had already 
become a universal pet, and had the run of the 
heuse. Among those present at the ball was a 
party from Honesdale. When the festivities of 
the dance were at their height the orphaned 
dear cub was for the time forgotien, ana when, 
after the ball broke up, its owner went to look 
up the cub it wasamong the missing. ‘The house 
and grounds were searched, but no trace of the 
little bear could be found. Two or three days 
later White learned that there was a bear cub in 
the Allen House barn in Honesdale. He went to 
Honesdale, but the proprietor of the Allen House 
wanted the young bearso much that White ac- 
cepted $50 for it and went home. 

“The bear grew to be a great pet in Hones- 
dale. Allen named him Jeff Davis. As he in- 
creased in size and age his temper grew bad. 
At6 months old he was very large for his age. 
One day in the Fall ef 1867 one of the dining 
room girls of the Alien House went out to where 
Jeff Davis was chained to feed him buckwheat 
cakes and honey, of which he was extremely 
fond. Some boys had been teasing him and he 
was in an ugly humor. When the girl stepped 
up to him and handed him a pancake the bear 
seized her around the body with his fore legs, 
and would have hugged her to death but for the 
assistance of a stable man, who ran and prodded 
Jeff Davis with a pitehfork until he released the 
girl, who fell senseless to the ground. She was 
badiy hurt and was laid up for a week or two. 
Allen at once declared that he would sell the 
bear to any one for $20. I happened to be in 
Honesdale, and, as I thought my establishment 
here—I was keeping this hotel then—couldn’t 
be complete without a bear, [ bought Jeff 
Davis on the spot. I had him caged 
up in @ hogshead and transported 
40 miles in a wagon from Honedale over the 
hills to Sand Cut. I chained the bear to a flag- 
pole that stood in front of the tavern, and it 
wasn't long before a big double-listed teamster 
from Monroe County pitched into him tor a 
wrestling match. ‘The bear threw the bush- 
whacker quicker than you could say ‘scat,’ and 
I immediately made an offer of $50: to any one 
who could throw Jeff. Every day for three 
years the boys used to have round after round 
with him, but no one won the #50. Finally a 
big Dutch teamster from ¢Tobyhauna eame here 
on purpese to down the bear and waik away 
with the purse. He stood 6 feet 3, andit wasa 
well-known fact that he conld lift an ox. The 
bear had grown to be one of the biggest animais 
of his kind, 1f not the biggest, that was ever scen 
in this region, but I wasn’t betting a cent more 
than my original offer that he could get away 
With that big Dutchman. The teamster 
tackled the bear, and no one who had ever 
Wrestied with Jeff was thrown quite as qnickly 
and neatly as that Dutchman was. He was the 
most astonished-leoking man you ever saw 
whenhe picked himself up ana looked around 
at Jeff, who stood as unconcerned as eould be, 
all ready for another bout. 

“The big teamster tried threejrounds with the 
bear, and was thrown every time. He came up 
for the fourth round, His persistency aroused 
Jeft’s temper, and in the fourth round he hurled 
the giant teamster clear into the middle of the 
road, a distance of not less than 10 feet. That 
got the teamster’s Dutch up, and he swore he 
would shoot the bear the next time he came to 
the Cut. I knew the man’s ugly disposition, and, 
not wanting the bear killed, £ sold Jeff for $25 
toamanfrom Scranton, who took him to that 
eity. Jeff was chained in a coal yard and kept 
there for a year, when his owner put him 
up at a raflie for $250. I took a chance 
in the raiile, and went to Seranton 
and won the bear. I put him up the same night 
for $100 and won him again. The bear was 
rafiled off six times that night and more than 
$1,000 changed hands on him. The sixth time 
he was won by Ira Tripp, the millionaire coal 
mine owner. He wanted to bet $100 that he 
could ride the bear the entire length of Lacka- 
Wabnna-avenue, the main street in Scranton. I 
took the bet. Tripp, who was over 70 years old, 
mounted Jeff Davis. The bear carried him a rod 
or two and then dumped him as neatly as a trick 
muie in a cireus could haye doneit. Tripp paid 
the bet and I bought the bear from him for $25 
and presented himtoafriend. Je made it too 
lively for him, and he gave the bear to the 
Blooming Grove Park Association, down in Pike 
County. Jeff was taken to the game preserve of 
the association and chained to a pole near the 
gamekeeper’s cottage. The cottage was two 
wiles from any other house. Jeff Davis was 5 
years old when he became the property of the 
park and stood nore than four feet high. His 
iemper had become perpetually soured, and this 
fact was at once recognized that he was@ pet 
Waich it was best to keep at a distance. 

“One day, soon after Jef? had been placed in 
the gamekeeper’s charge, the latter teok his gun 
apart and was cleaning it in froutof the cottage. 
The bear was lying on the grounda few feet 
away. Suddenly the gamekeceper received a 


blow on the head that knocked him fiat on the * 


ground and stunned him fora moment. RKeecov- 
ering himself, he jumped to his feet, and looking 
around, saw Jeff Davis on his haunches a few 
steps away. The bear had broken his fastenings 
in sume manner and had startéd out for fun. 
Jeff advanced at once toward the gamekeeper, 
growling savagely and with blood in his eye. 
The gamekeeper ran into the lodge and fastened 
himself in. The bear laid siege to the house, 
and for two days and nights kept so closea 
Wuteh on the gamekeeper that he could net ef- 
fect hiscscape. During that time the supplies 
of the lodge were exhausted, and the gamekeep- 
er was about to risk fighting his way to liberty, 
when an idea oecurred to him, There was an old- 
fashioned rope bedstead in an upper room in the 
jodge. The gamekeeper removed the rope 
fom it, and making a slip noose in one 
cat of it, opened a window in the 
room and pretended to be getting out of it. In- 
stantly the bear came rushing tothe spot. He 
rosé upion his hind fest under the window, 
with paws and jaws ready to receive his victim, 
As Jeff stood there in expectancy the game- 
keeper dropped the improvised lasso down over 
the bear's yreat paws and quickly drew the 
noose tightly about them, The bear was caught, 
andho kpew it. While he was howling with 
rage and hiting at the stout rone the gamekeeper 
wound the other end of the rope around a leg of 
the bedstead and secured it. He then hurried 
out of the lodge by aback door and dashed 
nway forhelp. He wet two hunters amile from 
the lodge, and they returned with him. He had 
made up his mind to take the responsibility of 
ordering the ugly bear shot on sight. He was 
taved this trouble, however, for when he and 
the hunters reached the lodge the bear wns dead. 
Iv his efforts to get loose from the rope he had 
tangled it about his neck, aud the tightening 
coils had strangled him to death. I always be- 
lieved that Jeff, seelng how he had allowed bim- 


Bélf to be fooled, had turned to and hanged him- 
#eli on purpose.” 


AGAINSI THE SALOONS. 


REPUBLICANS WHO ARE EARNEST 
THE MOVEMENT. 

Syracus#, N. Y., Dee. 16.—The Republic- 
an Anti-Saloon State League thia morning re- 
elected ex-Judge Noah Davis of New-York 
President. Forty Vice-Presidénts at large and 
one for each county were elected. Frank Moss 
of New-York was chosen Secretary, and James 
8 ‘rhurston of New-York Treasurer. Judge 
Davis accepted the Presidency as a Republican 
who is deeply in earnest in the movement 
against the saloon. He pointed to the Repub- 
lican record as the noblest ever made by any 
party on earth, and declared that, having es- 
tablished free soil everywhere in this land, the 
party would now move on to the extirpa- 
tion of the liquor traffic. Among the Viee- 
Presidests are Col. KE. P. Hill, William M. 
Evarta, ic. F. Shepard, Thomas L, James, the Rov. 
Dr. A. S$. MoArthur,Col. H. P. Ketcham,Theron G. 
Strong, Francis A. Paimer, James M. Bundy, 


Col. R. C. Hawkins, and Theodore Roosevelt of 
New-York, Hugh McDongall, George B. Feor- 
rester, Stewart L. Woodford and Augustus 
Frank of Brooklyn, Andrew D. White of Ithaca, 
M. B. Anderson of Rochester, Ellis H. Roberts 
of Utica, J. I. Plats of Poughkeepsie, Dr. Henry 
Foster of Clifton, ex-Goy. Myron H. Clark of 
Canandaigua, and E. A. Merritt of Potsdam. 
Judge Davis and Dr, B. D. Peck of Madisen 
spoke at length in advocacy of the movement, 

This afternoon the following platform was 
adopted: 


“ We, the representatives of the New-York State 
Anti-Saloon Republican League, in annual session 
assembied, hereby declare, 

“That becanse there is an irrepressible conflict 
between the liquor traffic and Christian civilization 
and the wisest moral and political policies of the 
country, 

“Therefore this convention reiterates its grounds 
of hostility te the drinking saloons of our 
country heretofore set forth in the = ad- 
dresses of our = national and State conven- 
tions, and declares that in our judgment 
saioons ought to be utterly extirpated, not only for 
the reasons urged in such addresses, but also be- 
cause the proprietors and conductors of such saloons 
have combined in open Warfare against the Ameri- 
can Sabbath by demanding that all parties shail 
yield that sacred institution to desecration and abuse 
of their unholy business. 

“That the compact between saloons and brewers 
and distillers who supply and maintain them has 
now reached a point where the Kepublican Party 
must accept the issue, and with no uncertain 
sound declare its position ot determined hostility to 
those organized enemies of good morals and the 
sacred !institntions of four land, or abandon its 
claim tobea party of law and order, opposed to 
vice andcrime, Anarchy, Nihilism, and Socialism 
and their attendant evils. 

“That the example of the late election in Pennsyl- 
vania has shown how wise and politic it is for the 
Republican Party to be true tg the convictions ot 
its members, to whom the duty of suppressing this 
greatest source of crime and vice is one of the 
noblest objects of political action. Courage is the 
highest virtue in every conflict with wrong. We 
approve the declarations of the party heretofore 
made in faver of the submission of a prohib- 
itery constitutional amendment, and in favor 
of local option by counties or towns or 
wards, and restriction by taxation and in 
every lawful mode in such localities as do not pro- 
hibit the liquor trafiic, and we urge the Legislature 
now xbout toassemble to pass such measures as 
shall give these declarations practical effect. We 
demand a repeal of the law known as thei ‘ manda- 
mus act.’ We are in hearty sympathy with the 
efforts of citizens of every community, and espe- 
cially of our cities, to attack, limit, and restrict the 
liquor traflic within their bounds s by whatever 
method may seem to them to be most feasible. We 
urge the voters of all parties to exert themselves in 
every town to secure the choice of ‘no license’ Ex- 
cise Commissioners, and to enforce prohibition and 
the restrictive provisions of the present oxcise 
law until better laws shall be provided. And we 
call upon all good citizens to co-operate with us in 
securing the objects set forth in this declaration.”

BUILDING OF 
LEGATION. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Tho new Mexican 
Legation building, recently finished, is on I- 
street, northwest, in a fashionable part of the 
capital city. Itis within a block of McPherson- 
square. The heme of ex-Minister John W. Fos- 
ter is on one side and that of Chief-Justice Waite 
on the ether. Banker J. W. Thompson and 
Senator Chandler live on the same side of the 
street. Diagonally opposite is the hotei 
of John Chamberlin, and across Fifteenth,on 
the opposite corner, is the Hamilton Fish house, 


rebuilt, owned, and occupied by John R. 
MeLean. The Mexican Legation is a three-story 
double house built of pressed brick, with brown- 
stone trimmings. The halthigh-stoop doorway 
is reached by a flight of brownstone steps, with 
heavy hewn pillars and balustrades. The double 
entrance door is of cherry wood, with facing 
of oak of a light hue, the halls and 
the wide grand staircase being also built 
of that wood, There is an L-shaped ex- 
tension that rises three stories. The end 
of the main hall opéns into a large hall 
room that is ene story high, with an arched sky- 
light. Just within the front door there is a 
large reception room, trimmed in sherry, with 
a double window in the frent hung with double 
draperies of rose-colored satin brocade and rich 
golden brown plush. The floors are eovered 
with rugs and carpets of tufted moquette in 
dark browns, reds, blues, and greens in conven- 
tional patterns. Back of the reception room 
the grand staircase descends to the smoking and 
billiard rooms. 

The grand saloon has two double sliding doors 
from the hall. The grand proportions of the 
room are reproduced by great mirrors that oc- 
cupy ali the available wali space. Tbe windows 
aré sumytuously draped with crimson satin and 
plush en one side of a window and sea-green 
plush on the other, with a crosspiece at the top 
of pale gold embroidered in green ana réd. The 
fringes and braids are very rich. She wood of 
the mantels is richly carved and the cherry 
woodwork of the room frames the great mirrors. 
The furniture of this room is temporary, 2s the 
upholsterers require four months to complete 
the set that has been ordered forit. Deuble 
sliding doors open at the end of this room 
into the salle a@ manger, a fine room, 
With the windows curtained with pale- 
green viush caught up over lace and a top band 
of green richly embroidered with gold. There is 
a massive buffet opposite the windows, with 
great papels of mirrurs on both sides of if. Back 
of this is the butler’s pantry, that opens into a 
small hall, ir which is a rear staircase for serv- 
ants. This hallopensinto the hall of the lega- 
tion ofiices, that has also a side entrance. 
Here are all the offices of the Secre- 
taries, messengers’ rooms, reception room, 
and the Minister’s private office, which is con- 
nected with the hall rooin by a double door. 
The wood of this room 1s finished with a mastic 
coat in ivory-calor lined with pale gold. ‘The 
mantel mirror is oyvalin shape. The extremes 
of the room are draped with dainty silken 
portiéres, Civans line the wails, and the large 
chandeliers are capable of throwing overall a 
brilliant light. In the event of a ball the billiard 
and smoking rooms can be used for supper 
rooms, and with the ball room occupied with 
dancers the house could entertain without 
crushing between 300 and 400 persons. 

On the second floor there are three light, airy 
chainbers, two in front, with aleoyes, and each 
having bathrooms and wardrobes. Openinginto 
the long hall are smaller chambers. The third 
fiovr is like th@seeond. Ths Mexican Minister 
and Mme. Romero, who is an American, have no 
family, but Mexican people, when any of them 
stray to Washington, claim entertainment of 
this hospitable pair, whose smaller house on K- 
street was always crowded with guests. The 
heuse will require some time for completion. 
The Minister and Mme. Romero traveled 
abroad for three months this Summer and 
ordered the furnishings in Paris. Their arrival 
has been somewhat delayed, but they will give 
® grand house-warming ballin January or early 
in February. ‘hey will aiso giye Mr. and Mrs. 
Moran of Mexico, who are new in the city, an 
informal dinner party this week, and Mme. 

{omero will be at home Tuesdays after Jan. 1. 
The legation eannot failto be one of the most 
charming houses in the capital. The Minister 
ranks high as a diplomat and his beautiful wife 
is among the most courteous of hostesses.

WHAT CAN BE MADE FROM GAS. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 16.—Prof. Col- 
lett of this city has been asked by a Prof. Cox of 
New-York to furnishhim with specimens of gas 
from the Indiana natural gas wells. In his letter 
Prof. Cox says: 


“T want the gas for a twofold purposes: first, to 
determine its full value, and second, to determine 
how many gallons of wood alcohol can be made from 
1,000 enbic feet, (methylle alcohol and common 
alcohol;) how much glycerine, chloreform, acetitic 
acid, wood vinegar, artificial fruit, ethers, sach aa 
pineapple, strawberry, rappberry, apple, bananna, 
pear flavors, also, earboelic acid, picri« acid, &e. Of 
course some gases will yield more of these products 
than others. You know when you get alcohol by 
meane of tho various flavors yon can make brandy, 
the various wines, &c. This would largely dispense 
with the growing of grapes and leave a large acre. 
yge for food products,” 
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JOY DOG OR PET DOG. 
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THE DOG FANCIERS DIVIDE OVER 
QUESTION OF NOMENCLATURE. 

The poultry show now being held at 
Madison-Square Garden is in many respects one 
of the best ever held in this country. Yet 
people do not crowd the garden to see the thou- 
sands of handsome birds, as has been the case 
heretofore. Perhaps the novelty has worn off, 
and perhaps the fact that there are so many 
fairs and other entertainments accounts for 
this in part at least. But the fact remains 
that the attendance has been very 
small thus far, and there seems no 
good reason for it unless it be that 
the managers, who are new to the business, 
don’t know how to get people there. Two years 
ago it was quite the fashionable thing for people 
to flock to the show and patronize the fowls of 
the various breeds. This year, however, society 
people don’t seem to take kindly to the aifair, 
and the rich gowns of the ladies and the even- 
ing dress of the gentlemen are noticeable for 
their absence. 

The principal feature of interest at the show 
yesterday was a row in the toy dog club, which 


was quite recently organized. The result of this 
row, which all grew out of a discussion as to 
whether the club should be known as a “ toy” or 
a“ pet” dog club, was a split in the organization, 
and the establishment of two clubs, neither one 
of which will probably ever be heard of again. 
And no one, uniess it may be the people who 
might have paraded in print as officers, will be 
apt to grieve much. The pet dog faction thought 
that to characterizo their club a8 a toy dog club 
would carry the inference thatitwasintended asa 
club for improving the breed of China dogs for 
mantelpiece ornamentation.

Trade was active, and the market was stronger from 
the start to the finish, the receipts being mauy thou- 
sand smaller than the general expectations. Ship- 
pers bought in the neighborhood of 5,000 Hogs, 
and 15,000 head were purchased to slaughter 
here. Sales were made of mixed Hogs, averag- 
ing 170 to 250 Ih., at $4 95@H5 40; heavy. Da nil 
and shippers’ Hogs, averaging 230 to 210 f., at

th., at $2@$4 60. Ten Chicago packing firms were 
buying, and Armour took the Jead with 6,000 
Hogs. The receipts averaged unusually well ,in 
quality, but there were not enough good Hogs.

CAUGHT BY WIND AND TIDE 


QVHE FERRYBOAT PAVONIA OAR- 
RIED AGAINST A STEAMSHIP. 
JIS SIDE CRUSHED IN AND SEVERAL OF 
ITS SEVEN .HUNDRED PASSENGERS 

INJURED IN THE COLSISJOR. 

The Old Dominion steamship Breakwater 
aud the Chambers-street passenger ferryboat 
Pavonia met in collision in the East River late 
yesterday afternoon. Both boats were consider- 
ably damaged, and several persons on the ferry- 
boat were more or lesa severely injured. 

The Pavonia. Capt. Alonzo Deckey, left the 
New-York slip at 4:60, with between 600 and 
700 passengers and an ordinary number of 
trucks and vehicles of various descriptions. 
At that time the fron steamer Breakwater, Capt. 
John A. Dole, from West Point, Va., with a load 
of cotton and one passenger, was proceeding up 
the river, bound for the company’s newly leased 
pier at the foot of Christopher-street. A strong 
tide was running out, and a cold and stiff north 
wind was blowing. Whistles were blown as 
*wsual, and the Pavonia glided rapidly toward 
‘her slip on the other side. She drifted out of the 


‘course and bore down upon the Breakwater, 
which was moving slowly, as is the custom with 
incoming steamers. The engine was stopped and 
then reversed, but not quick enough. The Pavonia 
was within two lengths of the ship and more than 
half of her length across the bow of the steam- 
ship when the aecident occurred. She had also 
been stopped. The Breakwater’s bow struck the 
Pavonia’s guard back of the wheel on the port 
side. The blow was so violent that the side of 
the ferryboat was crushed in for 18 feet. A hole 
the size of a barrel was punctured in the iron 
plate work of the Breakwater, and 12 feetof the 
joiner work above the wooden rail was carried 
away. 

The shock of the collision was terrific, and 
with the crash came a panic on board both craft, 
but especially among the Pavonia’s passengers. 
There was a chorus of mingled cries and shrieks 
and frantic rushes by everybody all over the 
steamer and ferryboat. The wildest excitement 
prevailed in the gentlemen’s cabin, for it was 
the rear part that had been smashed in clear 
nerosa to the driveway partition. The oceu- 

ants of that seetion were comparatively 

ew in number, owing to the habit that reg- 
ular patrons have of crowding to the shore 
and of the boats, and to this fact 
is probably due the absence of any fatalities. 
There was plenty of room, and the occupants in 
line of the Breakwater’s bow scrambled away in 
time to escape being crushed to death. Splin- 
ters flew in all directions, and added to the ter- 
rors of those on board. The intense excitement 
subsided in a measure ‘poe as 800n as it was dis- 
eovered that the hull of the Pavonia was sound, 
and there was no danger of the boat sinking. 
She proceeded at ouce to the slip, and the Break- 
water continued to her dock. 

The only passenger found to be disabled on 
the ferryboat was Frank Morriarty, aged 33, of 
Medford, Mass., a conductor on the Chicago and 
Atiantic Railroad, who was on his way to the 
Eagle Hotel, Pavonia-avenue, where he had 
been stopping for two days. He was prostrated 
by a severe shock and contusien of the hip, and 
an awbulance conveyed him to 8t. Frances Hos- 
pital He said he was in the rear part of the 
xeutlemen’s cabin, standing near the wheelbox 
reading a paper, when the crash took place. He 
Was struck on thehipand knocked against the 
seats, and,as he fell a stranger jumped over 
him and was hurt somewhat by falling against 
the iron arm pieces. 

It was reported that three men from Pater- 
son, one being ex-Aiderman David Henry, were 
injured and that friends assisted them to the 
train without delay. 

There was great excitement on both sides of 
the river when rumors of the accident sprea’ 
and anxious parents and relatives who had 
heard exaggerated rs were making in- 
guiries at both ferryhouses until late in the 
evening. @eneral Agent Staples of the 
ferryhouse was seen a sbort time  ajiter 
the accidenfi and stated that beyond the 
man Morriarity and the Paterson trio 
nobody had been injured. “I am doing my 
dest,” he said, “to find passengers who were on 
the Pavonia, and Detective Kenney has been 
sent to Paterson to gee who the three men are 
aud how badly they are hurt. Our boat had the 
right of way, and the pilot cannot be blamed.” 

When the Pavonia was unloaded she was or- 
dered forthwith to Allison’s dry dock at the foot 
ef Morgan-street, Jersey City, for repairs. No 
other ferryboat was substituted for immediate 
service and in consequence the remaining boats 
running were overcrowded, and passengers in- 
duigedin much growling and grumbling over 
aelays. There was a very large congregation of 
‘passengers and trucks on this side by reason of 
the acoident. 

The Pavonia, as seen at the dry dock, looks as 
if adynamite bomb had exploded just aft the 
wheelhouse on the port side. The opening is 
large exzough to drive two teams abreast. The 
guardrail, the floor, and the ceiling are carried 
aWay. Capt. Decker said he could not be blamed. 
He bad the right of way and blew his whistle on 
starting from this side, but did not hear any re- 
sponse from the Old Dominion steamer which 
he saw. Had she been stopped earlier than she 
was there would have been no collision. 

First Officer J. E. Tunnell of the Breakwater, 
by the light of a lantern, showed Vice-President 
W. H. Stanford of the Old Dominion Company 
and a Times reporter the hole in the bow of the 
steamship. The punctured plateis cracked its 
whole width, and will necessitate a tine 
jeb by a ship’s machinist. That, with the re- 
quired carpenter work, will probably delay the 
Steamer. She is am extra runner, and the small- 
est boatin the line. The first officer said that 
Capt. Dele heard the Pavonia’s whistle and 
auswered it. She was expected*to cross the 
Breakwater’s bow, and would have done so but 
forthe tide and wind. The officer confirmed 
the statement that the steamer’s wheel had 
been reversed to get out of the way. 

The United States Inspectors will investigate 
the accident and try to fix the responsibility. 


PaTerson, N. J,, Dec. 16.—The two 
Paterson men, Richard Coughlin and David 
Henry, who were injured in the collision be- 
tween the ferryboat Pavonia and the steamship 
Breakwater this afternoon, arrived at their 
homes to-night. Coughlin is a messenger for 
two national banks and several other concerns 
in this city,and has been traveling daily be- 
tween here and New-York for 54 years, first as 
#@ conductor, and later as a messenger. On ac- 
count of his advanced age his recovery is doubt- 
ful. Henryisoneof the best known and most 
popular men of this city. Both hislegs are so 
swolien that it is impossible to tell whether any 
of the bones are broken. The two men live 
Cirectly across the street from each other.

WILL FIGHT THE UNION. 


BALL ROOM AND PARK PROPRIETORS 
TO TRY AND RUN THEIR OWN PLACES. 
The proprietors of about 25 picnic parks 

and concert halls organized not long ago an 

assoeiation for self-protection against the bar- 
keepers and waiters. They took the name of 
the Ballroom and Park Proprietors’ Association 
of New-York. The underlying story of their 

troubles came out yesterday afternoon at a 

meeting of the association at 206 Fifth-street. 

All of them had grievances, and each one told 

what his was in plain terms. Abouttwo months 

ago the Executive Committees of the four 
unions of barkeepers and waiters in this 


city issued an order insisting that all proprietors 
of pienic parks, concert halls, and ball rooms 
should sign a contract agreeing to conform 
strictly to all union rules or a strike would be 
declared immediately and the places would be 
posted as non-union places. Being business 
men who desired to have something te say in 
the conduct of their own affairs, the proprietors 
rebelled and formed a union of theirown. The 
most arbitrary of the union rules to which the 
proprietors objected were quoted at yesterday’s 
meeting. 

They were to the effect that proprietors are 
compelled to employ dishonest or gg wag 
bartenders or waiters if sent to them by the 
unions. Should they fail to do so a walking 
delegate informs them that a strike will be or- 
dered forthwith. Proprietors are also prohibited 
from taking one of their barkeepers from be- 
hind a bar, where he is of no practical use, 
and putting him behind another bar in the 
same establishment. They are allowed to place 
a cashier behind a bar, but under no circum- 
stances is he to handle a glass. <A_ superin- 
tendent may also be employed, but he is pro- 
hibited from working behind a bar, even during 
a momentary rush of business. A violation of 
these rules subjects the oifending person to a 
fine. 

If a waiter refills an empty bottle with wine 
leftin the glasses standing on a table, and is 
caught in the very act of se!ling the refilled bot- 
tle to a customer, proprietors are restricted 
from dismissing him for fear of a strike. The 
union declares it merely a mistake on the part 
of the waiter, and, though an investigation 18 
promised, no opportunity is afforded the proprie- 
tor to appear before the union to substantiate 
the charge. Proprietors are given no right 
to complain of waiters detected in charging a 
customer 15 cents for a 5-cent cigar, or failing 
to return proper change or even keeping it alto- 
gether. Neither is incompetency recognized as 
a cause for dismissal when the man is sent by 
the union. 

As an instance of this, one of the members 
present related a story about a barkeeper sent 
to him by the unton during the busy season last 
Summer. When the man took his place behind 
the bar he picked up a bottle of sarsaparilla and 
asked what it was. Upon being informed, he 
said, ‘“‘ That’s funny; I mever saw any of that 
stuff before.” He had to be kept there, too, and 
could not be assigned to any other work, for the 
walking delegate was there, ready to order a 
strike in such an event. These petty restric- 
tions were’ carried to such an extreme 
that if a bartender sheuld knock off 
several glasses upon the floor and break 
them, he was not allowed to sweep up the débris. 
He even did not not dare to go and tell the por- 
ter to doit, if that functionary happened to be 
somewhere else. He had to wait untilsome one 
came along whose duties ran inthatline. After 
all these annoyances and troubles had been dis- 
cussed at the meeting yesterday the association 
adopted a set of rules for its future government, 
which are expected to correct existing abuses, 
These rules are substantially as follows: 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary to supply 
each member with such help as he may want 
and to keep a list of eompetent barkeepers and 
waiters desiring employment. 

Dictation from .any person or persons as to 
whom a member shall employ or discharge will 
not be tolerated under any circumstances. 

Each member shall have the mght to conduct 
his business according to his own ideas, subject 
to the rules of the association. He shall also 
have the right to place his help at such work as 
will suit him without dictation from others. 

No discrimination shall be made by members 
against union men in employing barkeepers and 
waiters. Employes failihg to work for the en- 
tire stipulated period shall receive pay only for 
the period they were actually employed. 

Aseale of wages was also appended to these 
rules, which is a smail reduction on the present 
demands of the union. The association ex- 
pects very little{difficulty in carrying out itsnew 
plans, as there are fully 12,000 barkeepers and 
waiters in the city, while the total membership 
of the four unions does not amount to more than 


500. 

CHARGE AGAINST CONSUL GARESCHE. 
J. M. Nicholson, formerly a resident of 

Brooklyn, appealed to the Memoriai Committee 

of the Grand Army of the Republic yesteraay 

for assistance, and in doing so he told a story of 


sufiering involving a United States Consul. On 
June 28 last Nicholson shipped as first mate on 
the bark Norah, owned by Pettingill & Everett 
of Boston and eommanded by Capt. Joseph E. 
Forbes. During the voyage from Pascagoula, 
Miss., to Martinique, the vessel leaked, and 
the Captain hinted to Nicholson that she 
might profitably be “lost.” The latter 
refused to have anything to do with such 
a scheme, and he and the Captain had 
some words. When the vessel reached Martin- 
ique Nicholson received a summons to appear 
before United States Consul William C. Garesche, 
who took him off the ship, and from Sept, 6 to 
Nov. 16 Nicholson lived literally on the beach. 
Finally the schooner Henrietta, bound for Nova 
Scotia, took him off, but on Dec. 4 was wreeked. 
Four days later Nicholson asad the other sur- 
vivors of the schooner were picked up by the 
steamer Barracouta, and were brought into this 
port on Tuesday last. He is taking steps to 
bring suit against Pettingill & Everett, and also 
to prosecute Consul Garesche, who, if Nicholson 
was guilty of any crime, should have sent him 
to this country to be tried. 

Nicholson was formerly employed in the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard under old Admiral Braisee. 
He has an honorable discharge from the navy, 
dated Oct. 31, 1865, when he was an Acting En- 
sign, drawing $1,200 a year salary. He had 
served from June 23,1862. He also possessed 
excellent testimonials from several owners of 
merchant vessels.

TWENTY YEARS IN SING SING. 


GEORGE WEIDLER SENTENCED AND RE- 
BUKED BY JUDGE MOORE. 

George Weidler, the boy who was con- 
victed in the Brooklyn Sessions Court of man- 
slaughter in the first degree for killing Dr. Ed- 
ward H. Duggan on June last, was arraigned 
before Judge Moore yesterday for sentence. The 
prisoner’s counsel, Gen. Isaac 8. Catlin, had in- 
tended to argue for a new trial, but at the last 
minute he changed his mind and urged the court 
to be lenient. He argued that the alleged as- 
sault on Mrs. Weidler by Dr. Duggan had crazed 


the prisoner, whose youth should have some 
weight in determining his sentence. 

After Assistant District Attorney Shorter had 
denounced the verdict as a gross miscarriage of 
justice and had demanded thet the full penalty 
of the law—20 years imprisonment—be inflicted, 
Judge Moore began one of the most scathing ad- 
dresses that even he has ever delivered. While 
he was speaking the mob of ruflians who filled 
the court room and corridors gave vent to their 
disappointment in low groans and mutterings, 
but the threat of Judge Moore to clear them all 
out had the desired effect, and no more signs of 
discontent were heard. The Judge said he was 
unable to understana how the jury rendered a 
verdict of manslaughter. He could not under- 
stand how they drrived at the canclusion that 
the prisoner, whom they found to be asane man, 
did not intend to kill Dr. Duggan. He had nev- 
er been convinced that any such provocation as 
that testified to at the trialever existed. ‘ You 
plead for mercy,” he said, ‘“‘ simply because of 
your wife and children. The man whom you 
killed had a wife and children. Thelawis more 
merciful to you than vou wereto him. Your 
sentence is 20 years at hard labor in Sing Sing.” 

Weidler received his sentense with a smile 
on his smooth, girlish face, and made some 
facetious remarks to the officer who led him 
trom the room, which caused that official to 
chuckle softly to himself. He will be removed 
to Sing Sing to-day. 

The jail officials were notified on Thursday 


that a plot was on foot to rescue Weidler as he § 


was being led from the court room to the jail 
wagon which was to convey him back to Ray- 
mond-street. In consequence Inspector Reilly 
had a force of detectives from the Central Office 
on hand, while Warden Burroughs kept Weidler 
secreted until most of the crowd had disap- 
peared. 


SAVED BY HIS WIFE'S DEATH. 


ASSEMBLYMAN M’DERMITT’S STORY OF 
LOVE AND DESERTION. 


Assemblyman Frank M. McDermitt of | 


Newark tells a romantic story connected with a 
law proceeding he contemplated commencing 
against a rich resident of Newark, whose name 
he refused to divulge. Some time ago, he says, 
a pretty young woman called upon him with her 
brother and said she wanted to sue her husband 
for divorce. She gave the name of Marie 
Gamoin and said that she was a French Cana- 
dian. Her father, whois a wealthy farmer in 
the province of Quebec, sent her to the Convent 
of the Presentation to be educated in 1876. A 
contagion broke out in the convent, and to pre- 
vent its spread the pupils were sent by the Sis- 
ters to board in neighboring farmhouses. While 
in one of the farmhouses Marie formed the ac- 
quaintance of a handsome young fellow who 
was completing his French studies inthe town 
of St. Hyacinthe. 

Her eharms captured him, and he asked her 
hand in marriage. To escape the vigilance of the 
sisters the young lovers agreed to marry clan- 
destinely. They met by arrangement at the 
farmhouse one evening soon afterward, and 
were speedily driven tothe town of St. Hya- 
cinthe. The marriage was kept secret for a 
year, when it became no longer possible to con- 
cealit. Meanwhile her husband had fled. 

Mile. Gamoin’s brother resides in Newton, 
Sussex County, N. J. Through some of his Jer- 
sey friends he learned that his sister’s faithless 
husband was living in Newark, and after a little 
search he was found. The girl was brought on 
from Canada, and she saw and recognized him. 
She learned that soon after his flight from Can- 
ada he had married in Newark, and that be was 
then living upon the income of a handsome 
property left him by his father at his death. 

She sought Mr. McDermitt to commence tine 
divorce proceedings against him. The lawyer 
told herit would be necessary for her to pro- 
duce proofs of her marriage, and he instructed 
her as to the kind of proofs that would be re- 
quired. She started to Canada to procure the 
necessary papers, and in the railroad accident 
at the Richelieu River, near St. John’s, she was 
killed. The death, of course, ends the proceeding. 
But Mr. McDermitt says that the aecused hus- 
band has begged him on his knees, for the sake 
ot ber wife and children, not to make his name 
public.

MORE OI VIL SERVICH FRAUDS. 


FALSE IMPERSONATIONS AT THE BROOK- 
6 LYN EXAMINATIONS, 

The -ease with which Patrick Stanton 
swindled the Brooklyn Civil Service Commis- 
sioners, and through some one else obtained a 
rating of 9719 per cent. in an examination for a 
positionin the Fire Department, has caused the 
Commissioners to examine the papers of the 420 
men who are at present on the eligible lists and 
compare their handwriting with that on their 
application papers. They have found several 
radical differences in penmanship, and yester- 


day the Secretary sent out notices to the eligi- 
ble candidates whose papers showed such dif- 
ferences to appear in person before the Commis- 
sioners. lf they do not so appear their names 
will be stricken from the eligible lists. 

Notwithstanding the existence of the Stanton 
case and the action of the Commissioners in re- 
moving his name from the eligible list on the 
ground of “fraud,” the annual report of the 
commission filed yesterday with Mayor Whitney 
contained the statement that ‘no attempt to 
evade the civil service law or the rules of the 
commission was made anywhere, which is no 
doubt largely due to the tirm stand previously 
assumed by the commission on behalf of the in- 
tegrity of the law, and to the fact that the Com- 
missioners, guided by a wider knowledge of the 
needs of the departments, avoided all possible 
ground for evasion.” 

The report shows that during the past year 30 
examinations were held, as against 69 the year 
before. The candidates numbered 1,490, 
against 1,241 in 1886. Of these, 755 attained 
the minimum of 70 per cent., and were placed 
on the eligible lists. During tho year 362 ap- 
pointments were made to positions governed by 
the civil service ruies, among whom were 13 
veterans. ‘here are 1,869 positions in the mu- 
nicipal Government subject to the civil service 
regulations.

THE NEW SURROGATE. 
RASTUS RANSOM INDICATES THE POLICY ; 
HE WILL FOLLOW. 
Mr. Rastus 8 Ransom, Surrogate-elect of 
the county of New-York, was found yesterday 
by a TIMES reporter at his office in the Mutual 
Life Insurance Building on Nassau-street. De- 
spite the fact of his béing at the moment in the 
throes of legal difficulties, New-York’s new Sur- 
rogate lent a willing ear to Tuk Times's repre- 
seutative and asked him to state hiscase. The 
case as stated, however, did not appear to 


please the Surrogate-slect. ‘What you want, 
as | understand it,” exclaimed Mr. Ransom, ‘is 
to pry into my private affairs.” 
“No,” responded the reporter modestly, 
“THE TIMES merely wishes to know what course 
you intend to purstie with reference to the ad- 
winistration of the office of which you are soon 
to be the executive.” 
“Well, then,” said Mr. Ransom with energy, 
“in the first place my endeavor shall be to 80 
administer the Surrogate’s office as to render 
it of the highest efficiency to the public for 
whose benefit 1t exists. [ want to run the oftice 
on business principles and to have the very best 
men obtainable as my assistants. To this end I 
shail retaiu the services of Mr. Leary as Chief 
Clerk, an office which is equally important 
with my own and demands the occupancy 
of a man whois both able and experienced. An- 
other office which is very important is that of 
the Probate Clerk, and in this the incumbent, 
Mr. C. H. Beckett, wiilalso be retained. Some 
weeks ago I sent word to Mr. Beckett that I 
should like to see him. I did not know him, and 
had never seen him until that day he called upon 
meat my own request. I then asked him to 
continue to act as Probate Clerk during my ad- 
ministration, to which he gladly consented. 
“These two gentlemen, however, are the only 
ones I have determined to retain in the office so 
far. What my future course may be with regard 
to the other subordinates I am not now prepared 
tosay. This much I will say, however, ana that 
1s that as I am a thorough-going Democrat, and 
have been elected to my present office by Dem- 
ovrats, it will be my endeavor, after giving to 
the Surrogate’s oftice the highest measure of 
public elficiency, to put good Democrats in 
the positions which have for the last 
six years been monopolized by Republicans. 
am not one of those who believe 
that because people held office for a certain 
length of time they should always holdit. Ina 
case where special etticiency and experience is 
reqnired itis doubtless good policy to keep the 
old men in the places they fit, and this [ intend 
todo wherever it seems proper. But where 
equally efficient Democrats can be obtained to 
o the work now performed by Republicans 
I shall invariably give the Democrats the prefer- 
ence.’ 
Mr. Ransom also spoke of the great increase 
of business in the Surrogate’s Court in recent 
years, and thought there ought to be provision 
made for an additional Surrogate, as it was well- 
nigh impossible for one man to handie the busi- 
ness which he is at present called uvon to adju- 
dicate. Ho thought also that the Surrogate 
should have equity powers and that his term of 
office should be co-equal with «that of the 
Judges of the Supreme Court. Mr. Ransom. 
believed if would be @ good plan to have 
one or two assistant Surrogates to be appointed 
by the Surrogate. At any rate, some relief to 
this court would soon have to be afforded. The 
Surrogate of New-York had the enormous re- 
sponsibility of looking after vast interests. He 
must stand between the widows and orphans 
and the rest of the world. The Surrogate’s 
term should not only be increased, but his com- 
pensation should be similar to that paid to 
Judges of the Supreme Court, whose duties are | 
bot one whit more important. 
Mr. Ransum sald he expected to do some of 
the hardest work of bis life in bis new office, but 
that he approached the responsibilities and du- 
ties of the place with a natural nervous dread. 
He regarded the administration of Surrogate 
Roulins as remarkably satisfactory, and said he | 
should endeavor to approach as nearly as possi- 
ble the resuits:achieved by that officer. 
Surrogate Rollins has appointed Charles 
Hervey Jackson, a young lawver in this city, as 
his law assistant, to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of Charlies E, Soule. Mr. Jackson has 
always lived in this city, his father having 
formerly been a prominent member of the 
Stock Exchange. He graduated from the Col- 
lege of the City of New-York. He was in the 
law office of ex-Judge Granville P. Hawes fora 
time, but for the last twu years bas been prac- 
ticing law for himself, having an ofiicé at 111 
Broadway.

THE Cl1IY ESTIMATES. 
A PROPOSED NEW FIRE BOAT—NO IN- 
CREASE FOR POLICE SERGEANTS. 

Mayor Hewitt at yesterday’s meeting of 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
called’up for further consideration the applica- 
tion from the Fire Commissioners for $75,000 
for anew fire boat. President Coleman of the 
Department of Taxes and Assessments said that 
he did not think the appropriation should be 
made. Other public departments had boats, and 
they might be utilized for service as fire boats. 


The insurance companies were clamoring for the 
new tire boat, but the insurance companies did 
not pay their fulr share of the taxes. Something 
should bedone to make these companies pay 
their just proportions of the burdens of govern- 
ment. Mr. Coleman said, however, that if ail 
the other membera of the board voted for the ap- 
propriation he would vote foritalso. The mat- 
ter was laid over until the Fire and Dock Com- 
wissioners could have a conference on the 
subject. 

When the estimates of the Police Department 
were reached President Coleman moved to raise 
the salaries of Sergeants from $1,600a year to 
$2,000 a year, and he and Controller Loew 
voted in favor of the motion. Mayor Hewitt 
and President Beekman of the Buard of Alder- 
men voted ayaiustit, and thus the Police Ser- 
geunts will get no increase of pay, although the 
Legislature passed a bill for their rellef. For 
salaries of the Commissioners and of the regu- 
lar uniformed force $4,131,125 72 was appro- 
priated. The total amount given the Board of 
Education was $4,303,169. For the publication 
of the City Record aud for salaries of employes 
$241,000 was allowed, and $25,000 was given to 
the Municipal Civil Service Bureau, The sum of 
$176,580 for the payment of Labor inspectors 
of election was stricken ont because the United 
Labor Party did not poll 50,000 votes.

THE NEW YACHT YAMPA. 
PUTTING THE FINISHING TOUCHES TO 
MR. CHAPIN’S STEEL SCHOONER. 


Chester W. Chapin’s new steel schooner 
yacht Yampa has been taken to Poillon’s yard, 
in South Brooklyn, where she is now receiving 
@ few finishing touches on deck and in the 
hold. Although from previous descriptions of 
ber every one had been led to expect some- 
thing unusual in yacht architecture, no one 
who saw her yesterday as sbe gracefully rode 
the light swells at Poillon’s wharf went away 
without expressing astonishment that she was 
so much better a boat than he expected. A. 


Cary Smith, designer of the Yainpa, was on 
board and showed with modest satisfaction the 
good points of his latest triumph to a few visit- 
ors during the afternoon. 

The Yampa’s hull risesin delicately graceful 
lines from the water, with a long slanting bow 
and stern. She is painted white above the water 
line and red or copper color below. ‘lhe feature 
which is most striking in glancing over her deck 
is her great breadth of beam amidships. She is 
23 feet broad and from this tapers gracefully to 
@ very delicate stern. Although wide, the Yampa 
is also deep. It takes 1319 feet of water to float 
her. Her length over all,’as already pub- 
lished, is 132 feet, and her length on the 
water line is 110 feet. The Yamopa’s interior 
does not bear any evidence of the effort to get 
speed from her model There is all the room 
which could be desired, and there is a sense of 
capaciousness given by all her rooms below that 
is not found on many boats that are fn pert f 
much larger, This is partly due to the skill wit 
which her apartments have been arranged, part- 
ly to the fact that she is built of steel, and has 
no bulky knees and deck timbers to knock one’s 
head against. The saving of room from the use 
of a strong material like steel is every- 
where apparent. The arrangement of the 
eabing has already been described. in 
THH Timms, The forecastle is large enough 
for a shbip’s crew. It is 28 feet 
long, has accommodations for 12 men, and 
every where a head room of 7 feet. The gallery, 
which comes next aft, is 12 feet long and has on 
the starboard side two staterooms for the cooks. 
Itis provided with alarge range and a square 
copper boiler, the latter with a patent arrange- 
ment to prevent the water from slopping over 
from the motion of the schooner. Beneath the 
galley is the “ ieehouse” and refrigerator, with 
capacity for a ton and a half of ice. 

Aftof the galley is the breakfast room, offi- 
cers’ Messroom, and a stateroom. Then comes 
the main saloon, 14 by 26 feet, with woodwork 
of pohshed pine and finishings of mahogany. 
Back of the grate stove is a mantelpiece de- 
signed by Mr. Smith, and made, like all the fur- 
nishings, of solid mahogany. Aft, on the star- 
board side, is the owner’s room, an apartment 
1219 feet long and with two large berths, and 
connecting with a bathroom containing a large 
tub, a set bowl, and closet. On the port 
side are two statervoms and another bath- 
room. Yet another large stateroom, opening 
on the hall of the main companionway, 
comes next alt. In the stern, entered by an- 
other companionway, is the Captain’s stateroom 
and cabin. All the staterooms are furnished 
with mahogany dressing tables, with plate-giass 
mirrors, and with wardrobes, also of mahogany. 
The Yampa carries 95 tons of ballast, 80 tons of 
which are run into the keel. She has three 
boats, the largest 23 feet long. The owner of the 
Yampa contemplates a West India trip in the 
early part of the coming year.

A THIEF Al TUXEDO. 
CLUB MEMBERS VICTIMIZED BY AN IN- 
GENIOUS PORTER. 

Even the ultra-exclusive precincts of 
Tuxedo Park have been invaded by the robber. 
William F, Cutter, a young man employed at the 
clubhouse as a porter, proves to be the thief. 
He lad charge gf the checkroom provided by 
the Erie Railroad for the accommodation of tha 
members of the club. Whenever a piece of 
baggage which attracted his covetous eye was 
checked for New-York, Cutter would put on 
another check and go to New-York and claim 
the beggage himself. He confined his opera- 


tions mostly to smaller articles until Dee. 5, 
when, by carrying out this plan, hesucceededin 
getting possession of a large trunk belonging to 
Alfred Seton, a realestate broker at 79 Cedar- 
street.

No ciue was obtained, however, until last 
Monday, when Cutter played tbe same trick 
with the trunk of E. Johuson of 102 Fifth-ave- 
nue. Fortunately, on the way to the elty a 
transfer agent went through the train for bag- 
gave orders. 
The agent could not find the trunk and so re- 
ported to Mr. Johnson, The latter then went 
into the baggage car and picked out his trunk, 
but found avother check on it. The trouble was 
soon straightened out and the incident was re- 
ported to the company. Jobn H. Brown, chief 
detect:ve of the Erie Railroad, was set at work 
upou the case. Through the assistance of Capt. 
Gastlin and two of his detectives, Larkin and 
Grady. Brown discovered that Cutter had given 
a check callivg for Mr. Johnson’s trunk to one 
of Dodd’s expressmei, with instructions to de- 
liver it to the New-Haven boat at Peck-slip. The 
expressman, of course, could not find the trunk, 
aud went down to the boat to tell Cutter that it 
had not yetarrived. Cuiter said thatit was all 
right and that he would postpone his trip until 
the following evening. 

After tinding out all this Brown and his asso- 
ciates waited for Cutter at the New-Haven pier 
until yesterday afternoon before he finally put 
in an appearance, He offered no resistance to 
arrest and confessed everything. In his pos- 
session were several pawn tickets for articles 
he had taken from Mr. Seton's trunk, which was 
found in storage down town. Besides these 
were two diamond rings, two gold ones, and a 
gold Ghain, the fruits of former stealings. Cut- 
ter’s plan is a comparatively unusual one, the 
latest exploitof the kind before this being about 
seven years ago.

BUYING IN BULK. 
RESTAURANT KEEPERS COMBINING IN 
TOE INTEREST OF ECONOMY. 

An announcement by the Restaurant 
Keepers’ Mutual Protective Association calling 
for proposals for 1,000 tons of coal, 500 cans of 
pure wiik, and 100 tons of ice shows that that 
body, which was organized at Clarendon Hall 
on the 12th of last month, is proceeding active- 
ly to demonstrate what it is worth asa co- 
operative scheme for saving money by buying 
in large quantities. The object of the associa- 
tion, a8 announced at the time. of or- 


ganization, was: “A closer union of 
the restaurant keepers of this city and 
Brooklyn for the common benefit of all; the 
entire or partial abatement of all abuses or 
difficulties under which the restaurant keepers 
as a class pow labor; the dissemination of use- 
ful information to its members through which 
they may be saved from deception or loss, and 
means provided for an exchange of knowledge 
of .intereat to individual members; to wateh 
and influence legisiation that may effect the in- 
dividual or collective interests of food distribu- 
tors, and finally in all things to promote the 
welfare of each and every member by au inter- 
change of ideas at stated intervals, and a closer 
intercourse that caunot failto prove of great 
advantage to ail.” 

The Secretary, Mr. William Person, when re- 
quested by a TIMES reporter to make these gen- 
eralities more specific, said: “ There are, we 
estimate, between 1,500 and 2,000 restaurant 
keepers in New-York and Brooklyn, ana we 
think that. by combining we can buy our sup- 
plies cheaper and get better stuff. Moreover, 
the small restaurant will have a much better 
chance. We will get bids for 1,000 tuus of eoal, 
say, at a eertain rate. The man who buys 1 
ton will getitjust as cheap as the man who 
buys 20.” 

In answer to a question as to whether the as- 
sociation would have any storage buildings or 
yards the Secretary said: “No, it 1s not a sys- 
tem of co-operative stores. We will not hold any 
stock of supplies at all. Each week a meeting 
will be held, and the members will estimate the 
amount: of various supplies they will need for 
one, two, three weeks, or longer, as the ease 
maybe. The Secretary, with these estimates to 
guide him, will then call for bids, which will be 
laid berore the Executive Committee. If the 
prices are satisfactory the restaurant keepers 
will go, say, to the dealer in coal and pay cash 
for the one, two, or three tons of coal he may 
need, or to the dealer in milk, and pay 
for one, two, or twenty. cans, as the 
case may be, and so on. It will be 
our aim tosecure the best of everything. Ia 
connection with keeping the quality up it ie our 
intention to watch and endeavor to intluence 
legislation so that the interests of the restaurant 
keepers*as @ class may not suffer. Ail of the 
laws relating to food bear directly upon the 
restaurant people, and some of thew bear rather 
heavily. For example, the law concerning milk 
is very Strict, calling fora very high standard. 
A restaurant keeper is apt to bu¥ an inferior 
article,-a3 he buys now, and have it seized by an 
inspector. He renders himself Hable without 
knowing it. The law is also very strict in regard 
to the quality of vinegar.” 

The association has secured rooms in Clar- 
endon Hall, at 118 East Thirteenth-street, for 
its weekly meetings. The initiation fee is $3. 
The yearly dues will be nominal, and will be 
less as the membership increases. Hotel keep- 
ers have hada somewhat similar organization 
for a number of years, andit has proved most 
suecessful.

PATRICK IRENORS LIBERTY. 
ANOTHER ATTEMPT TO PUT HIM UN- 
DER RESTRAINT. 

Another attempt is making to put old 
Patrick Trenor, the cordial dealer of Vesey- 
street, under guardianship. Lots of people have 
unawars been under obligations to Mr. Trenor 
during the almost half a century he has been 
manufacturing cordials. A large share of the 
“imported” maraschino, curacoa, and cbhar- 
treuse over which bons vivauts have smacked 
their lips In this city, under the impression that 
they had been constructed by pious nuns or in 
convent crypts across the sea, was really made 


in Patrick Trenor’s dingy cellars. He is nuwun- 
der charge of Mr. and Mrs. Egbert P. Stover at 
162 East One Hundred and Fourth-street, where 
his friends, Mr. and Mrs. Noah, put him when 
they took him away from his store two months 
ago after he fell sick. 

During the proceedings to have him adjudged 
a lunatic, which came to an end Nov. 18, Adolph 
L. Sanger and Henry W. Uneer sxppeared for 
Mr. Treuor, and, by means of an opinion of Dr. 
Charles H. Nichols, the Superintendent of the 
Bivomingdale Insane Asylum, that the old man 
was of unusual mental strergth for bis age, got 
the proceedings quashed, Yesterduy Mr. Sanger 
went before Judge Lawrence, in Supreme Court, 
Chambers, and as the atturney for Mrs, Margaret 
Tromer, the half sister of ‘lreper’s wife, who 
died many years ago, asked for the appoiptment 
of a guardian on Mr. Trenor, upor the ground 
that he is in a condition of senile decay, and un- 
able to take care of himseif and his prop- 
erty. In support of his ciaim Mr. Sanger pro- 
duced a letter written by Dr. Nichols Dec. 7, 
about three weeks after his iirst visit to Mr. 
Trenor, in which he said that he had just seen 
Mr. Trenor again, and that not only were his 
mental faculties weak, but that he had no doubt 
they had been gradually failing for some years. 

C. E. Rushmore, whe appeared for Mr. Trenor, 
said that the old man was happy where he was, 
and did vot wish to go away; that be was in the 
care of frieuds with whom be had been intimate 
fur many years. lt turned out during the hear- 
ing that Mr. Trenor nadygiven Jonn J. Fitzgerald 
a power of attorney to manage hia affairs, which 
he soon after revoked; that Fitzgerald then pre- 
sented a bill of $500 for his services, and Unger 
and Sangera bill of $1,500 for their services, 
both of which bills Mr. Trenor had refused to 
pay. Mr. Rushmore charged in his argument 
that the present proceedings never would have 
been brought had these bills been paid, and that 
it was impossible for a man whom Dr. Nichols 
said was all right in the middle of November to 
present evidences of long-continued senile decay 
in the first part of December. Judge Luwrence, 
being desirous of furtherinformation, postponed 
the hearing until next Wednesday.
